Their best wedding gift, end to strike

NEWTON — Neither Bloomingdales nor 
Filenes has this wedding present in 
stock. 

Yet for Susan Catino and William 
Birse, who are to be wed at St. Josephs 
Church in Waltham on Oct. 4, an end to 
the now 28-day-old air traffic controllers 
strike would be the best present either of 
them could unwrap. 

You see, both Catino, a 1973 graduate 
of Newton North, and Birse are air traf- 
fic controllers. Since the job action by 
the Professional Air Traffic Controllers 
Organization (PATCO) on Aug. 3, pre- 
marital chores have taken a backseat to 
walking picket lines. 

“It sure would be a nice wedding pre- 


sent,’’ said Catino, who earned $23,000 a 
year as a controller at Barnstable 
Municipal Airport in Hyannis. ‘Being 
only a month away from the wedding 
doesn’t help either financially or future 
wise.” 

However, neither Catino nor Birse feel 
that the current conditions for con- 
trollers warrants a return to work. 
Despite PATCO’s ‘‘illegal walkout,” and 
the subsequent firing of all air traffic 
controllers by President Ronald 
Reagan, the couple believes PATCO had 
no choice but to strike. 

“They don’t really listen to our 
gripes,’’ said Birse about the FAA. ‘‘The 
relations between labor and the FAA is 
very poor. We tried every other avenue 
but the FAA has not backed us.”” 


Union demands include a reduction of 
the work week from 40 to 32 hours, in- 
creased retirement benefits and in- 
creased pay with a top salary of $59,000 a 
year. 


However, the two sides - when talks 
publically broke off - remained as far 
apart as Logan Airport and Kennedy In- 
ternational. The union package ac- 
cording to government officials was 17 
times what the administration was 
prepared to offer. 


Catino, 25, attended Mass Bay Com- 
munity College and received her flight 
training at the Federal Aviation 
Association (FAA) in Oklahoma. Birse, 
a graduate of Littleton High School, at- 
tended Daniel Webster College in New 


Hampshire and received his flight train- 
ing at the FAA. 

The two met in Hyannis where Birse 
worked for three years before transferr- 
ing to Portland two years ago. However, 
Catino’s attempts for a similar transfer 
have been ignored by the FAA. She plans 
to file for a hardship if and when the 
strike is settled. 

As noted by Birse, 26, ‘‘It’s not the 
money issue that we're stressing, it’s 
the health issue.” 

Birse, an air traffic controller at the 
Portland Jetport and Vice President of 
local 289, pointed out that only 11 percent 
of the country’s controllers make it to 
normal retirement. 

For Birse and his fiancee, those 
numbers make them uneasy. ‘‘What 


we're looking for is a career," he said. 
‘What am I going to do at age 35 when I 
am forced out because of medical 
reasons?” 

“I don’t really care about the money,” 
continued Birse, whose yearly salary 
was $26,000 before the strike. “I would 
take the shorter work week.”’ 

“Tlike the job but not what it’s going to 
do to me,” he added. ‘I consider myself 
@n average person and according to 
statistics, I’m not going to reach retire- 
ment.” 

And the element that strikens most 
controllers is the constant pressure in 
the tower. ‘The pressure comes from 
knowing you can make a mistake involv- 
ing hundreds of lives at one time.”

Vocal conservative in liberal

The aldermanic chamber at 
Newton City Hall was packed 
several months ago by a group of 
Auburndale residents fighting a 
proposed $15 million expansion of 
the Marriott Hotel. 

Only one aldermen, Robert 
Tennant, stood up on the floor of 
the chamber that was filled with 
opponents of the plan and defend- 
ed the expansion. 

Tennant, a self described con- 
servative and the pro-business 
conscience of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen, berated his col- 
leagues for ‘railroading’ the 
plan. ‘I have accused this board 
more than once of being anti- 
business,” he said. 

When the rolicall was announc- 
ed by the city clerk, Tennant was 
the only aldermen who voted for 
the expansion. 


Tennant was recently one of only 
five men voting against an 
ordinance regulating con- 
dominium conversion, despite 
pressure from renters threaten- 
ing to form a political coalition 
against opponents. Tennant call- 


ed it an ‘infringement on free 
enterprise.’’ 

After a heated meeting on the 
ordinance, an elderly woman, 
anxious to intimidate Tennant, 
approached him and asked for his 
name. The angry Tennant lashed 
back. ‘‘My name is Robert Ten- 
nant. T-E-N-N-A-N-T. Don’t 
forget to vote against me!”’

When the board approved a sym- 
bolic resolution for a world 
wide freeze on the proliferation of 
nuclear arms, Tennant was one of 
only two aldermen in the opposing 
column, 


Tennant called the resolution 
“absurd.” 

“I don't know what makes us 
such proficient people that we can 
get involved in a situation of 
world importance,” he said. 


Tennant (a Republican Ward - 
Three Alderman-at-Large) is us- 
ed to standing alone. Despite the 
nationwide shift to the right, the 
fiercely independent alderman, 
who has served the city for nearly 
20-years, remains. one of only a

strong, hard, independent and 
unafraid to stand alone. It also 
made him hungry for success. 

“It does not bother me to stand 
alone because I got used to that in 
my life,” Tennant says as he sits 
in his comfortable Insurance 
Agency Office in West Newton. “I 
had to make decisions alone all 
my life. It does not come difficult. 
It made a better man out of me. I 
had to defend myself all the way 
through life much more than the 
person that was protected by his 
mother and father. I never had 
that. I've been on the street taking 
the hard knocks and I think it 
made me a better person.” 

Tennant's life is a Horatio Alger 
story, the kind you often read 
about, but shrug off. As a young 
boy, he worked in a Newton Upper 
Falls grocery store Monday 
through Friday after school. On 
Saturdays, he worked from the 
early morning to midnight. On 
Sunday, he worked as a caddy at 
the Charles River Country Club. 

After high school, Tennant 
spent four years in the Air Force 
where he was a top-turret gunner 
in a B-25 and saw action in World 
War ll. He does not talk about his

handful of conservatives on the 
24-member legislative body.

After the death of his parents, 
Tennant was separated from his 
two sisters and older brother, but 
remained with an aunt in the 
area. 

“Those were hectic days,” he 
recalls. 

Life was tough growing up as a 
protestant orphan in a catholic 
neighborhood. Those days in- 
fluenced him greatly. It made him

Newton sting 
picture perfect

NEWTON — In a sophisticated 
“sting” operation, Newton and 
State Police teamed up with the 
FBI Monday and recovered three 
art treasures valued at $50,000. 
Two Massachusetts men were ar- 
rested in the sting. 

The arrests were the result of a 
six, month investigation which 
began after the art treasures, 
signed and numbered lithographs 
by Marc Chagall and Salvador 

- Dali, were stolen from a Newton 
home. Police said the $50,000 
estimated value of the prints (one 
Dali and two Chagalls) was con- 
servative. 

Louis F. Royce, 44 , of 320 
O'Neil’ ‘Blvd., Attleboro, was 
charged with breaking and enter- 
ing; lrceny over $100 and receiv- 
ing stolen property in connection 
with the art theft. Ralph Rosetti, 
Jr., 46, of 72 Bennington St., East 
Boston, was charged with receiv- 
ing stolen property. 

Royce and Rosetti were being 
held in the Newton Police station 
jail cell Monday night. Both men 
were scheduled to be arraigned in 
Newton District Court Tuesday. 

Clerk of Court Henry Schultz 
set bail for the two men Monday 
afternoon. Royce was being held 
in lieu of $50,000 bail. Rosetti was 
being held in lieu of $10,000 bail. 

Rosetti and Royce were ar- 
rested in a parking lot across 


from the Callahan Tunnel in East 
Boston at approximately 1:30 
p.m. Police had the area blocked 
off and the two men were arrested 
without a chase. 

Law officials reportedly set up 
the rendezvous with the two un- 
suspecting men who were 
allegedly expecting to sell the 
stolen art treasures for $10,000. 
The sting operation, directed by 
Special Agent in charge of the 
Boston F.B.I. Lawrence Sarhatt, 
was specifically set up to recover 
the art treasures. 

Royce allegedly stole the prints 
from the Newton home and 
enlisted Rosetti to help unload the 
three art prints, police said. 

The rare prints, which were 
displayed by Newton Detectives 
in a special press conference at 6 
p.m., are considered irreplacable 
by art collectors. Chagall, born in 
1877, was a Russian painter. Dali, 
born in 1904, is a Spanish sur- 
realist painter. 

The lithographs, evidence in 
the case against Royce and 
Rosetti, are being kept in a safe at 
the Newton Police Station. Police 
refused to release the name of the 
owner of the art treasures, fear- 
ing that the house might be 
broken intoagain. . 

Newton Police Lt. James Cox 
and Detective Manley Kiley 
played an integral part in the in- 
vestigation of the art theft and ar- 
rest of the two men. ° 


DeNucci backs 
elders’ bills 


BOSTON — Representative A. 
Joseph DeNucci (D-Newton- 
Waltham), House Chairman of 
the Committee on Human Ser- 
vices and Elderly Affairs, ad- 
dressed the Massachusetts 
Silver-Haired Legislature recent- 
ly at Framingham State College. 

DeNucci spoke on several 
senior-related issues, citing the 
silver legislators’ important 
voice in the formulation of a 
legislative package addressing 
the concerns of older citizens. 

DeNucci stated, ‘‘Your 
presence at legislative committee 
hearings was both recognized and 
appreciated. You not only helped 
propose and sponsor legislation, 
you also showed up physically in 
“support of these measures.” 
DeNucci said, ‘‘You can, by your 
organization and efforts, help get 
legislation out of committee and 
onto the law books of the Com- 
monwealth.” 

DeNucci applauded the senior 
legislators for their ‘‘courage and 
commitment to run and to serve.’’ 
Adding, ‘‘You provide a very im- 
portant voice and we in the 
Massachusetts Legislature take 
you very seriously.”” 

DeNucci outlined several 
measures which came before his 
legislative committee during the 
198k gaspion. DeNucci’s commit- 
tee reported favorably on a bill 
that would ensure that home care 
services be provided on a sliding- 
fee-seale basis, to all elders who 
need services or legislation to 
authorize the Department of 


Elder Affairs to establish a con- 
gregate housing supportive ser- 
vices program; a bill to assure 
full SSI benefits to residents of 
shared housing; and a measure to 
provide for the mandated repor- 
ting of suspected abuse of elders 
in the community and give vic- 
tims of abuse necessary protec- 
tive services. 


These bills are currently pen- 
ding’ before the Legislature's 
Ways and Means Committees. 

DeNucci also spoke on behalf of 
8 bill which he co-sponsored with 
the Silver-Haired Legislature, the 
Nursing Home Receivership Bill. 
This legislation is designed to 
protect the residents of nursing 
homes by authorizing the Depart- 
ment of Public Health or the At- 
torney General to seek receiver- 
ship when a nursing home is pro- 
viding sub-standard care. 


DeNucci also cited two suc- 
cessful budget initiatives: a 7- 
percent increase in SSI benefits 
and the inclusion of SSI recipients 
in the food stamp program. 

“These are major gains for 
senior citizens ,’’ DeNucci said. “I 
am particularly pleased about the 
food stamps program. For the 
small amount of money ap- 
propriated for administration of 
the program ($1.6 million, 50 per- 
cent of which is federally reim- 
bursable) the commonwealth will 
receive $10 to $20 million in 
federal money which will go 
directly to our most needy 
citizens for the purchase of food.

But a 
frightening fall resulted in her 
moving to Elliot Manor to avoid 
any more accidents. 


But Hawley has had few 
medical problems, and aside 
from being hard of hearing,she is 
in reasonably good health for a 
100 year old woman.

Taking a bead 
on water use

NEWTON — The city is plann- 
ing on installing 23,000 water 
meters in the city within the next 
year which will conserve water 
and generate an estimated 
$200,000 a year. 

The purchase may result in 
higher bills for some customers 
benefiting from inaccurate 
meters. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said that 
the city will sign a contract witha 
firm to install the new meters 
which will be more ‘‘accurate and 
efficient.” 

The Board of Aldermen has ap- 
proved the $1.2 million bond 
authorization for the meter pur- 
chase and the city is in the pro- 
cess of finalizing the contract. 

Mann emphasized that the new 
meters will conserve water and 
generate revenue. ‘‘This will save 
the city money in the long run,” 
he explained. ‘‘It will be a more 
efficient operation.” ~ 

The water meter purchase was 
put on hold after the passage of 
Proposition 2% last November. 
Mann was waiting to see if the ci- 
ty’s Triple A credit rating would 
be affected by the passage of the 
tax-cutting measure. 

Newton is one of only a handful 
of communities that has a Triple

A credit rating, the highest 
awarded by Moody Investors. A 
community’s credit rating is 
critical to borrowing funds and 
bonding expensive purchases. 
Under Proposition 2%. which 
has forced Newton to eliminate 
365 municipal positions and im- 
plement a host of user fees, pro- 
perty taxes can not exceed 2% 
percent of a community’s value. 

After the passage of the tax 
cutting measure, Mann im- 
plemented a freeze on capital ex- 
penditures that put the water 
meter purchase on hold along 
with the purchase of two garbage 
compactors and three- 
automobiles. 

The Water Department had had 
not replaced five people who left 
the department in anticipation of 
the water meter purchase. The 
new meters will result in greater 
conservation and efficiency. 

As a result of the purchase, a 
water meter reader will be able to 
read 200 to 300 meters a day, an 
increase of 50 meters. 


The city was originally givena 
Jan. 31 deadline to purchase the 
meters from a New Jersey firm, 
Rockwell Meter Co., whose low 
bid was $1,040,000. The company 
was one of three low bidders con- 
sidered.

Time for bold 
move in Ireland 


Maybe it is now time for the Brits to 
get out. 


The IRA Provos’ most recent series of 
indiscriminate bombings in Northern 
Ireland probably came about because the 
impact of ‘‘just another’’ starvation death 
among fasting prisoners wasn’t as great 
as the first ones had been. How often can 
emotions be raised to such a pitch? One 
prisoner had been removed from the group 
by his family after he lapsed into a coma 
and ther might well be others. 


But the tough line taken by the British 
toward the hunger fasts could be explain- 
ed as successful although they probably 
lost more international support than they 
gained. But this could be the opportunity 
for them to announce that they had con- 
fronted the IRA, they had won and they 
could now withdraw ‘‘with honor.” 


While nothing would probably please 
the hard-pressed British public more, the 
same would not be true among Pro- 
testants in Ulster. Britain’s pledge that it 
would not withdraw until the majority of 
people in Ulster wanted them to really 
means that Britain is a hostage of Ulster’s 
Protestants. Yet even the hard-line 
Orangemen must be wondering whether 
the continued face-off is worth it. 


Unemployment in Ulster for men is 
about 22 percent, but is closer to 50 percent 
in Catholic ghetto areas where the 
violence erupts. ‘‘Kneecappings”’ of young 
male Catholics reluctant to play the IRA 
role have become more frequent. Ordinary 
street crimes, one time almost unheard of 
in Treland, are commonplace. Employ- 
ment and housing discrimination was once 
the major complaint of Ulster’s Catholics 
but the IRA tactics have really only made 
it worse. 


Would civil war in Ulster — spreading 
to the Republic of Ireland — be the result 
of a British withdrawal? That has been the 
fear of both the Irish and British and one 
thing they are reluctantly agreed upon.. 
Yet that risk may be worth the attempt to 
let the Irish themselves mediate the pro- 
blem — something the British have never 
quite understood. It might be that the 
Ulster Protestants, faced with the pro- 
spect of a Roman Catholic minority of im- 
placable thugs would agree to unification 
of Ireland with strong safeguards for them 
even though they didn’t extend the same to 
others in the past. 


Eighteen U.S. congressmen have 
recently sent a letter to President Reagan 
asking that his administration ‘‘play an 
active role in ending the current deadly 
impasse’’ in Northern Ireland. If such a 
role could save face for Britain, Ulster 

‘Protestants and Catholics, it would be 
worth the gamble. In the long run, that 
might be the best answer to the irresponsi- 
ble IRA Provos.

An authoritative source close to Gov. Ed- 
ward King confirms that former Boston 
Mayor John Collins, a long-time Democrat 
and until recently an MIT professor, will play 
a major directorial role in the governor's cam- 
paign for another term. 

Collins and King sat down together last 
week to discuss and decide Collins’ role. They 
emerged with an understanding that King 
would lean heavily on Collins for primary 
strategy and policy for the campaign, though, 
due to his mobility limitations, Collins will let 
others handle the physical activity of the cam- 
paign and its headquarters operation. 

Massachusetts Turnpike Authority member 
Paul May who directed King’s first campaign 
that put him in office will also work with Col- 
lins, according to present plans. It becomes 
less likely that young Bill Ezekiel’s political 
skills will be signed on this time, though 
Ezekiel has been talking with King men about 
the campaign direction. Ezekiel had been the 
first to come forward four years ago to head 
King’s fledgling campaign, even before May, 
but he and King split over policy differences.

Si’ running for gov 

On the subject of gubernatorial candidates, 
Josiah ‘Si’? Spaulding of Manchester, 
something of a maverick Republican, says he 
has made up his mind to go for the Republican 
nomination this time around. 

Spaulding is president of the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Hospital near the North Station 
and chairman of the trustees of the Beverly 
Hospital. He made an abortive attempt in 1970 
to unseat Sen. Ted Kennedy. Before that, he 
had been Republican state committee chair- 
man during Richard Nixon’s struggle for the 
Republican nomination in 1968. Spaulding hap- 
pened to support Nelson Rockefeller, as did 
the then-state committee executive director, 
Jane Clifford. 

Last year, Spaulding was gungho for the In- 
dependent candidacy of Cong. John Anderson. 
Clifford (now Fowler) became one of Ander- 
son’s key national staffers. She will direct 
Spaulding’s gubernatorial campaign, he says, 


and they have an office and embryonic staff. 
“As a Republican,” says Spaulding, “I'm 
liberal on social issues — and I strongly op- 
pose Pres. Reagan's defense policies. 
“Tt will be interesting to see what effect my 
work with Anderson will have.”” 


Reagan's choice 

The new Reagan administration's appointee 
to head the New England region of the U. S. 
Department of Health and Human Services is 
Claira Monier, wife of the president of the New 
Hampshire Senate. 

In the mid-1970s, Mrs. Monier was a special 
assistant to former N. H. Gov. Meldrim Thom- 
son, Jr., handling constituent services. For 
five years thereafter she headed the N. H. 
Council on Aging till she was picked by HHS 
Secretary Richard Schweiker as director of in- 
tergovernmental and congressional affairs. 
She was sworn in this week to her new assign- 
ment running the sprawling department in 
New England. 


‘Keep the money’ 


“Thanks, but no thanks!"’ said Amherst 
town fathers politely when their state 
representative, Jim Collins, suggested they 
might voluntarily return some of the 
disproportionately large amount of local aid 
the university town happened to receive in this 
year’s freak local aid distribution. 

The Great and General Court, in its wisdom 
this unusual year, allocated $265 million more 
in local aid to help communities soften the im- 
pact of losses mandated by Proposition 2%. 
But is also settled on the lottery formula by 
which to distribute the extra aid. Everett hap- 
pened to get a measly 10 percent of its Pro- 
position 2% loss, or $600,000, while Amherst 
made out like gangbusters with 400 percent or 
$3.6 million! 

Collins who is regarded in the State House 
as one of the more thoughtful and principled 
rising young men saw the need for moral 
leadership to correct the inequity. What about 
turning back maybe $1 million of the $3.6 
million as a gesture that might prompt other 
communities to follow the lead? 

Local officials held firm, discreetly citing 
the town’s traditional losses from so much 
tax-emempt property, etc.

Presidential counselor Edwin Meese has a 

lot of power in the White House, but he says 
it’s “total fantasy’’ to believe he is in com- 
mand. 
Meese’s decision not to awaken President 
Reagan until six hours after American air- 
craft shot down two Russian-made Libyan jets 
in disputed Mediterranean waters has been 
the subject of cartoons and criticism. He also 
has been jokingly refered to as ‘‘President 
Meese.” 

Meese is the first to laugh about it all. His 
favorite cartoon showed Meese telling Reagan 
that World War III started six hours ago. 
“Thanks Ed,’’ Reagan is shown replying. 

As for the perception that Meese is the man 
in charge and Reagan has delegated his 
authority, Meese said in an interview with 
United Press International: ‘‘I think the presi- 
dent and I have the same views — that's total 
fantasy on the part of the media. 

Meese said that no changes in the presi- 
dent’s or his modus operandi are con- 
templated as a result of the Libyan incident. 

“He thought it was funny,” Meese said, 
referring to the ruckus over his failure to 
awaken the president. 

Nevertheless, the episode was revealing in 
the amount of power Reagan delegates and his 
basic detachment from the day-to-day running 
of the presidency. 

Clearly, Reagan wants to focus on the big 
picture and to be in a position to make all of 
the ultimate decisions. But he does not want to 
be caug t up with details which he feels bogg- 
ed down some of his predecessors, particular- 
ly President Jimmy Carter. 








Polish lessons

WASHINGTON — Until very 
recently, stock-taking on Poland 
always seemed premature. The 
Russians might pounce at any 
time. 

But a danger zone was traversed 
when the Party Congress met in 
Warsaw last month, and the friend- 
ly meeting between Polish leaders 
and Leonid Brezhnev by the Black 
Sea 10 days ago signaled safe 
passage. So the time is ripe for fac- 
ing up to the lessons — the surpris- 
ing lessons that ruptured so many 
common assumptions — of the 
Polish experience. 


The vitality of resistance to 
Soviet domination is the principal 
lesson. Millions of individual Poles 
— occasionally acting entirely on 
their own, and usually without 
united leadership — have faced 
down the superior forces of a cen- 
tralized regime. Idiosyncratic 
elements — the Polish past for one 
thing; and the influence of the 
Roman Catholic Church, for 
another — no doubt counted for 
much. But many other countries 
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under the Soviet heel have historic 
traditions and religious unity. So 
the Polish model can be followed 
economic, cultural or national 
benefits, has ceased to move for- 
ward. It may not be politic to say 
so, but one of the distinct 
possibilities in the time ahead is 
the coming apart of the Soviet em- 
pire. 


Detente between East and West, 
accordingly, is not a one-way 
street. To be sure, when tensions 
ease, the Western countries are 
prone to relax. Moscow can keep 
up the pressure, and stand to make 
some gains. 


But the East also carries heavy 
burdens and big liabilities. The 
cracks in the Kremlin wall widen 
of their own accord when the inter- 
national pressures let up. The 
Polish resistance of the last year is 
unthinkable without the earlier 
period of growing trade, blossom- 
ing cultural exchange and rich per- 
sonal contact between Poland and 
the West. Thanks to the fissures in 
the Soviet system, detente can be 
made to work for the West. 


Defense also works. In Western 
Europe especially, many argue 
that maintaining armies and 
modernizing forces waste money. 
They believe that in a war, nuclear 
weapons would quickly come into 
play — obliterating everything, 





by other states, and even by 
submerged minorities inside 
Russia. 

Deep cracks, in other words, 
show in the Kremlin wall. Soviet 
communism, in the absence of any. 
and making a mockery of conven- 
tional military preparations. 

But the Polish army, though 
without nuclear arms and though 
far weaker than the force of 
Russia, has played a decisive role 
in the past year. The turning point 
last August came when the Polish 
military authorities, led by Gen. 
Wojciech Jaruzelski, refused to 
fire on the workers striking the 
Gdensk shipyards. In a later 
showdown, the moderate party 
leader, Stanislaw Kania, beat back 
hard-liners by making Gen. 
Jaruzelski prime minister. At all 
times the existence of a Polish 
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force prepared to fight weighed 
against Soviet intervention. In the 
hands of determined men, ar- 
tillery, tanks and machine guns 
became, as much as nuclear 
weapons, a deterrent. 

Soviet hesitation is the other side 
of that deterrent. The Russian 
leaders are hard men who have 
participated in monstrous doings. 
They have crushed countries, 
stamped out dissent and visited 
brutal punishment on innocent 
men, women and children. 

But they are not trigger-happy. 
They are not even especially prone 
to take risks, The notion that they 
would hazard nuclear holocaust on 
a strike at the U.S. seems par- 
ticularly farfetched, In Poland, 
after all, they held their fire 
despite the certain knowledge the 
West would not intervene.

Governor King’s huge, high- 
priced public relations army is 
making a career out of writing

Upon leaving the service, he 
started a small insurance 
business. 

Today, that ‘“‘small’’ insurance 
business is booming. The 
lucrative business is a long way 
from the days when he walked the 
streets with holes in his shoes and 
put newspapers between blankets 
to keep warm. 

The stocky Tennant is at times 
uneasy as he sits in a deep 
leatherback chair behind a state- 
ly desk cluttered with papers. At 
the forefront of the desk is a col- 
lection of crystal elephants - the 
symbol of the Republican party. 
Tennant began collecting 
elephant regalia as a “hobby” 
many years ago. In the upper left 
hand corner of the desk is a small 
wooden box. On the outside it 
reads - ‘‘The key to success.” 
When opened, the secret is reveal- 
ed - “HARD WORK.” The large 
office also contains a sofa and a 
portable television. 

“You get out of life what you 
put into it,’ says Tennant as he 
leans back in his chair. 

Many politicians shun 
ideological labels, but Tennant cl- 
ings to the the term conservative. 
He embraces Reaganomics and 
the laissez-faire philosphy that 
opposes the intervention of 
government in the “free enter- 
prise” economic system. 

“YT have never been’ unhappy 
about the label of being conser- 
vative,”’ he explains. ‘‘I have pro- 
ven to myself that if you are a con- 
servative person, work hard, do 
the right thing, and stay honest, 
you can be successful.”’ 

With the age of powerful conser- 
vatives in America, Tennant.is a 
man whose time has come. He 
distrusts the New Deal 
economics. Like Reagan, he 
believes government should get 
out of the way and let American 
business do the job of growth and 
improving our economy. 

“People are suddenly seeing 
the light as far as the liberal 
giveaway programs are concern- 
ed,” he asserts. ‘‘They are now 
turning around and saying this 
just cannot go on.”” 

“We were going down the: 
drain,’”’ Tennant says of the

.gorback to living realistically 
within our own means and 
bounds.” 

Tennant also carries the tradi- 
tional conservative banner of 
fiscal constraint and is weary of 
“liberal” prescriptions and ‘‘Big 
Government.” 

“The way I have tried to act at 
City,Hallis that the money I am 
spending up there is my money,” 
he says. “I am as careful with 
that money as I am would be with 
my own. The budget has to be set 
up within bounds to make the 
thing go right.” 

Tennant is not happy with the 
ptesent Board of Aldermen. 

“The board is anti-business,” 
he says, noting the recent defeat 
of a $38 million plan to revitalize 
Newton Corner by a Boston 
developer. ‘‘If we don’t stop what 
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we are doing, the business, the 
builders and the developers are 
going to walk out. We won’t have 
it.” 

Tennant is also skeptical of to- 
day’s political atmosphere. Like 
many conservatives, he longs for 
a simpler time. Tennant, a no- 
nonsense politican, is often the 
aldermen that moves an item for 
a vote. He dislikes the headline 
grabbing and theatrics of many 
aldermen. 

“I’m very sorry the old days 
aren’t around anymore,” he says.

Counseling service 
needs volunteers 


NEWTON — Family Counsel- 
ing Service in Newton, a United 
Way agency serving nine west 
suburban towns, is currently 
recruiting volunteer home 
visitors for the Parent-Child 
Home Program. 


The program uses a curriculum 
of carefully selected books and 
toys to foster a special kind of 
verbal and social-emotional in- 
teraction between very young 
children and their mothers. It is 
part of a national network of such 
programs based on the Verbal In- 
teraction Project in Freeport, 
N.Y., which has been chosen as 
an exemplary program by the 
U.S. Department of Education 
and the NEA on the basis of its 
highly successful research 
results. 


Home Program families, 
whether referred by social agen- 
cies or self-referred, must fall 
below certain income and educa- 
tion levels to be eligible. The 
ultimate goal of the Parent-Child 
Home Program is to enhance the 
educational potential of the 
children involved, as well as to 
promote good parent-child rela- 
tionships within the families. 


Home visitors bring books and 
toys to each family and ‘“‘model”’ 
their use as learning tools during 
weekly or twice-weekly half-hour 
visits. They need not have prior 
training or experience in a related 
field, although these are helpful. 


Four training seminars for all 
volunteers will be held at the 


Newton office of the agency on 
Sept. 23 and 25 and Oct. 1 and 2, 
from 9 a.m. until 12 noon. In addi- 
tion, home visitors receive group 
supervision for an hour and a half 
each week during the program 
year from staff social workers. 


The program year is 23 weeks 
long and runs from mid-October 
to early May, excluding school 
vacations. The average time com- 
mitment per home visitor with an 
average caseload of two families 
is four to six hours per week, in- 
cluding travel and supervision. 


Although many volunteers par- 
ticipate simply to feel useful or 
because they enjoy working with 
young children, an increasing 
number of home visitors are us- 
ing the experience for career ex- 
ploration or in order to stay in- 
volved in human services or 
education while raising their own 
families. Home visitors range in 
age from early twenties to early 
eighties, and include both single 
and married people. 


Family Counseling - Region 
West serves the towns of 
Brookline, Newton, Waltham, 
Wayland, Natick, Sherborn, Sud- 
bury, Weston and Wellesley, and, 
in addition to the Parent-Child 
Home Program, provides profes- 
sional service to families and in- 
dividuals with social or emotional 
problerns.

BOSTON — The extent to which 
heredity can influence an in- 
dividual’s susceptibility to cancer 
is the focus of a study currently 
underway at the Sidney Farber 
Cancer Institute in Boston. 

Lorraine J. Gudas, Ph.D., 
assistant professor in the division 
of cancer genetics, has received a 
$25,000 grant from the March of 
Dimes Birth Defects Foundation 
to pursue her research concerned 
with determining what role the 
genetic system plays in combat- 
ting cancer and other diseases. 

When mammalian cells are ex- 
posed to ultraviolet light, x-rays 
or certain chemicals which act as 
carcinogens, DNA - the carrier of 
genetic information - can be 
damaged or modified in a variety 
of ways. Normal cells are equip- 
ped with enzymes which can 
repair the damage, but persons 
lacking these enzymes, or those 
with a chromosome defect, may 
be at a higher risk of developing 
certain diseases. 

The diseases in question occur 
in approximately one-fourth of 
children where both parents

genes. Certain types of skin 
cancers caused by ultraviolet 
light exposure, for example, have 
been clearly associated with this 
breakdown of the DNA repair 
system. Xeroderma pigmen- 
tosum, a relatively rare disease 
characterized by extreme sun 
sensitivity and high incidence of 
skin cancers, occurs when certain 
enzymes known to repair the 
ultraviolet induced lesions in 
DNA are lacking. 

Dr. Gudas’ laboratory is at- 
tempting to identify the DNA 
repair enzymes and learn how 
they work by using mutant cell 
lines that are highly sensitive to 
agents such as ultraviolet light 
and x-rays.

“Ghosts” 


By Marvin Snider 


Do fe all see the same thing when we look at an object or share an 
event 

On the surface it would seem that we do. The fact is that we com- 
monly see things differently, and how we perceive a situation is af- 
fected by our past experiences, our interests and our needs. 

A person interested in tennis may see it as a game of skill and 
challenge in which two opposing players match their wits and skill 
to see which can prevail. Someone uninterested in this game may 
see it as a boring exercise in which two people bat a ball back and 
forth over a net until somebody makes a mistake. 


To a young person, a wedding ceremony may be a romantic 
prelude, followed by good food, music and dancing. To the parents of 
the bride and groom it may be both a happy and sad occasion. It 
may represent the child’s departure from the nest. It may also 
represent freedom from responsibility, a time to celebrate a happy 
occasion with family and friends, and having to face their own mar- 
riage. 

There are a great many things to be seen in one situation. In the 
flash of a second, we decide what merits our attention and what to 
ignore. A doctor sees many things in his examination of a patient. 
He quickly makes judgments about which things to be concerned 
and which things to ignore. 

To the doctor, the patient is highlighted by a series of statistics, 
measurements, and symptoms. If that doctor were to meet that 
same person at a cocktail party, the person would be seen in terms 
of his physical attractiveness and personality; the status of his 
health would be irrelevant. 

Past experience is an important factor in determining what we 
see. If a person grows up in an environment where there was a lot of 
criticism and little recognition, that person is likely to be very sen-

Jogging shoes race for quality 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Jogging shoes made 
by Adidas, New Balance, Nike and Brooks 
took the highest ratings in an annual magazine 
survey of running shoes released today. 

The worst rated included Fayva, Jordache, 
Sears and Pro Specs models. 

Running Times magazine, which has made 
the ratings for the past four years, said the 
overall quality of shoes on the U.S. market 
continues to rise — along with shoe prices. 

Ed Ayres, editor of the magazine, told a 
news conference, “It would be very difficult to 
find a good running shoe today for less than 
$30.” The best models, he said, often sell for 
$50 to $70. 

Shoes that go for $15 or less, he said, should 
be avoided by the serious runner because in- 
juries can result from their prolonged use. 


The magazine ranks shoes on the basis of 
motion control and shock absorption 
measured in treadmill tests where runners 
are wired to provide test takers with readings. 


The highest — or “gold shoe’’ — ratings in 
men’s jogging shoes went to the Adidas 
Marathon Trainer, the Adidas Oregon, the 
Adidas TRX Trainer, the New Balance 420, the 
New Balance 660, the New Balance 730, and 
the Nike Columbia.

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sitive to hearing and seeing criticism in later life, even when most 
other people hearing the same comments would be little affected by 
what they heard. 


People who have had significant deprivations of money, food, and 
recognition will be very sensitive to picking up clues in later ex- 
periences that are suggestive of these past difficult experiences. 
This {s done at the expense of paying little or no attention to what 
might be of interest to other people. 


The awareness that we don’t all see things in the same way can be 
very helpful in understanding relationships and how to keep them 
constructive. In my clinical experience I find that the major source 
of arguments is often not over an honest difference of opinion but 
over different perceptions of the same situation. Each person 
makes the assumption that what he saw is what the other person 
saw. 


A case in point is the husband and wife who were in an argument 


about one of them not being informed about some difficulty one of 
their children was having. The husband was furious at the way his 
wife was protecting the child by not telling him what happened. It 
turned out that his wife was trying to protect him from the day-to- 
day hassles because she felt he was already overburdened with 
work responsibilities. 


The ability to constructively resolve disagreements is enhanced 
when people take the time to understand from what point of view 
another person interprets the source of disagreement. The 
challenge we all face is to deal with the reality that confronts us and 
to minimize the degree to which we let biases from the past blur our 
perceptions of the present. Yesterday’s reality has a high risk of 
becoming today’s distortion.

WELLESLEY — Forty-five vin- 
tage prints by the 19th century 
Frefch photographer Charles 
Marville on loan from the Musee 
Carnavalet in Paris will be on 
view at the Wellesley College 
Museum Sept. 4 through Oct. 18. 


Charles Marville’s 
Photographs of Paris at the Time 
of the Second Empire shows 
photographs of the streets of 
Paris taken mostly between 1852 
and 1870 (some a few years later), 
prior to and during the vast urban 
reorganization undertaken by 
Baron Georges Haussmann, 
Prefect of the Seine for seventeen 
years during the Second Empire. 


This reorganization, which was 
ordered by Napoleon III to help 
maintain order and to move 
troops more easily through the ci- 
ty, was to drastically alter the ap- 


pearance of the French capital 
and shape it into the city it still 
largely is today. 

Marville’s pictures were com- 
missioned by the municipal 
authorities to document, through 
photography, the changing 
aspects of the city. The new 
medium had quickly caught on 
and was, by 1851, officially ac- 
cepted. 

Charles Marville, born in Paris 
on July 18, 1816 (died in 1878 or 
1879), was an illustrator, painter 
and engraver-turned- 
professional-photographer at age 
35. He brought to his methodical 
documentation of the architecture 
and urban landscape of the 
French capital, as well as to other 
French sites and landmarks, a 
level of artistry rarely equaled by 
his contemporaries. 

Due to their aesthetic quality, 


may believe Charles Marville’s 
photographs rank among the best 
works of art of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

What these pictures present to 
the modern viewer is a rare and 
poetical glimpse at the Paris of 
Balzac, Baudelaire, Victor Hugo 
and Dickens, a Paris which was 
lost forever in the wake of the in- 
dustrial age. 

The exhibition comprises forty- 
two original prints for Collodion 
glass negatives and three 
calotypes from paper negatives 
and is organized by the French In- 
stitue/Alliance Francaise in New 
York in collaboration with the 
Musee Carnavalet. Opening in 
New York, it was also shown at 
Yale University Art Gallery prior 
to coming to Wellesley, This first 
American one man show of Mar- 


ville’s work is sponsored by the 
American Society of the French 
Legion of Honor., 

A fully illustrated catalogue is 
available with introductory essay 
by Maria Morris Hambourg, a 
Wellesley alumnae and 19th cen- 
tury photograpy specialist.

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Drinan calls Reagan victory ‘fluke’ 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The Rev. Robert 
F, Drinan, a former congressman from 
Massachusetts, said Monday the con- 
servative shift to the right in the 1980 
elections was a fluke based on a desire 
of Americans to be ‘‘macho.”’ 

“It's a fluke, not a long-term shift to 
the right,” said Drinan, the new presi- 
dent of Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion. 

Drinan, first Roman Catholic priest

elected to Congress, vowed Monday the 
ADA will use a more militant strategy 
to fight the conservatism of the Reagan 
administration. 

“We're going to be more assertive 
than ever,” due to Reagan budget cuts, 
he said. 

“The president is wrong in transferr- 
ing $32 billion from the poor to the Pen- 
tagon,”’ Drinan said. 

“The liberal left agenda is now 
threatened as never before in our 
lifetime,” Drinan told a news con- 
ference. ‘We have never had a presi- 
dent who wanted to liquidate social pro- 
[Sis dating from the ‘30s, ‘40s and 

“The Republicans played on the 
American sense of powerlessness and 
on their desire to be No. 1, to be 
macho,” he said. 

The money to fund social programs 
exists, Drinan said. 

“We have infinite resources. We 
could pick up $30 billion of new taxes by 
closing exisiting loopholes — like the 
three-martini lunch.” 

Drinan did not seek re-election in 
1980. 

The Washington-based ADA saw 
membership swell to about 55,000 after 
aaa: Reagan was elected, Drinan 
said.

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Newton residents angry 
over MBTA cutbacks 


NEWTON — A group of elderly and 
handicapped residents are pressing the 
MBTA to restore a cut in service that 
has resulted in an additional three- 
quarter mile walk for local bus riders 
going to downtown Boston. f 

The commuters are demanding that 
the express buses, which leave Newton 
Corner, be redirected from the South 
Station terminal to the ,original 
Washington Street site in the heart of the 
downtown shopping center. 

MBTA officials implemented the cut- 
back last spring along with a fare in- 
crease. 

John Hughes, 69, is leading the fight to 
restore the service cutback which he 
stressed has posed a ‘‘burden”’ for many 
senior citizens. 

Hughes, a retired sales manager for 
U.S. Steel, has mounted a letter writing 
and petition campaign in an attempt to 
have the buses re-directed to the 
original site. 

With bad weather and heavy bundles, 
Hughes said many local residents are 
finding the additional walk ‘impossi- 
ble.” 

“Many of our neighbors go into Boston 
for shopping and they are not going 
anymore,” he said. “It's too much of a 
hike from South Station.” 

Hughes has sent letters protesting the 
cutback to a score of city and MBTA of- 
ficials, including Boston Mayor Kevin 


White’ and MBTA General Manager 
James O'Leary. 

In addition, Hughes has visited the 
Council of Aging in Watertown adn the 
Newtonville: Senior Drop-in Center to 
promote the campaign. 

MBTA spokesman Paul DiNatalie 
said O'Leary was considering the re- 
quest to restore the service. DiNatalle, 
who said the cut was implemented as a 
money-saving measure, did not have 
specific figures on the amount saved 
from the cutback. 

DiNatalie also noted that the MBTA 
received a commendation from the con- 
sumer advisory panel for the cut which 
he maintains has improved travel times 
and increased efficiency. 

State Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton) 
and State Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D- 
Newton, Waltham) have met with 
O'Leary to protest the cutback, 

Both legislators said it is critical that 
the service be restored especially for the 
winter. 

“In light of the fare increase, I think it 
is important that they (MBTA) improve 
‘service,’ DeNucci explained. 

“Making the move to South Station 
was a mistake,"’ Cohen said. 

Cohen, a leader in the movement for 
MBTA reforms, also contends that 
MBTA officials cannot document the 
savings from the cut of the downtown 
bus loop.

Young and old expected to lead way this fall

ATLANTA (UPI) — A 68-year- 
old coach and a 19-year-old 
sophomore are expected to hog 
the headlines in college football 
this fall. 


The coach is Paul “Bear” 
Bryant of Alabama who goes into 
this season needing only nine 
more victories (1.7 less than he 
averaged over the past decade) to 
become college football’s all-time 
leading winner. The sophomore is 
running back Herschel Walker of 
Georgia, leading candidate for 
this year’s Heisman Trophy. 


Bryant, entering his 37th 
season as a head college coach, 
has three targets this fall. The 
first, which could come as early 
as Oct. 17 when the Crimson Tide 
plays Tennessee in its seventh 


game of the season, is the 313 vic- 
tories held by all-time runnerup 
Glenn “Pop” Warner. 


When Alabama wins its eighth 
game, possibly against Rutgers 
on Oct. 24, Bryant will tie present 
leader Amos Alonzo Stagg at 314 
victories and the next week, while 
hosting Mississippi State, Bryant 
will be going for a record 315th 
triumph. 


Walker, a 220-pounder with 
Olympic speed, was All-America 
his first season after rushing for 
1,616 yards (despite missing most 
of two games because of an ankle 
sprain) to break Tony Dorsett’s 
NCAA freshman record. He was 
third behind two seniors in the 
Heisman balloting. 

A similar showing as a 
sophomore, while helping 
Georgia try to defend its national 
championship, should make

Carl Pockwinse is starting his 
first year as head coach of the 
Newton AA Lions, but he is no 
stranger to the players or the pro- 
gram.

September.’’ When asked if he 
was already signed to a committ- 
ment with the television network, 
Francis answered, ‘‘Yes.” 


An ABC spokesman at the game 
would not confirm Francis’ 
remarks, but did say that an an- 
Nouncement can be expected on 
the matter before the end of next 
week.

Celts, Blue Jays map

Let the games begin. 

In what seemed to be a dor- 
mant situation, the Danny Ainge 
story heated up on Tuesday when 
the Toronto Blue Jays challenged 
the NBA Champion Boston 
Celtics. However this contest 
won’t be settled on the parquet 
floor of Boston Garden. The only 
court this battle will see is of the 
legal variety. 

The Celtics answered a 
restraining order obtained 
against them by the Blue Jays by 
launching a countersuit against 
the American League club in the 
first public confrontation of the 
struggle for the rights to the third 


baseman and former college 
\basketball star. 

The Blue Jays struck first by 
obtaining a temporary restrain- 
ing order from a U.S. Federal 
District court, barring the Celtics 
from further attempts to sign 
their third basemen to a pro 
basketball contract. 

The injunction granted in U.S. 
District Court in New York 
prevents any further talks bet- 
ween Boston and Ainge until Sept. 
8 when another hearing is 
scheduled to consider an interim 
injunction. An interim injunction 
would stay in effect until the 
dispute is resolved in a full hear- 


The Celtic organization, which 
made Ainge a second-round draft 


pick this year on the gamble he 
would quit baseball, almost im- 
mediately filed a suit of their own 
challenging Toronto’s right to 
stop the continuing talks they in- 
itiated with Ainge in June. 

That action is not slated to 
reach the courts in Boston until 
Sept. 9. 

“Obviously what the Celtics 
are doing is simply exercising a 
defense mechanism,”’ said Toron- 
to President Peter Bavasi in an 
interview Tuesday night on 
Enterprise Radio. ‘“‘Red Auer- 
bach (Celtics president) is being 
cute. He figures the best defense 
is a good offense. 

“We brought suit against the 
Celtics, then they filed this. The 
reason should be obvious. It’s in 


the hands of our lawyers andI can 
make no other comment at this 
time.”’ 

In the midst of the legal squab- 
ble is Ainge, who has become in- 
creasingly hesitant about his 
commitment to baseball since 
signing an exclusive 3-year con- 
tract with the Blue Jays Sept 18, 
1980. 

A report in a Toronto 
newspaper published today 
quotes Ainge as saying that the 
Celtics have not been bothering 
his baseball, ‘‘but it’s hard to be 
effective if you’re not 100 percent 
committed.”’ 

Ainge, in his third season with 
Toronto, is batting .187 with 11 
RBIs. 

The deposition filed in New 
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slated to fill that role for the 
Tigers. 

In the backfield, the Tigers 
figure to have some good speed. 
Dalicandro proved what he could 
last season and Scott Lancilotti 
will also carry the ball. Otto 
Mariano is a deceptive back and 
he could be a big factor in the 
Tiger offense.

Ed Hernandez and Steve BNicker- 
son are a pair of tackles looking 
good in the early workouts.

Defensively, Dalicandro would 
like to platoon as much as possi- 
ble. ‘I'd like to get as many peo-

“Its good to have 
fresh players out there.” 

Jim Guzzetti and Kevin Dubois 
will be in the defensive backfield.

Dalicandro and Moschella give 
the Tigers a couple of experienced 
and talented linebackers.

The legal document filed by the 
Celtics contends the baseball con- 
tract ‘‘as it purports to prevent 
Ainge from playing basketball 


«is plainly invalid and unen- 
forceable and cannot lawfully be 
invoked to prevent Ainge from 
playing professional basketball.” 

The Celtics’ legal complaint 
also challenges a clause in 
Ainge’s baseball contract which 
allegedly prevents him from play- 
ing basketball for an unspecified 
period of time, even if he chooses 
to retire from baseball. 

The complaint goes on to state 
that after being drafted by the 
Celtics, Ainge notified Blue Jay 
Vice President Pat Gillick that he 
wanted to retire from baseball to 
join the Celtics. 

“Gillick told Ainge not to worry 
about it and that Toronto would 
release him from his agreement 
to play baseball,”

NEWTON — The Middlesex 
County Bar Association on Tues- 
day, Sept. 8, will meet in extraor- 
dinary session at the home of its 
president, John F. Zamparelli of 
Medford. 

This meeting marks the first 
time that this thousand-member 
bar organization, oldest and 
largest county bar group in 
Massachusetts gathers to con- 
duct its business in a private 
residence. 

Zamparelli who also serves 
Middlesex County as its Register 
of Deeds explained that the bar 
group is actively involved in 
many legal projects. Its directors 
are intent upon maintaining the 
momentum of its programs. The 
prior practice of foregoing a sum- 
mer session thus has been aban- 
doned. 

A record turnout is anticipated, 
according to Helen Mejan, 
association secretary, and Claire 
Buckley Dwyer, assistant ex- 


ecutive director. This ‘in 
camera” session at Zamparelli’s 
residence is the second departure 
from _ normal practice instituted 
by the Middlesex County Bar 
Association in recent nonths. In 
June the bar organization went to 
Framingham where its regular 
monthly mecting was conducted. 
This marked the first instance 
that the group held a meeting 
other than in Cambridge, 

This session in Framingham 
set in motion a plan to schedule 
every fourth bar group meeting in 
a Al area. The October 

eeting is tentatively s 
for Lowell. Meal 

The concept of conducting 
meetings outside of East Cam- 
bridge and the bar group’s head- 
quarters is to encourage atten- 
dance as well as to gain exposure 
for the association in every cor- 
ner of Middlesex County, a vast 
Beographical area with the 
largest concentration of pooula- 


tion of any county in the com- 
monwealth. 

Zamparelli and association ex- 
ecutive director William Highgas, 
Jr. report that membership in the 
Middlesex bar group has increas- 
ed appreciably in the past several 
months as activity within its 
ranks has expanded. 

Included in the agenda for the 
Sept. 8 meeting are reports of the 
Legal Workshop Committee; the 
Junior Workshop Committee; the 
Junior Bar Section; the Bar Ad- 
vocates, Inc. and the Legal Clinic 
and Lawyer Referral 8Service.

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Their best wedding gift would 
be end to controllers’ strike 


For the couple, who now split 
their time between Hyannis and 
Portland, the strike is beginning 
to dig into their savings. If the 
walkout continues for another two 
weeks — all formal indications 
from Washington indicate these 
people are no longer government 
employees — Catino and Birse 
will both start looking for sup- 
plemental income. 

“We would have liked to see it 
resolved sooner,” said Birse. 
“We're disappointed it has gone 
on this long.” 

Despite denials by Transporta- 
tion Secreatry Drew Lewis that 
there are no secret negotiations 
between the administration and 
PATCO, the couple ‘‘would like to 
think there are negotiations 
behind the scenes.” 

Last week, Lewis gave some in- 
dication that the administration's 
hard line was beginning to bend. 


He announced that the Federal 
Aviation Administration would 
reinstate any fired striker able to 
produce persuasive evidence of 
being coerced by PATCO into tak- 
ing part in the walkout. 

However, the offer meant little 
to Catino and Birse. ‘We didn’t go 
out on strike to be able to go back 
the way conditions are,” said 
Catino. 

The couple also condemned the 
administration for its press 
releases that have been contrived 
to ‘lull the public into a false 
sense of security.” 

“Regardless of what the ad- 
ministration says, the airspace is 
unsafe,’’ asserted Birse. 
“Although the odds are with you 
that you'll get wherever you're 
Going, one day sooner or later 
something disastrous will occur.” 

“I’m kind of surprised nothing 
disastrous has happened as yet,” 
he continued. 

They both believe that a ‘major 
collision” would bring the two 


sides back to the bargaining table 
and bring the strike to @ quick 
close. 

Since the strike began, there 
have been several ‘‘near miases” 
and attempts by Canadian Air 
Traffic Controllers to deny 
American planes access to Cana- 
dian airspace. 

According to Birse, the stance 
taken by Canadian controllers 
was because of an increased 
number of planes entering Cana- 
dian airspace without approval or 
the proper “handoff” between the 
two countries. 

Birse also said Canadian con- 
trollers were “advising each air- 
craft entering US airspace from 
Canada that US airspace was un- 
safe.” 

Concluded Catino: ‘People 
must think now that there must be 
obviously something wrong with 
the system if 11,000 of us are still 
out. Reagan has just taken a bad 
hoe and is just afraid to lose 
face.” 








A child star 
blossoms again

HOLLYWOOD (NEA) - You may be shocked 
to learn that Hayley Mills, the little darling of 
so many pictures, is now a fascinating 35- 
year-old with a couple of sons of her own, a few 
secrets in her past and a feeling that maybe 
she has let her career slide too badly. 

That last is being remedied — sort of. She is 
not pursuing the career slam-bang, but she is 
about to do some things. You will be seeing 
more of Hayley Mills in the immediate future 
than you did in the immediate past. 

In late fall or early winter on PBS, Hayley 
Mills will play in ‘‘The Flame Trees of 
Thicka,’’ a seven-part offering on Masterpiece 
Theater. That is based on a book by Elspeth 
Huxley, and concerns Miss Huxley’s youth in 
Kenya, which is where “The Flame Trees of 
Thicka’’ was filmed. 

“T haven’t been very aggressive as far as 
my career is concerned for the last five 
years,’’ Miss Mills says. “I had it very easy 


‘when I was young — there wasn’t much com- 
‘petition in those days. Not a lot of child actors 


around. 
“So I swum along rather happily into my 
20s, and then I found it difficult to do the right 


‘things as a woman. I didn’t quite know what to 
‘do, what kind of woman I was, what kind of 
‘things I ought to pursue. So my career became 


a bit diffused.” 

Now that her family life is reasonably settl- 

ed — she has been with Leigh Lawson for 
some years — she says, ‘‘I’ve got more time to 
think about my work and I’d like to work 
imore.”’ 
‘ But, of course, she faces the same dilemma 
that all women who act and have families 
face. Miss Mills has two sons — 8 and 5 — to 
consider. 

“There is that responsibility to your fami- 
ly,’’ she says, ‘‘which must come first. And 
then your responsibility to yourself to have a 
career. You're constantly juggling the two.” 


Looking back on her early life now, she feels 
that what suffered the most from her stardom 
was her education. 


“I never learned to do long division or any of 
those things,” she says. “I just hope to God 
that people give me the right change in the 
supermarket, because by the time I've worked 
it out, six other people have checked out and 
they have forgotten my transaction totally.” 


She says she dropped behind at school when 
she was young and so school became boring — 
“it’s boring to be at the bottom of the class and 
depressing to have to stay in and do more 
homework.”’ 


She remembers reading about how F. Scott 
Fitzgerald had planned a curriculum for col- 
umnist Sheilah Graham, with whom he spent 
his last years. Later, Miss Graham wrote 
about that curriculum, the list of books that 
Fitzgerald had suggested she read. He had 
ralled it ‘‘College of One.” 


“I tried to read those books on my own,” she 
says. “I was painfully aware of how 
uneducated I was. That really hung me up, 
sometimes, so that I became afraid to talk to 
people, for fear they would find out what an ig- 
norant person I was. 


“I used to go off on weekends, with those 
books. I’d go off by myself... down to Brighton 
hotels under an assumed name. Silly, you 
know — [had my initials on my suitcase. I had 
to make up names that matched the initials. 
Helen Mathews is one I remember. People 
would call ‘Miss Mathews,’ but I would have 
forgotten what my name was that week, and 
I'd ignore them.” 


She never did finish Fitzgerald’s College of 
One, but she has made up for lost time, and 
lost learning, by reading a great deal. 

Now she faces another problem — should 
she and Lawson let the two boys act? She says 
they both want to. 


“My eldest son,” she says, “is constantly 
dressing up and sticking scabs and boils all 
over his face and playing old men in school 
plays. And a few nights ago, when I was put- 
ting the little one to bed, he asked for his 
telephone. I gave him his toy phone and asked 
him who he was going to call. He said his 
agent.” 


So another generation of the Mills family is 
about to burst on the acting scene — maybe. 
Meanwhile, Hayley is coming back and that's 
enough good news for one day. (NEWSPAPER 
ENTERPRISE ASSN.)

Hard life for 
women miners 


SAINT CLAIRSVILLE, Ohio (UPI) — After 
waiting on tables, Linda Sabo has found coal 
mining a piece of cake — despite the pits, the 
rats and the pinches from co-workers. 

A veteran of more than three years at 
Saginaw Mines, Mrs. Sabo, 38, is now the only 
woman at that mine and one ofthefew women ‘* 
miners in Ohio. She hasn’t just adjusted tothe , 
grimy, back-bending work 4 % miles 
underground. She likes it.

There’s the sense of pioneering too. “It’s 
funny how people react,” she says. “I had to 
fill out some papers for a loan and the guy 
goes, ‘What do you do?’ I said, ‘I’m a coal 
miner,’ and he says, ‘No, not what your hus- 
band does. You!’” 


Mrs. Sabo met the man who became her 
third husband at the mine. She says meeting 
Hay Sabo was one of the fringe benefits of the 
job. 


‘I had to win him over,” she says. “The 
first time we met he told the boss, ‘Don’t ever 
put me with her again.’ 


“It was a Saturday and we were doing dead 
work, clean-up. It was my first time and the 
boss was overly protective. You have to lift 
these heavy bags of rock dust and throw it 
around, but he told me to just sit down and 
have some coffee. 


“I kept saying ‘Shouldn't I be doing 
something?’ and he said, ‘No, no.’ So, I'm sit- 
ting there combing my hair and he (Ray) is 
sweating his head off throwing dust around.” 


Mrs. Sabo remembers that Kay “was the 
only man who never cussed at me. He never 
mistreated me. If someone else pinched or 
slapped, he told them they were rude and 
ignorant.” 


Mrs. Sabo, the mother of six children, has 
gotten good at coping with rude behavior. She 
laughs about “dirty old coal miners” and 
shakes her head over the men who “‘turn off 
the lamps on their hats so you can't see who it 

‘ is: Then they run up behind and pinch you on 
the breast or the rear.” 


When a miner on a earlier shift hung a nude 
pinup in the shuttle car, Mrs. Sabo just pencil- 
ed in a dress, She nicknamed the miner who 
insisted on calling her ‘‘Puss,” “‘Boots."”” 


She mostly avoids going to the bathroom 
underground, however, where the ladies’ 
Toom consists of a curtain in an unused 
section. 


‘‘At first it bothered me, especially the 
language,”’ Mrs. Sabo says. ‘But you got to let 
it‘ pass. If you called a man out everytime 
something happened, the mine’d be down all 
the time. I laughed it off or stayed away.” 


She added, ‘‘You can understand it (the 
harassment). Coal mining is known.as a tough 
job, When a woman is doing it, that makes the 
men look less tough. 


‘It is tough. But women can do the work 

with all the automation they have. In the pick 

: and shovel days maybe not. But now they 

can.” One female co-worker, Mrs. Sabo says, 

' stayed in the mine until she was five months 
pregnant. 


“I've got muscles,” she says, rolling up a 
ALS sleeve. “‘At first I had to drag the 50-pound 
bags of rock dust, because I didn’t like to ask 
for help.

Trash Talk 


The mandatory newspaper recycling program has earned a profit 
of $8,055.25 during its first half year of operation. 

The net profit is calculated as follows: From January-June, 1981, 
1,378.42 tons were recycled. Newton was paid $15 for each ton, for a 
total of $20,676.30. Newton also saved $25,418.06 by not disposing of 
the newspaper as refuse. (It cost $18.44 in fiscal year 1981 to dispose 
of refuse. Payment of this disposal fee was avoided for the 1,378 tons 
of newspaper recycled.) The sum of these two figures, ($46,094.36, is 
subtracted from the collection costs of $38,039.11 (labor costs only 
are included in this figure). The net savings is $8,055.25. 

The newspaper recycling program has been profitable since it 
became mandatory this past January. The reason is simple — ton- 
nage recycled increased from 815 tons in January-June, 1980 to 1,378 
tons for January-June, 1981, an increase of almost 70 percent. With 
no additional collection costs, since no additional manpower was 
necessary to implement the program change, and with increased 
revenues as well as increased savings of avoided hauling fees, 
paper recycling has become profitable. 

To recycle your newspaper, simply place them in double brown 
grocery bags or securely bundle them and put them at your curbside 
3 to 4 feet either side of your refuse on your regular trash day.

Aiming for well-made clothes

NEW YORK (UPI) — Skilled 
sewing is a dying art in the 
manufacturing world and 
because it is, Rose Russo, an ex- 
pert needlecrafter, has pioneered 
a new profession in the fashion in- 
dustry. 

Mrs. Russo, director of Pellon 
Corp.'s Apparel Research Center 
in New York, is one of perhaps a 
half dozen ‘‘fashion 
technologists’’ and certainly one 
of the first and best known. 

The fashion technologist came 
into being, she said, because of 
changes in technology in garment 
making and the declining im- 
portance of the professional 
needlecrafts because large 
numbers of trained needle 
workers no longer come to the 
United States from Europe. 

“In the manufacturing world, 
sewing is a dying business,” Mrs. 
Russo said. ‘‘Today’s young peo- 
ple interested in fashion and gar- 
ment manufacture don’t want to 
end up as factory workers who sit 
and sew. They want to be suc- 
cessful business people or go to 
Paris and become famous 
designers.”’ 

Mrs. Russo has some strong 
feelings about standards in gar- 
ment making today. ‘‘Many 
garments are so badly made that 
it’s disgraceful,” she says flatly. 
“There is no construction and no 
quality.” 

While many manufacturers 
don’t like her assessment, they 
pay attention because she is ex- 
pert not only in design, but in pat- 
tern making and the techniques of 
garment construction — and in 
sewing. 

A large number of them are 
clients of Pellon, an affiliate of 
Carl Freudenburg Co. of 
Weinheim, Germany, which 
engages in research and makes 
some 400 products for the knitted 
and woven apparel industries 
around the world. 

The part of this product line 
Mrs. Russo is concerned with is 
fusible non-woven interfacing. 
It's a field of fascinating in- 
tricacy. Pellon alone makes 300 of 
these interfacings that are fused 
to strategic areas of garments to 
improve their shape and wearing 
qualities and make garment 
manufacturing easier. 

With the vast proliferation 
since World War II in the number 
of fabrics made from both syn- 
thetic and natural fibers, Mrs. 
Russo explains, it became im- 
perative to mate the right inter- 
facing material to each fabric and 
each design. If that isn’t done, the 
designers’ work can be wrecked 
and the manufacturer can end up 
with shoddy garments or big 
losses due to spoiled materials. 

Garments must have these in- 
terfacings in collars, sleeves, 
lapels, pockets, strategic seams, 
waistbands, shoulders and other 
areas. This reinforcement and 
shaping used to be done by hand 
by expert needlecraft workers. 
Now the interfacings are fused to 
the cloth components on 
machines. 

Pellon, a leader in this 
technology, operates 11 domestic 
and 10 foreign centers to serve 
fabric and garment makers and 
train their people. One center is 
located in Hong Kong, from where 
so many garments are imported 
into the United States. The 
research for new technology is 
done in Boston and inGermany. 

Mrs. Russo spends a lot of time 
traveling to the various Pellon af-

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — Catching fish has 
always been considered more fun than clean- 
ing them, but when you filet ‘em Jackpine 
Bob's way the cleaning is pretty simple. 

The filet way produces nice fish ‘‘steaks."” 
It’s faster than the old way of scaling a fish, it 
gets rid of most of the bones and it removes the 
skin that contains most of the ‘‘fishy” taste. 

Advice on this comes from Jackpine Bob 
Cary, who ran tongue-in-cheek for president 
on the Independent Fishermen's Party ticket 
last year and piled up several dozen votes, pro- 
mising to stop inflation of the price of 
fishworms. 

He’s an expert outdoorsman, managing 
editor of the weekly Ely Echo newspaper in 
northern Minnesota’s wilderness canoe coun- 
try and former outdoor. editor of the Chicago 
Daily News. 

Cary gives very simple instructions: 

“First thing to do is corner the fish. You 
need a fish. How you go about that is your 
business. 

“Next you need a knife with a sharp blade, 
preferably a flexible blade. It’s hard to clean a 
fish with a screwdriver.”

Then Cary gets down to business: 

“With the sharp knife, we do what we call 
filet, removing as much of the edible portion of 
the fish as possible while leaving the less 
desirable portions such as bone, skin, scales 
and intestines.” 

There are some devotees of the angling sport 
who say the head is the best part of the fish, 
and Cary says ‘‘those people reportedly have 
remote northern Scandinavian origins.” 

“Those of us with other background recoil at 
eating a fish that is looking back at us,” he 
says. 

Now Cary tells how to filet the fish — in 
chronological order: 

—"Take the sharp knife and make a cut 
behind the gills, down to the backbone. 

—"Now, insert the knife in the middle of the 
back by the dorsel fin, which is the stickery fin 
with the spikes that have now pierced the 
fingers of your left hand. Make a slice forward 
toward the head, parallel to the dorsel fin, as 
close to the backbone as possible and kind of 
bouncing over the rib cage. 

—"With the left hand hold this slice of skin 
and meat back, which reveals the rib cage. 

—"'Now cut back toward the tail, carefully 
slicing along the rib cage, separating the meat 
frorn the bones, and thence on down to the tail, 
but do not cut through the last skin connection 
with the tail. 

—"'Now, with the skin side down, meat side 
up, shove the filet knife between the skin and 
meat by the tail. Grasp the skin at the tail with 
the left hand and simply lift, while holding the 
knife down firmly at an angle against the skin 
with the right hand. Move the knife forward at 
an angle against the skin. This separates the 
filet or steak from the skin, which leaves a nice 
chunk of boneless fish steak. 

“Jf, in the process, you run into a whitish 
knuckle joint, somehow your knife has 
wandered off course and you are now fileting 
your right forefinger. 

“Go to the medicine cabinet, apply 
necessary bandaids and repeat the original 
steps over again — more carefully.” 

—Rinse off the filets in running water or a 
container of water and they're ready for the 
pan, or the oven. 

It’s simpler than it sounds. With some prac- 
tice, you simply go slice, slice, slice and the 
job is done. 

Cary says very few people scale fish any 
more, although some people will scale them 
and then filet them. 


He adds some miscellaneous bits of informa- 
tion about fishing in general. 

“Some of the guides in this area are taking 
an active interest in counteracting acid rain,” 
he says. ‘“‘They’re going to use Rolaids for 
bait.” 

Another angle, he says, is that an in-depth 
study shows “numerous instances where peo- 
ple who never go fishing have died of cancer, 
and we've concluded that not going fishing 
causes cancer. 

“So go fishing and be healthy. 

“Another little personal piece of news. My 
neighbor, Toivo, was out fishing the other day 
and caught the fish that always got away — 
and it wasn’t as big as we thought.”

The traditional 
American jury con- 
sisted of 12 people 
whose verdict had to 
be unanimous. No 
more. Since a 1972 
Supreme Court deci- 
sion, states have been 
free to accept verdicts 
cast by a quorum vote 
of, say, nine or 10 out 
of the 12. More than 
half the states now use 
quorum juries in at 
least some types of 
cases to speed up 
trials and cut costs. 

If you were the 
defendant in a trial, 
would it matter to you 
whether the jury's 
decision was 
unanimous? It should, 
if a new study using 28 
simulated juries is 
any guide. 

Sociologist Robert 
Foss, at West Virginia 
University, has found 
that the way the two 
kinds of juries 
deliberate is different 
enough to raise ques- 
tions about whether 
their verdicts are 
comparable. 

Foss’s simulated 
juries consisted of stu- 
dent volunteers. Half 
of the juries were told 
to reach a unanimous 
verdict, half a quorum 
verdict in which 10 
people concurred. 

The case they heard 
in a taped summary 
concerned a 
businessman who had 
been shot by a col- 
league; the jurors 
were to decide 
whether the shooting 
was deliberate or ac- 
cidental. To add a fur- 
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ther complication, 
Foss prepared more 
and less ambiguous 
versions of the 
evidence, and half the 
juries, of both kinds 
heard each version of 
the case. 

Every jury selected 
a foreman, who polled 
the members before 
starting and every 15 
minutes afterward. 
Foss declared a jury 
hung if it reported no 
change in the distribu- 
tion of its opinions 
over three votes or if, 
after twice being told 
to keep trying, it made 
a third request to, 
declare itself hung. 

All 14 juries 
‘operating under the 
quorum rule reached 
a verdict, but only 
eight of the unanimity- 
rule juries did. (Every 
jury that reached a 
decision found the 
defendant guilty.) 

Of the hung juries, 
five had heard the 
more ambiguous ver- 
sion of the case. The

students

NEWTON — The new clothes, 
with the price tags still attached, 
are strewn across the desktop 
along with the notebooks and the 
writing implements. 

Today, they breathe life. 

When school bells rang this 
morning, close to 12,000 Newton 
children (less 3,400 from five 
years ago), began putting pencil 
to paper for the first time this 
school year. 

And as post-Proposition 2% 
students, they will be forced to do 
with a little less than their older 
siblings had in school. 

As a result of the tax-cutting 
Measure and declining enroll- 
ment, Claflin Elementary school 
and Weeks Junior High have clos- 
ed their doors; Newton South 
becomes a four-year high school; 
and 52 teachers were dismissed 
from their classrooms.

NEWTON — If half of the students at Newton South High School feel 
as though they are lost it is because half of the student body is 
testing new ground. 

As part of the city’s school consolidation program, Newton South 
became a four-year school when homeroom bells sounded today. 
With the influx of ninth graders in addition to the new class of tenth 
grade students, 738 of the 1498 high schoolers were probably looking 
for classroom numbers beyond the first bell. ‘ 

Ninth and tenth grade students were scheduled to report at 8 a.m. 
today while eleventh and twelth graders will begin school on Friday. 

“There will obviously be an initial adjustment,”’ remarked Prin- 
cipal Van Seasholes. ‘‘But I have felt all along that the addition of 
ninth graders would be a positive thing.’’ 

Van Seasholes noted, however, that the school will be ‘“‘more 
crowded” than it has been in past years yet not quite as cramped as 
it was in the mid-sixties when the student population creeped over 
1,500. Last school year, Newton South housed 1,140 students. 

“The problem," said Seasholes, beginning his ninth year as prin- 
cipal, ‘‘is that many classrooms used previously for special rooms 
are going to be returned to classrooms.”’ 

Although Newton South did not lose any teachers because of Pro- 
position 2%, the tax cutting measure did slash the number of addi- 
tional teachers Seasholes expected to add to his staff.

Teenagers were allowed to stay on the site un- 
til 10 p.m. provided there was no car racing, 4 
favorite past time, or excessive noise. 

In turn, the city provided them with ade- 
quate lighting, rubbish barrels and signs. 
“The mayor kept his end of the bargain,” says 
Barron, who still communicates regularly 
with Mann. 





In addition, Barron was a member of the 
Newton Youth Commission and the Mayor's 
Committee on Drugs and Alcohol. 

But his interest in politics began even 
earlier. At the age of 13, Barron spent hours 
each afternoon and evening working on 
Richard M. Nixon’s presidential campaign in 
1968, At Nixon’s Boston headquarters on the 
corner of Tremont Street, Barron 
reraembers,'"’I did everything. I'd spend hours 
there,” His enthusiasm was noted by a high 
state official, who invited Barron to Logan Air- 
port to great Nixon when he arrived in town.''I 
thought it was the greatest thing!’ 

Years later, Barron was invited to spend 
some time with Nixon in his San Clemente 
home, talking for over an hour, mostly about 
foriegn policy. Barron considers that meeting 
one of the highlights of his career. 

“IT think he was a brilliant president in 
terms of foreign policy...he all but predicted 
Afghanistan . I was impressed that he knew 
what would happen in the Middle East.” 

At the time of their meeting, Barron was 
issues director for Governor John Connaley's 
presidential campaign, and Nixon gave Bar- 
ron some campaign advice as well. 

Barron had resigned for from his post at the 
Freedom of Information Office one year 
earlier, after his father became terminally ill. 
He returned to the family home in Waban. “I 
thought that was where I should be,’”’ Barron 
explains. For a year Barron worked for his 
fathers real estate business, until he received 
the call from Connally, asking Barron for his 
assistance in the campaign.

priorities in education is improv- 
ing ‘‘teacher morale”’ in the wake 
of layoffs and cutbacks. Marquis, 
who shrugged the concern off as a 
political play to the teacher’s 
union, countered: ‘‘Here is the 
difference between me and a 
politician. I am not after the 
teacher’s union vote...The first 
priority of the school system has 
got to be the children and not the 
teachers.” 

Marquis and White also took op- 
posing sides on Proposition 2%. 
Marquis was quick to point out 
that he supported the law which 
has forced budget cuts. 

Marquis said ‘‘administrative 
fat’”’ should be cut to help imple- 
ment the law, noting the Police 
and Department of Public Works 
budgets should be cut. ‘I have 
some serious problems about the 
staffing of the Police Depart- 
ment,’’ he said. 

Marquis, who has worked for a 
number of human service 
organizations, said he would im- 
plement zero based budgeting to 
implement Proposition 244. 

“I would fund the most impor- 
tant services first right on down 
the line,’’ he asserted. ‘‘What the 
present administration and politi- 
cians refuse to realize is that we 
can’t be everything to 
everybody.’’ Furthermore, he 
said ‘‘new and innovative’’ 
resources must be used in the 
future to maintain services. 

White, who led the fight to re- 
tain the city operated ambulance 
service, argued that Proposition 
2% is hurting the the city. He call- 
ed Marquis’ use of zero based 
budgeting to ease the impact of 
Proposition 2% ‘‘simplistic.’’ 
White, however, agreed that the 
Police and Public Works budgets 
could stand more cutting. 

The Ward 7 alderman-at-large 
and chairman of the aldermanic 
public safety committee, 
however, voiced support for put- 
ting more police officers on the 


off 


street. In fact, White criticized 
Mann for allowing a number of 
police positions to go unfilled. 

White, who claimed burglaries 
in the city have increased 45 per- 
cent since 1972, said he would im- 
plement an innovative new pro- 
gram called ‘Operation Ripoff” 
designed to prevent burglaries. 
White said the program would 
send officers to homes in the city 
to show residents safety 
measures that can be taken to 
prevent crime. 

Marquis countered by conten- 
ding that residents must accept 
more responisbility to reduce 
crime. Noting many residents 
witness a variety of “petty 
crimes,’’ he said: “‘Much of what 
goes on in our society is our own 
fault. It is something we can con- 
trol.’’ 

White repeatedly attacked 
Mann for delaying revaluation. 
He also emphasized that 
estimated tax bills will not be sent 
out until after the election and 
many resident’s bills will double. 


Marquis said that he would im- 
plement a program to help low- 
income and other needy residents 
finance the increased tax bills so 
they are not forced out of the city. 

In his closing statement, White 
asked voters to ‘‘compare ex- 
perience dealing with city issues” 
and ‘‘rhetoric versus substance.” 
Noting an increase in crime, traf- 
fic and development problems, he 
concluded: “Is this city really 
better off now and is Ted Mann 
really the guy you want to lead it 
for the next four years?” 

Marquis, terming himself a 
“builder and manager with 15- 
years experience in non-profit 
organizations,” closed the debate 

by demanding that both Mann and 
White follow his lead and disclose 
their personal finances. 

“It’s the right thing to do,” he 
said. ‘It is the ethical thing to 
do.”’ Marquis pointed out that all 
Newton state legislators must file 
public financial disclosure forms.

Watch those 
topheavy fees 


A good question to ask is whether the 
value of Proposition 2 % is being eroded 
too greatly by the alacrity with which both 
state and local government entities have 
been bolstering fees or thinking up new 
charges. 


The sewer use assignment as an added 
item on water bills, based on volume, has 
been introduced in many communities. 
This is only one of many grabs for dollars. 
Most of the cities and towns reviewed 
special fee schedules, then pushed ahead 
with increases. 


No sooner had the automobile excise 
been dropped to $25 per thousand than the 
state stepped in with a doubling of the 
charge for vanity plates. Municipalities 
had lost the excise revenue, not the state. 


, Then came the doubling of the auto 
sticker inspection fee, from $2 to $4, which 
will generate an estimated $5 million in 
new revenue for the state. Down the line on 
the Commonwealth’s broad service 
charges, the add-ons have been numerous, 
as well. 


Boston Mayor Kevin White has been 
especially zealous in running down addi- 
tional sources of income in the attempt to 
bail out his fiscally distressed domain. 
High on his priority list is a hiking of the 
hotel-motel room tax. It turned out that 
Kevin didn’t have an exclusive on the idea. 


It also showed upas part of the proposed 
financing for the new sports arena dream- 
ed up for the North Station site, replacing 
Boston Garden. But look what it entails! 
All hotels and motels within the Route 495 
periphery would furnish room levies to 
sustain the project. 


Such a boon for the Celtics, Bruins and 
radio-TV interests, bless their profit- 
making hearts, would be at the expense of 
those municipalities outside Boston which 
were giving some thought to taking a bite 
themselves. 


Petitions to do this very thing are in the 
legislative hopper, with grassroots back- 
ing, so the sports arena sponsors could be 
in for heavy going on that score. 


But let’s get back to the question 
postulated at the start. Value of 2 % isn’t 
being seriously subverted in the main 
because property taxes will come down 
and the brakes are being applied to spen- 
ding. But the original intent is being bent 
somewhat as officials reach into different 
pockets to offset the losses taken from the 
budget cutbacks. 


The practice of inventing new fees or 
boosting old ones could get out of hand. 
Amounts are small, yet the totals can be 
very large indeed. Where licenses, per- 
mits and minor services are involved, the 
costs have been of little concern. Making 
them topheavy is going to make a lot of 
people unhappy. This is a good time to get 
the matter out in the open. 


One final point. Tapping new revenue 
sources shouldn’t divert cities and towns 
from putting property valuation houses in 
order. For those not in compliance, this 
has to be the chief order of business before 
fiscal 1983.

Well now, that was a close one. The 1,267 
Members of the freshman class of Yale 
University have been warned against the 
Moral Majority by President A. Bartlett 
Giamatti. And what a speech it was: Dr. Jerry 
Falwell, head of the Moral Majority, is said to 
be quite a fulminator himself. He ought to go 
to Yale. To study under Bart Giamatti. Learn 
a thing or two about how one fulminates in the 
big league. 

What's going on? To be lectured against the 
perils of the Moral Majority on entering Yale 
is on the order of being lectured on the danger 
of bedbugs on entering a brothel. What is it 
that exercised Dr. Giamatti, a man of great 
urbanity who has some lovely and incisive 
things to say about many issues, as witness 
his forthcoming book of essays? 

Well, he says the Moral Majority are ‘‘ped- 
dlers of coercion” and that they have made ‘“‘a 
radical assault” on pluralism, civil rights and 
religious and political freedoms in the United 
States. How so? 

Because they are “‘angry at change, rigid in 
the application of chauvinistic slogans, ab- 
solutistic in morality.” Thus, ‘they threaten 
through political pressure or public denuncia- 
tion whoever dares to disagree with their 
authoritarian positions.” 

Moreover, ‘‘they presume to know what God 
alone knows, which is when human life 
begins.” 

Enough. 

1) On the latter point: How is it that the 
president of a distinguished and cosmopolitan 
university tells us that God alone knows when 
human life begins?

WASHINGTON — Recent headlines have 
been somewhat worrisome to those concerned 
with this country’s oil supplies. 

The downing by U.S. Navy pilots of the two 
Libyan fighters prompted some militant Arab 
states to call for a new oil boycott. Then the 
latest meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries broke up with 
the cartel in disarray. 

What all of this adds up to is the possibility 
— albeit not a major one — of another major 
disruption of crude oil exports to this country. 
As in 1974 and 1979, insufficient supplies would 
have to be apportioned among all potential 
buyers. 

The oil companies — not the federal govern- 
ment — would do that allocating under some 
little-noticed actions of the Reagan ad- 
ministration. Washington is turning over to 


God is not invited to teach a regular course at 
Yale, Mr. Giamatti is saying in effect that the 
search for the answer (‘When does life 
begin?”) should be abandoned — because no 
one can tell. Why not? If you grant the 
metaphorical extravagancies (Life Begins at 
Forty) you can indeed ask scientists to make 
sound judgments on when life begins. Or 
moralists. Or theologians. And in any case, 
the question is ultimately decided by civic ac- 
tion. But civic action is regularly informed by 
theological insights. 

Thus we had for many years a group known 
as Clergy and Laity Concerned. They used to 
be Concerned About Vietnam, but lately they 
are just Concerned. That concern regularly 
focuses on the sins of everyone who wants 
America to be strong militarily or wants to 
develop nuclear energy. These people are very 
big on denunciation, and it is interesting that 
Mr. Giamatti hasn’t gone after them. Is it 
really his position that people reading the Bi- 
ble are not free to enjoin its messages? Its 
messages as they read them? 

Mr. Giamatti said he had no quarrel with the 
values of the Moral Majority, defined in the 
paraphrase of The New York Times as ‘‘love 
of country, a regard for the sanctity of life, the 
importance of the family and high standards 
of personal conduct.” But ‘‘the point is,” said 
the president of Yale, ‘the rest of us hold to 
ideas of family, country, belief in God, in dif- 
ferent ways. The right to differ, and to see 
things differently, is our concern.” Well, so is 
it the concern of the Moral Majority, isn’t it? 
They are saying that certain values should 
govern Americans. Aren’t we free to 
disagree? And why should they not say so, 
believing such values to be true? 

So what on earth is exciting Dr. Giamatti? 

That the Moral Majority are ‘angry at 
change”? But anger was officially cultivated, 
by Yale among other institutions, quite recent- 
ly in the matter of such things as civil rights 
and the Vietnam War. ‘And God said to 
Jonah, ‘Doest thou well to be angry?’ And he 
said, ‘I do well to be angry, even unto death.’” 
Dr. Giamatti should lecture the kids against 
the dangers of gonorrhea and gnosticism, and 
let the Moral

Tim Wirth, D- 
Colo., Davis said this would probably mean 
that those who could afford gasoline would be 
able to continue buying it in the event of a 
shortage. The administration would not 
change its mind, Davis said, ‘even if gas 
reached $5 a gallon.” 


How your lawmaker voted on bills 


The House and Senate. When the House and 
Senate reconvene, they will face an agenda filled 
with hundreds of bills still pending. Of the 8600 
bills filed this year, most are still in various 
states of approval in either the House or Senate. 

This week, ‘‘Beacon Hill Roll Call’ records 
local senators’ and representatives’ votes on ten 
key bills which have already been approved in 
the House and/or Senate and are awaiting fur- 
ther action. Readers should take advantage of 
this opportunity to contact their local legislators 
and tell them how they feel on these pending 
matters. Many of these bills are expected to be 
up for further action shortly. 

“As Is” Cars: A measure allowing car dealers 
to sell vehicles costing $750 or less “‘as is” — 
without any guarantee — has received near final 
approval in the House 111-40, and in the Senate 
19-12, The measure needs only one final round of 
approval in each branch before it is sent to Gov. 
King for his signature. (A ‘‘Yes" vote is for the 
bill.) Rep. Salvatore Ciccarelli (D-Watertown) 
— Yes; Rep. David B. Cohen (D-Newton) — No; 
Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D-Newton, Waltham) — 
Yes; Rep. Susan Schur (D-Weston) — No; Rep. 
Royall Switzler (R-Weston) — Yes; Rep. Peter 
G. Trombley (D-Waltham) — Yes. Sen. Carol 
Amick (D-Waltham, Weston) — Yes; Sen. 
George Bachrach (I-Watertown) — No; Sen. 
Jack Backman (D-Newton) — The senator voted 
“Yes” as the present half of a paired vote. 

Primary Source: The House and Senate have 
passed conflicting versions of a bill requiring li- 
quor retail owners to purchase their products on- 
ly from the manufacturers or from 
Massachusetts wholesalers designated by the 
manufacturers. The House version, approved 76- 
70, increases the number of retail outlets an in- 
dividual can own from three to four, while the 
Senate bill, approved 20-17, increases the 
number from three to seven. A conference com- 
mittee is now attempting to work out a com- 


promise version to present to both branches. (A 
“Yes” vote is for the bill.) Ciccarelli — Yes;

Stockman 
faces fearful

JOLIET, Il. — Encountering anguish 
among Midwestern Republican faithful 
beyond all expectations, David Stockman 
after three days of barnstorming was denoun- 
cing high interest rates as “oppressive, 
predicting higher revenues from lower tax 
rates and promising a_ gold standard 
somewhere over the economic rainbow. 

“Sooner or later,” said the director of Office 
of Management and Budget (OMB) at private 
fund-raisers, the nation must return to gold 
convertibility for the dollar. 

Facing the fear of the faithful, Stockman 
responded in his old role as Reagan's revolu- 
tionary. Although he styles himself a practical 
politican not chained by visionary dogma, he 
met faltering faith at the Reagan grass roots 
with pure supply-side credo. 

Stockman’s frenetic tour (26 performances 
in four days) confronted anti-Reagan social 
activists, peace demonstrators, striking air 
traffic controllers and ERA enthusiasts chan- 
ting and picketing at nearly every stop. If such 
a demonstration could be launched at 
Mankato, Minn., a month before his budget 
cuts begin to bite, Stockman pondered what 
will take place later in big cities. 

But what jarred him more than pickets out- 
side were fat cats inside. Second only to 
Ronald Reagan as a Republican drawing card, 
Stockman generated a gold rush for tickets 
(ranging from $35 to $500) for fund-raising 
events on his tour. They paid to shake hands 
with the party’s newest glamor figure — and 
to complain: 

“1 think he’s got the right cure,” a home 
builder who had just paid $500 for a Stockman 
reception in South Bend, Ind., told us. ‘‘But I 
wonder if its going to kill us first.” 
Everywhere, party loyalists, fear in their 
eyes, told Stockman that retailers, farmers 
and small manufacturers simply cannot stand 
high interest rates much longer. 

Midway through the second day, Stockman 
inserte this disclaimer into his basic speech: 
“High interest rates won’t solve any pro- 
blem.”’ By the end of the third day at a dinner 
in Joliet, he said, “‘The Reagan revolution is 
being jeopardized by these oppressive interest 
rates.” 

But the only way to reduce them is reduced 
federal borrowing, which he guaranteed with 
the.new fiscal year starting Oct. 1. On his feet 
at a Springfield, Ill., luncheon, he coined a 
fiscal metaphor: ‘‘The Treasury has the 
sharpest elbows in the market.”’ When its bor-. 
rowing needs are reduced, he contended, 
money will be available for private credit and 
interest rates will go down. 


To reduce those needs, the Defense Depart- 





ment ‘‘will not be a sacred cow.”’ Applauding 


conservative Republicans were nearly as ada- 
mant about cutting military spending as they 
were terrified of high interest rates. 


Stockman spent nearly as much time defen- 
ding the Reagan tax cuts as promising further 
budget cuts, but he did not mention gold ex- 
cept when asked. His private answer: The 
1971 separation of gold and the dollar created 
“a flood of U.S. dollars ... eroding fundamen- 
tal confidence” in the economic system. 
“Sooner or later,’’ he said, ‘‘if you’re going to 
complete the cycle of re-establishing 
economic order, you’re going to have to get to 
that stage at some point at which we re- 
establish convertibility and put a permanent 
anchor on the system,”’ but that would be ‘‘the 
final stage at some point down the road”’ of re- 
establishing ‘‘sound fiscal policy.” 


He left those worried Midwestern 
Republicans feeling better but not wholly 
reassured. After Stockman promised in South 
Bend that the prime rate would drop to.8 or 9 
percent by the mid-1980s, a manufacturer told 
us: “That's a 2 percent drop a year. By that 
time, I’ll be ruined.” In truth, Stockman 
believes the progress will be swifter. If not, he 
knows the chanting pickets outside and the’ 
frightened Republicans inside on his

DeNucci discusses eligibility 
changes in welfare program 


BOSTON — Representative A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton-Waltham), 
House Chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs, 
recently met with William Hogan, 
Secretary of Human Services and 
Thomas Spirito, Commissioner of 
Public Welfare, to discuss the impact 
of the new federal public assistance 
legislation, particularly in terms of 
changes clients can expect as of Oct. 
1. 


DeNucci said, ‘‘Our first attention 
must be given to people whose lives 
will be affected by the changes, 
especially those who want to continue 
in employment.’ Secretary Hogan 
agreed, adding, ‘‘Because the ad- 
ministration is aware of the dramatic 
impact: of federally mandated: 
eligibility changes, we have decided 
to defer action on all optional provi- 


_ sions of the federal legislation.” 


As of Oct. 1, the state must imple- 
ment changes which will put approx- 
imately 12,000 people off the public 
assistance rolls, according to Rep. 
DeNucci. Among these changes are 
the elimination of benefits for any 
family whose gross earned income is 
above 150 percent of the standard 
need, a $75-per-month cap on work 
related expenses, a $160-per-month- 
per-child cap on child-care expenses 
which can be disregarded for the pur- 
pose of determining income, and 
elimination of benefits for the family 
of an individual on strike. 

“These changes, as I see them,” 
said DeNucci, ‘‘will impact substan- 
tially upon working recipients, whose 
only income after the new changes 
would be from low-paying or part- 
time jobs. Many of these people will 
be forced to leave their jobs cancell- 
ing out savings to the Com- 
monwealth.”” 


“It is important that the state take 
a supportive role and help those af- 
fected by the federal restrictions 
maintain employment despite the 
new eligibility restrictions,” he con- 
tinued. 


Rep. DeNucci and Secretary Hogan 
agreed that recipients will be notified 
regarding eligibility changes in spite 
of the fact that this, also, appears op- 
tional under federal law. 


DeNucci stated, ‘‘As House Chair- 
man of the Committee on Human Ser- 
vices and Elderly Affairs, I am work- 
ing to ease as much as possible the 
impact of impending welfare 
changes. We also must be very 


careful that those optional federal 


changes in eligibility or elimination of 
programs do not, in fact, end up 
costing the commonwealth more 
money if implemented.”

ut Bush and Anderson were right,” Frank 
said.

“Now that cutting taxes and spending has 
not worked as well as he thought, does he cut 
defense spending or not. It’s a tremendous 

problem especially with his right wing people 


whom he has to pacify from time to time. 

“Their fundamental problem is they don’t 
know what to do with the economy. The Kemp- 
Roth tax cutting measure has failed and they 
don’t know what to do about it.”” 

“Ronald Reagan came to power with an 
unusually well defined agenda of fundamental 
economic changes. He knew which direction 
the country wanted to go in. I think there was 
general support for tax cutting and budget 
trimming. He has put through those changes 
and they have greatly transformed the nature 
of our federal government. 

“He has established himself in the minds of 
the public as a forceful leader,’’ Frank said, 
“but he does not have, I think, anything to con- 
tinue to fuel that image.”’

Cohen criticizes U.S. budget cuts 


BOSTON — Criticizing the recent Federal 
budget cuts in the human services area as in- 
sensitive, Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton) call- 
ed for action to minimize the impact of those 
cuts on state run programs. 

Rep. Cohen termed the reductions harmful 
to the needy and elderly and costly to the Com- 
monwealth as well. Some Massachusetts 
federally financed human services programs 
will see a 25 percent budget reduction in fiscal 
1982. 

In commenting on the reduction, Cohen said, 
“Congress has enacted a law which will ac- 
tually increase the size of the state 
beauraucracy, liminate benefits to the 
neediest segments of the population, and 
create an insidious disincentive, discouraging 
welfare recipients from seeking or holding a 
paying job. 


“Presently, the federal government awards . 


a wide range of categorical grants directly to 


health care providers, and municipal and 
county governments,’’ Cohen stated. ‘‘The 
state has no role in awarding or monitoring 
these grants.” 

“Under the Reagan block grant proposal, 
Massachusetts, not the federal government, 
will be responsible for the administration of 
grant funds. These additional duties will re- 
quire the hiring of additional administrative 
personnel. The net effect of this change will be 
that more money will be spent on 
beauraucracy and less on direct services to 
those in need.” 

Cohen also said that, ‘‘the tightening in 
medicare eligibility and the reduction in the 
percentage of the federal reimbursement for 
state incurred medicare costs will result in 
segments of the population being denied 
medical care.” 

“There are responsible ways of controlling 
medicare costs, without jeopardizing the

Barron stresses that his father was the driv- 
ing force in his life.

15 CETA employees 
to lose jobs due to 
Newton office shutdown

NEWTON — An estimated 15 
Newton CETA employees will be 
out of a job when the city's CETA 
Office is closed effective Sept. 30. 

Director of Newton CETA 
Richard Moynihan predicted that 
15 staff members will be let go 
due to the shutdown of the Newton 
Office at 320 Needham St. 

The Newton CETA program is 
being consolidated with the Nor- 
wood CETA office. City officials 
said the consolidation was the 
result of the impact of drastic 
federal budget cuts on the CETA 
program. 

The consolidation was made 
after negotiations with state of- 
ficials following the cutbacks, ac- 
cording to city officials. All 
Newton CETA operations will be 
moved to the Norwood office after 
Sept. 30, Moynihan said. 

Moynihan said that a score of 46 
employees at the office have 
found new jobs. He noted that 
many employees will also be con- 
sidered for eight to ten positions 
that will open up at the Norwood 
office as a result of the consolida- 
tion. 

Director of Norwood CETA 
Anne Whooley, who will now coor- 
dinate CETA programs for the 26 
towns in the Newton - Norwood 
area, said the consolidation will 
not drastically affect services be- 
ing offered at the Newton office.

Whooley said CETA officials 
will open a new office in Newton. 
CETA officials are currently 
searching the city for office 
space. She said one intake worker 
and counselors will be assigned to 
the Newton office. 

“Most of the programs (in 
Newton) will be continued to be 
offered in some manner,” ex- 
plained Whooley. ‘I see a 
minimal amount of disruption for 
the people being served in 
Newton.” 

Whooley said applications for 
job training programs and other 
services will still be offered in the 
Newton-Waltham area. 

“T am very, very conscious that 
people in these programs don’t 
have the resources to travel,” she 
said. ‘‘We will bend over 
backwards to assure that ser- 
vices are provided in the local 
area.” 

Both Moynihan and Whooley 
estimated that CETA would serve 
half as many people next year 
because of the cutbacks initiated 
by the Reagan administration. 

“There won't be less services 
because of the consolidation,” 
said Moynihan. ‘There will be 
less services because of the size 
of the federal cuts.” 

Moynihan said almost all the 46- 
CETA staff members at the 
Newton office have been looking 
for new jobs, many successfully, 
in the last several months. The

amount of staff members at the 
Newton office was as high as 120 
in 1979. 


Moynihan pointed out that even 
{f the Newton-Norwood offices 
were not consolidated, he would 
have had to cut 50 percent of his 
staff because of federal cuts. 
Newton CETA received a 60 per- 
cent slash in funds for the next 
federal fiscal year (beginning 
Oct. 1), according to Moynihan. 


As a result of the cuts, 
Moynihan said a lot of local 
residents who could benefit from 
job training programs and other 
CETA programs will be out of 
luck. 

‘{nitially, we are going to see a 
lot of people for whom ithe ser- 
vices are not going to be readily 
available,” he said. 

Moynihan, who is negotiating a 
contract with the state, is ex- 
pected to stay on and finish the li- 
quidation of the Newton program. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who 
had warned repeatedly that he 
would withdraw as head of the 
CETA consortium because of a 
possible financial liability to the 
city, said the move was designed 
to “save money under federal 
edict.” 

“We will still be participating,” 
he explained. ‘‘We are going to be 
certain that the needs of our com- 
munity in terms of training and 
job placement will still be here.”

9 fewer school guards 


NEWTON — Despite the loss of 
nine school crossing gnards, 
police officials claim the safety of 
area school children will not be 
jeopardized. 

The guards, stationed at 83 
posts last year, will be supervis- 
ing 74 street crossings beginning 
today. 

Of the 11 posts vacated, four 
were eliminated due to the Claflin 
School closing; three will be 
covered by patrol officers; and 
the remaining four will be re- 
routed to new crossings. Two new 
stations were established at the 
corners of Walnut St. and Elm Rd. 
and Valentine and Fountain St. 
for those children re-assigned to 
the Cabot and Pierce Schools 
respectively. 

The city is also awaiting state 
approval for the installation of a 
crossing light at the Walnut St. 
and Elm Rd. crossing. 


“The reason we're eliminating 
these posts rather than others,"’ 
said Safety Officer Paul Golden, 
“was that they could be 
eliminated without jeopardizing 
children’s safety.” 

Crossing guards work between 
10 and 18 hours weekly, aiding 
children between the hours of 8:15 
and 8:45 a.m.; 11:30 and 12:30 
p.m.; between 3 and 3:30 p.m. on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
and between | and 2 p.m. on Tues- 
day and Thursday. 

“Basically all cuts were re- 
routed and made safer,’ con- 
tinued Golden who studied each 
school crossing in the city before 
recommending the specific cuts. 
The Newton Police, along with 
Mrs. Paul Guzzi of the PTA and 
Mayor Theodore Mann worked on 
the study. 

Lt. Charles Feeley added: ‘We 
were also able to eliminate these 


posts due to the inherent dangers 
that existed in view of children 
crossing often after the hours of 
protection.” 

Many of the students re- 
assigned from Claflin to the Cabot 
School will be forced to cross at 
Elm Rd. 

Crossing guards eliminated in- 
clude; Boylston and Woodwood 
Streets; Langley Rd. and Beacon 
St.; Elm and Webster Street; 
Cherry and Webster Streets; 
Comm. Ave. and Valentine St.; 
Valentine St. and Oak Cliff Rd.; 
Comm Ave. and Walnut St.; and 
Lowell Ave. and Claflin School. 

Police patrols will handle the 
crossings at Woodbine Terr. and 
Auburn St; Waverly Ave.; and 
Tremont St.; and Centre and 
Gibbs Streets. 

At each of the stations unaf- 
fected by the Claflin School clos- 
ing, children will be re-routed.

Mechem foresees good 
year for North students

NEWTON — The fresh green 
paint still smelled as the visitor 
strolled into Newton North High 
School past Bacon House and 
towards Adams. 


The lockers, blemished with 
graffiti the day before, appeared 
to gain new life behind the tem- 
porary face mask of a fresh coat 
of paint. The halls, clean and 
hollowed, beckoned for the 
onslaught of teenage students. 


While outside, Newton North 
athletes got their first taste of 
autumn, the red-bricked building 
remained an empty shell. 


This morning at 8:15 a.m., all 
that changed as approximately 
2,250 students, less 200 from a 
year ago, return for the 1981-1982 
school year, 


Last year, students did not 
report to homeroom until 11 a.m. 
but in an attempt to cutback on 
the “disruption” caused by a mid- 
day homeroom and the ‘‘slop- 
piness”’ that went along with it, 
administrators have rolled back 
the starting time for all students. 


As the first high schoolers of 
the post-Proposition 2% era, they 
will be faced with increased 


teacher-student ratios, class con- 
solidation and the elimination of 
some speciality courses. 

Yet, as indicated by Principal 
Richard Mechem last Tuesday 
afternoon, the school has fared 
well in the short-term despite the 
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mandatory budget cuts. However, 
he cautioned against the possible 
long-range effects of the tax- 
cutting measure passed last 
November by Massachusetts 
voters. 

The $37,763,033 FY 1982 school 
budget represented a reduction of 
$254,094 from last year's 
$38,017,127 figure. 

At Newton North, the budget cut 
translated into a reduction of 24 
classroom teachers leaving the 
high school with a classroom 
force of 130, according to Person- 
nel Director Helen Thomas. 

“With the slightly smaller size 
of our student body and a still 
very strong staff, I don’t see why 
we won't have a good year,” said 
an optimistic Mechem. 

Mechem, beginning his 22nd 
year as a Newton principal, said 
this year’s student body will be at 
its lowest figure since the the 
opening of Newton North in 1972. 

“I don’t think anyone (the 
students) is going to really suf- 
fer,’’ emphasized Mechem. 
“We've worked hard to keep the 
wide spread of courses and I feel 
we've done very well.” 

Mechem added that the reduc- 
tion in classroom teachers would 
enlarge classroom size, potential- 
ly hurting students who may need 
added help. 

“This way, if a student wants 
more attention he may not be able 
to get it,’’ said Mechem. “We're 
going to have more classes in the 
range of 26 to 29 students than 
we've had before in our major 
subjects.” 
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He also said some students 
may be deprived of taking 
specialty courses, such as music 
and art, which can only hold a 
limited number of students. 

Bacon House, one of formerly 
six administrative sub-units in 
the High School, will also be 
eliminated. 

“With declining enrollment, 
fewer teachers and the loss of one 
administrator, it made good 
sense to cut out a whole house,” 
said Mechem. 

When Newton North opened six 
houses operated with 500 students 
each. Now with just five houses, 
the numbers remain under 500 
pupils for each administrative 
unit. 

“What you can try to do is make 
certain adjustments,’’ said 
Mechem, cautioning against 
possible long-range effects of the 
mandatory school cutbacks. 
“People say there is fat and this 
is not necessarily true. So 
sometimes in these programs you 
can make adjustments in the 
short-term that really won't effect 
anybody.” 

“My real worry is long-term,” 
he continued. “If you have 
graduated from college today you 
may think twice before becoming 
a high school teacher.”"’ 

He also noted that temporary 
equipment needs will be solved by 
the transfer of equipment from 
vacated city schools but said 
“that not being able to have 
money for equipment over a long 
period of time would be a serious 
problem.”

WESTWOOD-— His friends call it ‘‘Ameer’s 
Project.” 

Ameer is Ameer Atallah who graduated 
from Westwood High two years ago. For near- 
ly seven months now Ameer has been in a 
coma. 


Before Ameer’s automobile accident, he 
tended to be on the quiet side, the type who 
prefered away-from-the-crowd activities. He 
liked going off to skateboard or skeet shoot, or 
to waterski where he skimmed along solo on 
the end of a tow rope. 


But above all he enjoyed most digging deep 
into his creative imagination to come up with 
ideas for the displays and showcases at the 
hobby and craft shop where he had worked 
since he was 14. 

When Christmas was over last year, Ameer 
was put in charge of improving the displays at 
Youlden’s Hobby Shop that had expanded 
along High St., not too far from the high 
school. His aim was to have everything *done 
this fall so that the exhibits for Christmas 1982 
would be bright and fascinating for the hun- 
dreds of children who come into the store. 

Ameer’s project had just gotten underway 
when, on the night of February 9, his car 
crashed in Norwood. Nine doctors worked for 
nine hours on the injured teenager. He has 
been unconscious ever since. 

But Ameer's project continues. 

Eighteen of his fellow workers at the craft 
shop, including owner Gordon Youlden, have 
just about completely redone the inside of the 
structure. They took their cue from the first 
glass-fronted displays that Ameer had finish- 
ed in the basement. One was filled with toy 
mice, complete with their own bowling alley. 
Ameer had put a background light in the 
display and built it just about three feet high 
so that the view was the right height for the 
hundreds of tots it attracted. He made similar 
displays with miniature wild animals, com- 
plete with mountains and ponds. 

“‘We have pooled our talents and developed 
new ones that we never knew we had in order 
to complete what became known to us as 
‘Ameer’s project’”’, said Youlden. 

Although Ameer has not been in the store for 
six months, he is very much on the minds of 
those that work there. And almost every day a 
visiting youngster sees Ameer’s work and 
nudges a companion with: ‘‘Hey look at this, a 
family of funny mice!”’ 

Ameer would like that. 





Gordon Youlden visits the lanky boy about 
three nights a week at the Brighton nursing 
home where Ameer has been a silent patient 
for months. Often some of Ameer’s co- 
workers will make the trip too. 


There is no tiptoe stillness in the room 
where Ameer is. His visitors talk to him con- 
tinuously, chatting about familiar subjects, 
asking questions, watching for a flicker of 
response. Some think they see improvement. 
Ameer turned 20 in July. Thirty friends show- 
ed up for the event in his room brightened with 
comical, giant get-well posters. 


“His eyes are open now,” one recent visitor 
said. ‘‘That’s progress, even if he doesn’t 
see.”’ 


Ameer still has one leg in traction. ‘‘That’s 
our barometer,” Youlden said. ‘It’s almost as 
if Ameer is sometimes answering a question 
or responding. He kicks his leg when I asked 
him if he’s ready to come back to work.” At 
other times there are flickers of facial move- 
ment, even a smile, from Ameer who is dress- 
ed in Bermuda shorts and a T-shirt during the 

lay. 


The entire wing on the floor where Ameer is 
a patient is filled: with about 20 other young 
people ranging from 16 to 24 years of age who 
are also in comas. One nurse has told a visitor 
that Ameer has, in her opinion, the best 
chance of awakening. On the same floor, down 
the hall, is another wing with patients who are 
recovering after coming out of comas. 


Some medical experts believe ‘sound 
therapy” will help most to cut through 
Ameer's coma. His mother visits daily te!ling 
him of her day’s bright and light happenings. 
Even Ameer’s pet bird and his cat were 
brought in for a visit in hopes of a response, A 
radio hums continuously in the background. 


Those that work at Youlden’s think they 
have detected Ameer’s increasing understan- 
ding of the human voice as they talk and kid 
and cajole. He neither speaks nor sees. But 
sometimes he seems to react to a word or a 
tone of voice. 

Recently they have come up with an idea 
which they think might help reach his con- 
sciousness. They are asking those who have 
enjoyed ‘‘Ameer’s Project’ at the store to let 
the boy know with a note or a get well card. His 
co-workers promise that every card will be 
read aloud to their friend and saved for the 
day ‘‘when he will be able to read it himself.” 

This too is ‘‘Ameer's project.” 


Forget butter and syrup: Try garnishing pancakes with fruit

Syrup (50 to 60 calories a tables- 
poon) and butter (100 calories a 
tablespoon) are the fattening, old- 
fashioned ways to top pancakes. 
The better choice is fresh fruit: 
sliced, chopped, crushed or 
pureed into a flavorful fresh 
“‘sauce.”" 


Right now, peaches and fresh 
berries are a good choice. Later in 
the year, hot cinnamon scented 
applesauce, crushed pineapple or 
purees of fruits from the freezer 
can serve as calorie-wise topp- 
ings for pancakes, waffles and 
French toast. 


Cottage cheese pancakes are 
particularly suitable for fruit top- 
pings, and they’re as easy to 
make as the ordinary kind. Here's 
how: 

YOGURT-COTTAGE CHEESE 
PANCAKES 

three-quarters cup low-fat plain 
or vanilla yogurt 

half-cup low-fat cottage cheese 

2 eggs 


three-quarters cup all-purpose 
flour 

half-teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

optional: pinch of grated 

lemon or orange peel. 

Combine yogurt, cottage cheese 
and eggs in blender or food pro- 
cessor. Cover and blend until 
completely smooth and the tex- 
ture of cream. 

Stir flour, baking soda and salt 
(and peel, if desired) together; 
add to the yogurt mixture. Blend 
only until mixed. 

Spray a griddle, large nonstick 
skillet, or electric frypan liberally 
with cooking spray. Heat until a 
drop of water dances on the sur- 
face. Pour the batter onto the hot 
surface in pancake rounds. When 
the pancake tops are bubbled, 
turn them and brown the other 
side. Serve hot with pureed 
peaches, crushed strawberries, 
applesauce (or ‘“‘light’’ syrup). 
Makes 10 pancakes, under 60 
calories each. 


PANCAKE SHORTCAKES — 
Allow Yogurt-Cottage Cheese 
Pancakes to cool, and reserve 
them for desserts. For each serv- 
ing, top the pancake with a half- 
cup sliced fresh strawberries or 
other fresh fruit (lightly sweeten- 
ed with honey, fructose or sugar 
substitute to taste). Top with a 
squiggle of light whipped cream 
or a blend of vanilla yogurt and 
light whipped cream folded 
together. Approximately 145 
calories per serving. 


Here’s one big pancake to fill 
with fresh fruit: 


GERMAN FRESH FRUIT 
PANCAKE 

1 cup all-purpose flour 

half-teaspoon baking powder 

pinch of salt 

1 cup skim milk 

5eggs 

4 or & ripe peaches, peeled and 
sliced 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

cinnamon 


You will need a nonstick skillet 
with a metal, non-plastic handle 
than can go into a hot oven. 

Stir flour, baking powder and 
salt together. Beat in milk. Beat 
in the eggs, 1 at atime. 

Spray the skillet liberally with 
cooking spray. Add the batter. 
Cook on top of the range over 
direct heat for 1 minute, then 
transfer the skillet to a preheated 
425-degree oven. Bake uncovered, 
20 to 25 minutes until puffed and 
golden. Remove from the oven. 
Fill with sliced peaches (or other 
fresh fruit) lightly sprinkled with 
brown sugar and cinnamon. 
Makes six servings, 210 calories 
each. 

WITHOUT A SKILLET — Usea 
nonstick pie pan. Preheat it in the 
oven while you make the batter. 
Spray the pie pan with cooking 
spray. Pour the batter into the 
heated pie pan and bake at 425 
degrees for 20 to 25 minutes.

1 large potato, peeled, in

across a page or down a column. 

Many conditions effect a child’s visual per- 
formance, such as strabismus, or eye turn, 
and amblyopia, or lazy eye. In many cases 
these conditions are readily apparent and can 
be detected during a routine screening. 

“They can cause breakdown in a child’s 
ability to direct and sustain visual attention in 
the classroom,” he explains. He adds that this 
fluctuation in visual performance over time 
may be the reason some children pass routine 
screenings yet complain about headaches, 
fading or blurring of print, or losing their 
place while reading. 

Impaired visual skills can often result in an 
apparent learning disability. This becomes a 
problem for the student, and can also be 
frustrating for the concerned parent. Laudon 
reminds parents that a vision screening is not 
a comprehensive evaluation. 

Short of a complete eye exam, the pediatric 
optometrist suggests a number of ways 
parents can help detect visual disorders. For 
children over seven years of age, be 
suspicious if they complain of headaches, 
blurred vision, or words running together.

Ex-hostages find 
return an ordeal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Readjustment to 
American society for many of the 52 hostages 
held captive in Iran for 444 days has been an 
ordeal of divorce, psychiatric care, stress and 
threats, it was reported today. 


Since they returned in January, four of the 
hostages have been divorced, two dependents 
have attempted suicide and many have suf- 
fered from ulcers, skin rashes and weight 
loss, the Washington Post reported. 


Katherine Keough, head of the Family 
Liaison Action Group and wife of former 
hostage William Keough (a Waltham native), 
told a presidential commission considering 
compensation for the hostages that another 
three couples are planning to split up, the Post 
said.

The presidential commission formed by 
President Carter and continued by President 
Reagan is expected to announce this month its 
recommendations on the government’s obliga- 
tions to hostage groups, possibly with com- 
prehensive legislation. 


Two former hostages have required ‘‘exten- 
sive neuropsychiatric care’ with lengthy! 
periods in institutions and more than a dozen 
others are receiving some psychiatric care, 
the commission was told. 

In addition, the commission was told many | 
former hostages suffer from high blood! 
pressure, skin rashes, migraine headaches, 
intestinal and colon disturbances and a 
number of cases of T-M syndrome, a stress 


disorder caused by constant grinding of teeth ~ 


or clenching of jaws, the Post said. 

Others have nightmares and flashbacks of 
their captivity. 

“The combined horror of the ‘experience 
haunts me still,” Army Warrant Officer 
Josephs M. Hall said. “I continue to have the 
feeling that imminent danger lurks nearby. I 
know how vulnerable I and my family-are and 
I await the next tragedy.” 

Malcolm K. Kalp, one of the first hostages to 
reveal he had been beaten, said he still suffers 
from “‘a constant ringing in my ears ... and 
have difficulty sleeping at night.”’ 

“Most do have some problems,”’ Keough 
said, ‘but they’re not insurmountable. They 
are just what you'd expect, simple life- 
adjustment problems. Most are coping. Sort of 
anormal muddling along.”’ 

One freed hostage came back with an urge 
to stock up on underwear because he had only 
one pair during his captivity. On his return, he 
required more dresser and closet space than 
his wife had alloted him for two dozen pair of

A year ago at this time Newton 
North coach Norm Walker was 
faced with a team that had just 
one player returning on offense 
and a group of inexperienced 
players to try and fill the holes 
with.

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Ainge battle is 
back in court 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The legal 
battle to determine whether 
Toronto infielder Danny Ainge 
stays in baseball or jumps to the 
Boston Celtics of the NBA 
resumes in U.S. District Court. 


The Blue Jays obtained a 
restraining order Aug. 25 which 
Prevented the Celtics from 
negotiating with the former 
Brigham Young All-American 
guard, A hearing is scheduled for 
4 p.m. on Toronto's litigation. 

The Celtics, in a suit of their 
own filed the same day, maintain 
a clause in Ainge’s contract which 
prohibits him from playing 
basketball even if he retires from 
baseball effectively prevents 
Ainge from joining the world 
champions. A hearing on the 
Celtics’ suit is scheduled for 
today in U.S. District Court in 
Boston. 


The Celtics, who drafted Ainge 
in the second round of the June 9 
NBA draft, are convinced Ainge 
wants to retire from baseball. 
Last week, published reports said 
Ainge was given verbal 
assurances by the Blue Jays he 
could make the switch and that he 
was willing to pay back his 
$300,000 bonus. Toronto officials 
heatedly deny such assurances 
were given and have vowed to 
make Ainge live up to his contrac- 
tural commitments with the club. 


If Ainge wins, the language will 
be removed from his contract. 
Standard clauses prohibiting ac- 
tive players from participating in 
another professional sport will re- 
main, but he could get around that 
by placing himself on a voluntary 
retired list. Ainge has said he 
would repay the bonus.

Images

The image we present to other people is an important 
part of how we communicate. 


In business, there are clear standards regarding pro- 
per dress. For the adolescent, it may be important to 
have a unique look, especially one that sets him apart 
from his family. For some women and men, it is impor- 
tant that they look ‘‘right”’ and that their clothes have the 
“right” labels. 


For others, it is being in the “right’’ neighborhood, 
belonging to the ‘right’ organizations and sending their 
children to the ‘‘right”’ schools. 


Why is image so important? 


Communication, the way people convey information to 
one another, is the means by which relationships are 
managed and work accomplished. The first impression 
is conveyed by appearance. 


If you walked into your doctor’s or dentist's office and 
found him and his office unkempt, you would probably 
feel uneasy. His appearance and that of his office con- 
veyed an impression about what to expect without a 
word being said. It may or may not be correct. Never- 
theless, that brief impression can determine whether 
you pursue the relationship further. 


The same is true of how people seek out relationships 
at a party. If a person’s appearance appeals to you, you 
want to meet him or her. If he seems unattractive, your 
attentions will go elsewhere. 


People who are uncertain about themselves or who are 
particularly interested in gaining approval of other peo- 
ple or feel part of a group may pay particular attention to 
their appearance. This occurs frequently with 
adolescents, who put a high priority on dressing alike 
and different from parental expectations. 


This is part of normal development which serves two 
purposes: It helps a child move out into the world and 
gain acceptance and experience in dealing with peers.

uncommon to hear a person say, “‘I feel like a different 
person when I dress up. It makes me feel good.” For 
some adults, the mid-life crisis is expressed by main- 
taining a youthful image in dress, speech and behavior. 


The communication of an image is not limited to 
physical appearance. It can also apply to ways of walk- 
ing and talking. It also has to do with being or doing the 
‘4n” thing, be it smoking marijuana, drinking alcohol or 
idolizing a musical group. 


We all need to feel loved, appreciated, and to belong to 
someone or something. Appearance and behavior are 
ways in which this gets expressed. 


With maturity, the ways and priorities in which this 
may be accomplished are broadened and enlarged. 
While an adult may be concerned about appearance, 
priority and emphasis may shift to quality of character 
and accouting more to one’s self than to what others 
think. 


An important ingredient to achieving success in rela- 
tionships and in the work world is to be aware of the kind 
of image that is needed and to learn how to convey the 
deed impression within the framework of your own 
values. 


Some people think concern with image is superficial 
and to be frowned upon. We need to distinguish between 
concern with image, its presentation and the values 
which underly it. 


Having a good sense of your own identity is important 
for good mental health. How you communicate that to the 
rest of the world is a separate question. Effective com- 
munication of who we are and how we want to be seen is 
a key ingredient to social and vocational success.

NONANTUM — As a 
a cool autumn chill 
hung in the morning 
air, more than 250 
friends, relatives and 
neighbors paid 
homage to Paul 
(Pompeo) Leone 
Thursday morning at 
Our Lady’s Help of 
Christians Church in 
Newton. 

The 56-year-old 
Leone, who was 
buried at Newton 
Cemetery, died last 
Monday in a mid-day 
landslide of earth and 
stone at the Porter 
Square MBTA con- 
struction site. The sta- 
tion is one of several 
stops on the $43 
million Red Line ex- 
tension project. 

Leone, along with 
two other men who 
escaped harm, had 
been installing tow an- 
chor shortings into the 
rock face when the 
supports gave way, 
sending a cascade of 
earth, sand and rock 
onto the Nonantum 
man. 

After 70 minutes of 
feverish digging by 
close to 30 people, in- 
cluding Leone’s 
brother, Bob, the 
Newton man was pull- 
ed from the debris. He 
was pronounced dead 
on arrival at Cam- 
bridge City Hospital 
just after 2 p.m. 

Taking passage 
from John’s Gospel, 
Assistant Pastor 
Robert Fichtner told 
the mourners that 
Leone's life had taken 
a different form than 


what he had known 
prior to the accident. 

“We come here this 
morning all with 
various ties to Paul 
Leone and his family. 
We come here with a 
sense of loss and grief 
which is human 
nature and is good,” 
said Fichtner. “But 
because we believe to 
God we have hope and 
faith that death is not 
the end but a new 
beginning for a better 
life.” 

Fichtner, who did 
not know Leone per- 
sonally, called his 
sudden death 
“tragic,” 

Leone, born in San 
Donato, Italy 
emigrated to the 
United States 15 years 
ago. He is survived by 
his wife, Fiorita, two 
daughters, Pas- 
qualina Leone and 
Carmine Colomba 
Denino, and two 
grandchildren. 

“I am the resurrec- 
tion and in life he who 
believes in me though 
he die shall live and 
every one who lives 
and believes in me 
shall never die,” read 
Fichtner. 


“It is the uncertain- 
ty -of life,” that I 
wanted to stress and 
“how quick it can all 
be over,’’ said 
Fichtner. 


The cave-in at the 
subway tunnel ex- 
cavation site is cur- 
rently under in- 
vestigation by three 
state agencies.

NEWTON — The purpose of next 
Tuesday’s mayoral preliminary. 
election is to see which challenger 
will win the right to battle Mayor 
Theodore Mann in the Nov. 3 elec- 

tion. 

Most observers believe Mann, a 
three-term mayor with more than 
20 years political experience, is a 
shoo-in for one of two spots on the 
November ballot. 

For the other spot - a contest 
between Alderman Mark White 
and Waban businessman Bruce 
Marquis - is up in the air. One 
aspirant will be eliminated on 
Tuesday. 

Mann, traditionally strong on 
the south side of the city, should 
continue to maintain his base of 
support. White could show strong 
support in the middle wards and 
should give Mann a tough show- 
ing in Ward 7 where he is an 
alderman-at-large. Marquis is ex- 
pected to fare well on the north 
side of the city -where both he and 
his wife Lucy were raised - and 
ward 5 where he now resides. 

Mann defeated Peter Harr- 
ington in the 1977 November elec- 
tion by more than 3,000 votes as 
25,176 residents turned out at the 
polls. Election Commissioner 


Alan Licarie estimates the voter 
turnout for next week’s 
preliminary election to be about 
12,000 or about 25 perecnt of the 
registered electorate. 

It is the experience possessed 
by Mann, however, that White, 31, 
and Marquis, 37, have attacked 
throughout the campaign. Mar- 
quis, who has never held political 
office, feels so strongly about the 
issue that he has made it a cor- 
nerstone of his campaign claim- 
ing, “Ten years of one ad- 
ministration is enough.’’ 

White, a vocal alderman and an 
outspoken critic of the Mann ad- 
minitration during his eight-year 
tenure, admits Mann’s longevity 
makes the mayor vulnerable, but 
has attacked the incumbent on 
more substantive issues. 

By virtue of his position on the 
board, White, a Boston attorney, 
claims he is better qualified than 
Mann to work with the city’s 
legislative branch. He has also at- 
tacked the mayor for ‘‘not keep- 
ing up with the times,” and failing 
in “planning, management and 
courage.” 

“We need leadership, innova- 
tion and initiative,” says White. 
“We need someone who will come 
out and fight on the issues and not 
care about political concerns.”” 


Chaos seen in 
Hyde closing

NEWTON — If Hyde Elemen- 
tary were closed next year, 10 of 
the 17 elementary schools in 
Newton, in addition to Hyde, 
would need to be redistricted by 
1987-88, the School Committee 


learned this week. 


This information, part of a 
report presented at the first 
meeting of the school year by 
Director of Research and Plann- 
ing, Dr. Vincent Silluzio, was re- 
quested by the committee follow- 
ing the April fire which caused ex- 
tensive damage to one of the three 
Hyde school buildings. 

An emergency plan prepared by 
the school’s principal, Arthur 
Laughland, allowed the. ‘‘Hyde 
family to stay under one roof’ in 
the remaining two buildings and 
finish out the school year. 

Silluzio’s study on the future of 
Hyde looks at three alternatives 
for the school: to close the school, 
to reduce the size of the Hyde 
district to a point where the ex- 
isting buildings could accomodate 
the remaining students, or to 
renovate the damaged building or 
build a small addition so the Hyde 
district would in tact. 

Noting that both the May 1979 
and November 1980 school con- 
solidation reports said it was not 
feasible to close Hyde School now 
or in the future, Silluzio told the 
committee that in a Hyde closing, 
twice as many receiver schools 
would be required than in 
previous consolidations. In the 


past, two receiver schools has 
been the maximum required. 

Silluzio added that long range 
projections show that over- 
crowding beginning in 1987-88 
would make redistricting of 
receiver schools necessary as 
well. Silluzio’s report uses 
Bowen, Countryside, Mason-Rice 
and Zervas as receiver schools in 
a Hyde closing. 

By 1996, the peak of the next 
period of expected enrollment in- 
crease, these schools would range 
from a low of 102-116 percent of 
capacity to a high of 118-132 per- 
cent of capacity, according to 
Silluzio, and average class sizes 
would range from 25-32 students. 

The redistricting necessary 
creates a flow of students from 
school to school which is com- 
plicated at the very least. 

By 1987-88, Silluzio said it would 
be necessary to redistrict approx- 
imately 12 percent of the Bowen 
district to Ward, approximately 
30 percent of the Countryside 
district to Oak Hill, 20 percent of 
Mason-Rice to Ward, 20 percent of 
Ward to Underwood, 20 percent of 
Underwood to Lincoln-Eliot, 14 
percent of Zervas to Angier, and 
13 percent of Angier to Williams. 

Based upon previous criteria in 
school consolidation, including 
emphasis on a minimum of 
disruption, Silluzio said it would 
“not be feasible to close Hyde in 
1982-83 or at any time in the 
foreseeable future.” 

A second alternative, reducing

He has also 
called for a government that is 
“more open with the electorate”’ 
and has disclosed his personal 
finances to prove the point.

attack his opponents publicly, in- 
stead resting on the laurels of his 
administration. He notes that his 
record is well documented in the 
economic vitality enjoyed by the 
city, an expanded tax base, and 
the neighborhood revitalizations 
that have taken place during the 
past 10 years. 

“The voters,’ notes Mann, 
“will decide if the business of the

city has been handled properly.” 
White, however, has claimed that 
the city, because of its large tax 
base and high tax collection ratio, 
could have enjoyed the same 
vitality without Mann at the helm. 

When queried about the accusa- 
tions of his administration grow- 
ing stale, Mann asks rhetorically, 
“Since when is experience a detri- 
ment?” 

It will not be on Tuesday. Mann, 
by virtue of his long-standing 
public record, has the visibility 
neither uf his two opponents en- 
joys. While White and Marquis 
have pressed the flesh, Mann has 
not been forced to the streets and 
has directed much of his cam- 
paign by meeting the daily needs 
of the city. 

At the forefront of the campaign 
has been the issue of revaluation, 
mandated by Proposition 24, and 
delayed by the current ad- 
ministration since 1976. Other 
issues include crime, spiraling 
county and MBTA costs, plann- 
ing, and the direction of the school 
system in the wake of fiscal con- 
straints, 

Both White and Marquis have

Newton man 
dies in fire

NEWTON — A_ 30-year-old 
Newton man died Monday morn- 
ing after being pulled from his 
flaming car in the parking lot of 
Capuccino’s Restaurant on 
Beacon Street at Four Corners. 

Jon Myers, of 5 Walnut Hill Rd., 
was pronounced dead at Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital in Boston 
about 6:30 a.m. Myers, a 
restaurant manager in Water- 
town, suffered extensive burns. 

Newton Police detectives are 
investigating the death. The Suf- 
folk County Medical Examiner's 
office would not disclose the 
cause of death. A hospital official, 
however, said Myers died of a 
heart attack. 

Myer's 1981 Monte Carlo caught 
fire in the parking lot at 1114 
Beacon St., approximately 75 feet 
from the entrance to the 
restaurant, early Monday morn- 
ing. Fire officials said the blaze 
started under the hood in the 
engine compartment when 
gasoline fumes ignited. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly said 
the key was in the ignition and the 
car was idling when the fire 
began. Reilly speculated that 
Myers, who was found on the 
passenger’s side of the car, was 
asleep. 

“He was probably asleep and 
never woke up,’’ Reilly said. He 
maintained that the fire was not 
“of suspicious origin.” 

“We are not looking at anything 
‘suspicious, but we have to check 
everything out,’’ he said. 


Firefighters, who. were 
unaware that a person was in the 
vehicle, arrived on the scene at 
about 2 a.m. after receiving a call 
from a customer leaving the 
Italian restaurant. 

A crowd of about 25 people wat- 
ched as firefighters battled the 
smoke filled inferno with flames 
climbing up to 10 feet in the air. 


It was only after the blaze was ~- 


extinguished that firefighters 
found Myers. Firefighters Bruce 
Proia, Francis Coffey, and Tony 
Lochiatto pulled the disfigured 
Myers from the car. 

“We extinguished the fire and 
went into the car,” said Proia. 
“We couldn’t see anything in 
there and we dragged him 
(Myers) out...No one knew 
anyone was in there.” 


Proia, an EMT, revived Myers 
when he was pulled from the car. 
Myers, who had no pulse, began 
breathing again after Proia per- 
formed cardio pulmonary 
recuscitation (CPR). 


Myers was brought to Newton 
Wellesley Hospital and later 
transferred to Brigham and 
Women’s. 


In the Capuccino’s parking lot 
Monday afternoon, a headlight, 
an antenna and other pieces of the 
car that was demoilished remain- 
ed on the black charred pavement 
as a reminder of the car fire. 


Walter Tennant, who attended 
high school and college with 
Myers, remembered him as a 
“hard working, good kid.’”

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Only school race 
for Ward 1 seat

NEWTON — Although in the 
past the School Committee has 
been the focus of hotly-contested 
races for a stake in governing the 
Newton schools, remarkably little 
interest has been shown this time 
around. 

Despite the challenge of Pro- 
position 2 1/2 and difficult issues 
such as declining, enrollment, 
local political observers see the 
loss of fiscal autonomy by the 
schools with the passage of 2 1/2 
as one reason for the lack of in- 
terest in School Committee races 
this year. 

With the preliminary coming up 
Sept. 22, only the Ward 1 and 
Ward 2 races are being contested 
although this is deceptive since 
School Committee members are 
actually elected at large. 

Incumbents Nancy Mann 
(Ward 3), Susan Silbey (Ward 4), 
Ann Berwick (Ward 6) and Robert 
Ricles (Ward 8) will all be re- 
elected without opposition. Non- 
incumbents Marcia Mitchell of 
Ward 5 and James Mnookin of 
Ward 7 are also unchallenged. 

Mitchell and Mnookin are filling 
seats vacated by Honora Kaplan 
and Sandra Fleishman, respec- 
tively. 

Candidates for the Ward 1 seat, 
vacated by Howard Spergel ‘in 
June following his decision to 
move to Northampton, Mass., are 
Jonathan Brant, of 33 Maple 
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Lane, David Wilbourn, of 6 Surrey 
Rd., and Leonard Gentile, of 20 
Emerald St. , 

In Ward 2, incumbent Katherine 
Jones, of 1087 Commonwealth 
Ave., is being challenged by 
perennial candidate Kenneth 
Hartford, of 30 Clarendon St. 

Jonathan Brant, a Ward 1 resi- 
dent for 8 years, is currently a 
practicing attorney and associate 
professor of law at New England 
School of Law and lecturer at 
Tufts Medical School. 

A magna cum laude graduate of 
Brandeis University and a 
graduate of Harvard Law School, 
Brant served from 1975 to 1980 as 
an assistant attorney general 
under Attorney General Francis 
X. Bellotti, where he handled ma- 
jor cases involving education, 
special education, and children’s 
rights, including the Chad Green 
case. 

Brant has been awarded the 
Twentieth Century Award by the 
Massachusetts Bar Association 
and is treasurer of the Newton 
Toddler Program. He also serves 
on the Ward 1 Democratic Com- 
mittee. 

Brant and his wife, Renee, have 
two children. 

David Wilbourn, 47, who has liv- 
ed in Newton for 12 years, is also 
a candidate for Ward 1. 

Wilbourn, a native of Pro- 
vidence, Ji.I., graduated with 
honors from MIT. He served as a 
company commander in the U.S. 
Army and was president of a 
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small chemical fir-n in New York 
before returning to MIT as a 
Sloan Fellow in 1969-1970. 

Since 1970, Wilbourn has been 
chairman of the board of Keltron 
Corp., an électronics manufactur- 
ing company in Waltham. 

Along with his wife, Joyce, 
Wilbourn has served as co- 
president of the Cabot PTA this 
past year and on the executive 
board since 1977. 

The Wilbourns have two 
children. 

Leonard Gentile, a Newton 
native, is also seeking the Ward 1 
seat. 

A graduate of Newton North in 
1970 and the University of Maine, 
where he earned his teaching cer- 
tificate in social studies, Gentile 
has taught in the Newton schools 
for three years at both the junior 
and senior high levels. During 
this period, he served as an assis- 
tant coach in both varsity basket- 
ball at Newton South and baseball 
at Newton North. 

In addition, he has worked as a 
teacher of social studies, 
psychology and sociology at the 
secondary school level in the 
Maine public schools. 

Currently employed as an ad- 
ministrative aide to house chair- 
man of Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci, Gentile is the son of Mr.

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Mayoral candidates 
spar in League debate

NEWTON — Under attack from 
Ald. Mark White and 
businessman Bruce Marquis, 
Mayor Theodore Mann defended 
his administration's record in a 
debate that attracted approx- 
imately 500 residents Saturday 
night. 

With the preliminary election 
less than two weeks away, the 
three candidates squared off in 

\front of an SRO crowd for the se- 
cond time in a week. 

The candidates hammered 
away at the dominant themes 
they have stressed for the last 
three months. 

Mann said his administration 
has brought the city through the 
“troublesome times” of Proposi- 
tion 2% without a loss of critical 
services. He called the tax cutting 
measure “the ultimate test of 
whether we had a management 
team.” 

He stressed that Newton is the 
only city in the state with a Triple 
A bond rating. Mann contends 
that the rating, used by investors, 
is an indication of the administra- 
tion’s effective financial leader- 
ship. 

White, an aldermen for the last 
eight years, chipped away at 
Mann’s record throughout the 90- 
minute debate. He rapped Mann 
hard for his lack of planning, 
management and leadership. 

White particularly blasted 
Mann for his lack of leadership on 
MBTA service for the city and his 
handling of revaluation. He noted 
that the administration abstained 
on the confirmation vote of 
former Chairman Barry Locke 
who faces bribery charges. 

Marquis, who has promoted 
himself as a ‘‘citizen that will br- 
ing a fresh creative approach to 
government,” said the the city 
needs a ‘manager, not a¢politi- 
cian.” 

The 37-year-old Waban resident 
explained: “The need is for a 
manager who is accustomed to 
squeezing every last ounce of ser- 
vice out of a dollar bill and so- 
meone who is accustomed and ex- 
pert in providing efficient and ef- 
fective services for people.” Mar- 
quis cited his 15-years manage- 
ment experience with human ser- 
vice and handicap organizations 
as evidence of his leadership 
ability. 

The candidates each gave short 


opening and closing statements , 
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and were questioned by Newton 
Graphic Editor Cynthia Black, 
WNTN riewswoman Colleen 
Hughes and League of Women 
Voter’s representative Marcia 
Francis. In addition, the can- 
didates answered questions from 
residents. 

Mann, who has been mayor for 
10 years, called on residents to 
carefully consider his record. 
“The record of my executive 
leadership is well documented,"” 
he told residents. ‘“‘You should 
look at achievements; not pro- 
mises...I have a record to run on. 
That record is open to public 
scrutiny.” 

“Since I’ve been mayor nearly 
$200 million in new construction 
has taken place,” he explained. 
“There is neighborhood 
revitalization taking place all 
aver the city. There is a con- 
fidence in our school administra- 
tion despite declining enroll- 
ment.’ 

Mann said his handpicked 
“highly qualified managment 
team” has helped bring signifi- 
cant improvements to ‘quality of 
life’ in city. He cited the in- 
novative re-use of closed school 
buildings as part of the innovative 
management steps the city: has 
taken to provide housing and 
broaden the tax base. 

White countered that the Emer- 
son School, closed four years ago, 
still remains vacant. White also 
attacked Mann for cutting police 
officers and over the city’s crime 
rate. 

Holding up a 1972 Mann re- 
election leaflet, White, chairman 
of the aldermanic Public Safety 
Committee, said burglaries and 
housebreaks have increased 45 
percent since 1972. 

“For every 1000 people in 
Newton, 51 were a victim of a 
crime,’’ White said. “‘Something 
has got to be done and cutting the 
size of the police force by 41 peo- 
ple in last five years is not the 
way to deal with this kind of crime 
rate.” 


Mann countered that while the 
national crime rate has soared to 
122 percent over last 10 years, 
Newton’s crime rate has gone 
down 10 percent. White promised 
to help reduce the crime rate. 


“IT don’t want to mislead 
anybody here,” Mann said in his 
closing statement. ‘‘We had more 
crime than we should have even 
though we are under financial

disadvantage. We must do 
more.” 

In his closing statement, White 
said Mann was not responsible 
for the city’s high credit rating. 
He claimed the rating was due to 
property values and the tax col- 
lection ratio. 

Marquis, who filed a financial 
disclosure form at the beginning 
of the campaign, once again call- 
ed on Mann and White to disclose 
their personal finances. 

"I am willing to be open and 
candid about my _ personal 
finances,’’ Marquis stressed. 
“Why haven't my opponents?‘ 
Neither Mann or White responded 
to the criticism. 

Marquis also reiterated his 
commitment to implement zero- 
based budgeting - giving priority 
to most needed services - and to 
improved services for 
underachievers in the school 
system. 

White said he would provide a 
standard percentage of the 
municipal budget to the school 
system. . 

“T would come up With a fixed 
percentage of money to the 
schools. The School Committee 
and the administration would 
distribute it as they see fit.’’ He 
criticized Marquis’ ‘“‘back to 
basics” approach, maintaining 
that the system should continue to 
provide specialized programs. 

Mann said the school system 
has continued to provide “high 
quality” education despite the ef- 
fect of Proposition 2%. 

Mann, who sponsored a recent 
bill that allows the Middlesex 
County Advisory Board to cut the 
county budget, promised to fight 
for abolition of county govern- 
ment. In addition, Mann said he 
would work for a fair local 
distribution formula and efficient 
MBTA service.

Chief wants detectors 


in all public 


NEWTON — Fire Chief Edward 
B. Reilly, Jr. will continue to push 
for smoke detectors in all of 
Newton's Public Buildings. 

Presently, as school renova- 
tions are made, smoke detectors 
have been installed. Most of the 
other schools are protected with 
heat detectors, which when they 
were installed over 25 years ago 
were the best on the market. Now 
the technology in recent years, 
have made the smoke detectors 
much more sensitive than earlier 
detectors. 

Approximately 75-80 percent of 
Newton’s homes are presently 
equipped with smoke detectors. 
In the past 15 years Newton has 
had 24 fire fatalities in homes, 
and none of these homes were 
equipped with smoke detectors. 
In the homes that were protected 
by smoke detectors occupants 
have been alerted while they were 
asleep and unaware that a fire 
was in progress. Other times peo-

ple were not at home and 
neighbors heard the alarm and 
reported the fire to the fire 
department. Smoke detection 
gives early warning of hostile 
fires, thus reducing property loss 
and possibly saving lives. 

The national figures just releas- 
ed back up what Chief Reilly has 
been stating. The death rate from 
fires in this country is on the 
decline. Approximately 75-80 per- 
cent of this nation’s fire deaths 
occur in residential properties. 
During the era before general use 
of smoke detectors (1975) for 20 
years we averaged 12,000 fatality 
rate per year from fire. The Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association 
estimates 7,780 lives were lost by 
fire in 1979, with 6,505 lives lost in 
1980. This is a 16 percent reduc- 
tion in life loss in a year, but more 
significantly it is about 50 percent 
reduction of life loss from the 
years before the general use of 
smoke detectors.

Save the Registry 


Even granting the justification a lot of 
us have for being frustrated at a visit to 
one of the Registry of Motor Vehicles of- 
fices, the thought of abolishing the agency 
doesn’t strike us as wise. City-town 
takeovers aren’t a practical alternative 
under Proposition 2 %. ' 

Registry branches are busy places, par- 
ticularly in the metropolitan region. The 
system breeds complications. Frequent 
congestion means long lines. Impatient 
clients talk about aloofness, bewail red 
tape, even charge incivility, which may 
account for the unfriendliness that has 
developed. 

It showed up in the Senate-spawned 
budget proposal to wipe the department 
out. A conference committee agreement 
spared the bureau, but there was a cut- 
back in funds which has resulted in the 
closing of several offices throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Doubling of the vanity plate charge and 
the attempt to impose the disputed boost 
from $2 to $4 on inspections hasn’t helped 
the cause, even though these were dictated 
by administration dollar chasers. Also, a 
State House insider tells us, able ad- 
ministrator Richard McLaughlin, the 
registrar, has riled a few of the 
lawmakers. 

For whatever reason, the cudgel on 
abolition has been taken up by four House 
members. They have launched an in- 
itiative petition with intent to go to the 
ballot if the General Court doesn’t concur. 
It is their belief communities can do the 
job better and for less. 

We disagree. A state-operated, cen- 
tralized computer system and regional of- 
fices can’t be effectively replaced by 351 
individual units. To suggest it borders on 
the nonsensical. 
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Pressure oil cartel 


It isn’t enough that our country has 
scored a historic victory over the OPEC 
cartel, arresting dependency on foreign oil 
which had held us hostage during a crisis 
begun in 1973 and 1974. 

For the U.S., 1981 was a a year conserva- 
tion paid off. So great has the glut become 
on the world market that the exporters 
have been forced to cut prices. Badly rattl- 
ed, the Middle East suppliers have had dif- 
ficulty reaching a consensus on new price 
levels or strategy for future dealings with 
customers. 

Our troubles are far from over, un- 
fortunately. No sharp drop in retail 
gasoline prices has yet arrived. The best 
that can be said is they have leveled off, a 
stagnation apparent over the past two 
months. Moreover, we'll be sending $80 
billion or more overseas in the present 
year to pay for what we continue to need. 

The trick now is to keep the advantage 
gained through alternative fuel use, 
smaller cars, insulation and production ef- 
ficiency. That can be done only by main- 
taining pressures on the Arabs and other 
oil-producing nations. 

Imported oil accounted for 20 percent of 
American energy needs going into the 
1980’s. With continued conservation and a 
greater domestic output from new wells, 
the Petroleum Institute is saying we can 
cut that to 10 percent by 1990. 

This is the way to go. Gasoline price cuts 
could swing the inflation pendulum the 
other way.

Slamming 
the backdoor 
on new taxes

BOSTON (UPI) — ‘'Taxes”’ is always an ugly 
label — much harsher sounding than similar 
words, such as ‘‘fees”’ and “lotteries.” 

But despite different public perceptions, the 
goal of all three is often the same — to get money 
from the public to run government. 

Fees and lotteries are sometimes called 
“backdoor taxes,” implying they are more likely 
to be ushered in by lawmakers who do not want 
the public to take notice. 

But even the backdoor can find itself in the 
spotlight. Last week, for example, state plans to 
raise certain fees, especially those for auto in- 
spections, and expand the state lottery system 
to include video-type electronic games of chance 
captured the headlines. 

Adverse public reaction forced the State Lot- 
tery Commission to abandon plans to add elec- 
tronic slot machines to its revenue raising 
arsenal. 

Word that a pilot program had been proposed 
for selected bars and night clubs in Boston trig- 
gered the public outcry, which led to a 
unanimous commission vote to abandon its 
plans. 

The other revenue-raising proposal that ran 
into trouble was the doubling of the $2 semi- 
annual car inspection fee to $4, with $1.25 to go to 
the state and the rest to automobile service sta- 
tions which conduct the tests. 

Suffolk Superior Court Judge Hiller B. Zobel 
threw the inspection story back onto the front 
page when he ruled Wednesday and again, Fri- 
day, that the administration had not followed 
proper procedures in establishing the increased

fees. 

Zobel said officials had failed to document the 
state’s need for increased revenue. Under the $2 
per inspection system all revenue went to the 
service stations to help cover the cost of the 
tests. 

The station owners, however, contend that 
neither the $2 nor the $2.75 they receive under the 
new system pays them adequately for the in- 
spections. 

Zobel, in his 5-page ruling Friday, said if the 
fee increases covered just the costs of the in- 
spection program, and perhaps a little bit more, 
they ‘‘would be unobjectionable.”” 

The administration of Gov. Edward J. King 
had argued that fiscal 1982 budget cuts of $1.8 
million and the layoffs of at least 175 state 
employees constituted a fiscal emergency that 
triggered the need for $1.25 of the $4 auto inspec- 
tion fee to go the state’s coffers. The rest — or 
$2.75 — was to go to the private service stations 


which conduct the tests and give out inspection 
stickers. 

But in his ruling, Zobel noted the state would 
garner $5 million in additional revenue during 
the six-week Sept. 1-Oct. 15 fall inspection 
period. 

“For almost 60 years, it has been settled law 
in Massachusetts that a fee like this one cannot 
serve as a Substitute for taxation,’’ Zobel wrote 
in his ruling Friday. 

“Imposition of taxes for revenue is the sole 
prerogrative of the General Court 
(Legislature),”’ he said. 

Zobel’s ruling threw into question about 200 fee 
hikes, many of them announced by the King ad- 
ministration without prior legislative approval. 
The stage thus was set again for further battles 
over the state’s budgetary and administrative 
policies.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Voters with long 
memories may recall that one of the most fre- 
quently asked (but never fully answered) ques- 
tions posed to the candidates in the 1980 
presidential campaign went something like this: 

How can Republican presidential nominee 
Ronald Reagan, if elected, fulfill his incessantly 
repeated pledge to simultaneously cut taxes, in- 
crease military spending and balance the 
federal budget? 

As the first anniversary of his election to the 
White House approaches, President Reagan and 
his senior policy advisers finally are providing 
some answers: 

— They convinced Congress to slash drastical- 
ly both personal and business taxes only a few 
months ago — but now they’re talking about 
possible increases in tobacco, alcohol and other 
taxes to offset the revenue shortfall they 
created. 

— They insisted for months that the defense 
budget not only would be immune to federal 
Spending reductions but would enjoy a 7 percent 
increase — but now they're forced to substan- 
tially scale down that increase. 

— They repeatedly promised a balanced 
federal budget by 1984 — but now they're back- 
ing away from that commitment, haplessly ex- 
plaining that their expectations for economic 
growth during the next few years were ex- 
cessively optimistic. 

In other words, all three components of the 
president's principal campaign pledge — lower 
taxes, higher military spending and a balanced 
budget — now are endangered. 

What went wrong? First, Reagan relied upon 
economic assumptions so hopelessly unrealistic 
that his program was virtually doomed to col- 
lapse upon its first confrontation with the real 


world, where conditions never match any presi- 
dent's expectations. 

Second, the president paid a very high price 
for his month-long August vacation in terms of 
losing the initiative and momentum he had cap- 
tured during his first six months in office. 

That phenomenon involves intangibles such as 
expectations and perceptions — but those 
elements are inordinately important in the 
murky world of politics where reality often is 
subordinated to imagery. 

Finally, in an exquisite display of bad timing, 
the president allowed the initial reports of 
backpedaling on all of his fiscal commitments to 
surface at a time when he was basking in the 
California sun, unavailable to apply the personal 
charm and political savvy that were so crucial to 
his successes in earlier months. 

Reagan could well regain the initiative he has 
temporarily lost, but he faces a tough struggle 
against a formidable array of ideological op- 
ponents who have been searching in vain ever 
since his inauguration for the opportunity to ef- 
fectively thwart the president and his programs. 

While the outcome of that battle for control of 
the voters’ hearts and minds remains very much 
in doubt, it’s probably safe to assume that the 
president's protracted honeymoon finally has 
come to an end. 

The acerbity of the rhetoric critical of the 
president already is rapidly climbing to un- 
precedented levels. In the October issue of 
Harper's magazine, for example, contributing 
editor Walter Karp argues: 

“I truly hope it is now obvious to everyone that 
Reagan’s program for cutting inflation and en- 
ding economic stagnation is not an economic 
program at all. It is merely a pretext for carry- 
ing out certain fundamental political goals that 
the American people would never accept on their 
own ruthless terms.”’ 

Indeed, while the president was on vacation, 
the Agriculture Department revealed how it 
plans to implement the Reagan-promoted reduc- 
tion in federal funds used to subsidize lunches 
served to low- and middle-income school 
children,

A matter

WASHINGTON (UPI) — While President 
Reagan is still getting high marks from the 
public and his tax and budget cuts are popular, 
there are storm clouds gathering over the GOP 
that could halt the dramatic Republican com- 
eback drive. 


After returning from the August recess and 
talking with fellow GOP House members, 
Republican leader Bob Michel went straight to 
the White House to tell President Reagan in 
strong language there were big problems with 
the voters back home. 


There was a growing concern among voters, 
the GOP House members reported, that while 
the Reagan tax and budget cuts were fine, they 
didn’t mean much because high interest rates 
put a new car — let alone buying a home — out of 
the reach of many Americans. 


Few Republicans are more concerned about 
the interest rate problem than national chair- 
man Richard Richards who sees the problem as 
the potential end of his dream of establishing the 
GOP as the dominant party for the rest of the 
20th century. 


“Interests rates are indeed a problem and our 
polls reflect it,’’ Richards said. He said polling 
also shows that ‘the typical voters is going to 
give us more time” to solve the problem, ‘‘But I 
don’t know how much time.” 


“The average guy understands high interest 
rates better than he understands other pro- 
blems,” Richards said, explaining how interest 
rates could become the GOP’s biggest problem 
at the polls next fall. 


On the positive side, Richards adds: ‘The 
president knows that and he is working on it.” 


While Richards says he doesn’t know how 
much more time the voters will give 
Republicans, he believes the public’s patience 
will have worn out if things are not better by next 
November. 


__ If we haven't turned the corner and haven't 
improved significantly, we will not do well in the 
1982 elections,” he said. “If we don’t build more 
homes and sell more cars, some of our early 
Supporters will fall off.” 


“In 1980 we got votes that traditionally had 
been Democratic all their lives,” he said. ‘“They 
thought Reagan had a better idea — but if we 
don't prove we can lead, they will step back to 
their traditional voting pattern.” 


Richards says he is worried, but not 
pessimistic, because the tax cuts that are 
crucial to the success of the Reagan economic 
program don't even go into effect until October 
and the full impact won't be felt until next year. 


“I think the president is still riding high,” he 
added. 


But he adds glumly: “If supply side 
economics and Ronald Reagan fail, we will step 
back to the 29 percent rating we had a year ago 


— we’re going to lose the 1 ined in

of some of the city’s homeowners 
who have been paying a 
disproportionate share of proper- 
ty taxes.

counterbalance to the drop in the 
tax rate.

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Aldermen n hold 
detector request

NEWTON — The aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee last week unanimously 
voted to hold a request to install smoke detec- 
tors in all municipal buildings at a cost of 
$300,000. 


Despite an urgent plea from Fire Chief Ed- ~ 


ward Reilly and Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser, aldermen demanded that represen- 
tatives from the mayor's office give the com- 
mittee a full financial review before a vote on 
the request. 

Both Reilly and Fraser stressed that 
millions of dollars in damage could have been 
avoided if the city had smoke detectors in the 
three school buildings gutted by fire in the last 
two years. 

The Meadowbrook Junior High School, 
renamed Charles Brown Junior High School, 
and the Hyde Elementary School suffered 
more than $4 million in damage from recent 
fires. Reilly said that significant damage 
could have been avoided if the buildings con- 
tained smoke detectors rather than antiquated 
heat devectors. 

Smoke detectors are much more sensitive 
than the heat detectors, installed 25 years ago, 
and would have alerted firefighters much 
sooner, according to Reilly.. 

Public Facilities Chairman Richard 
McGrath, however, found the number of re- 
quests from various municipal departments 
for additional state aid disturbing. 

“We are now experiencing a dramatic in- 
crease in requests for funds,’’ McGrath said, 
“when just a few months ago we were cutting

people’s jobs because we didn’t have enough 
money.” 

Committee members agreed. ‘'I’d like to 

see a total financial package from the mayor’s 
office before we vote,’ said Alderman Joseph 
DePasquale. ‘‘I think that it is important that 
the board know where the city stands in terms 
of surplus, state aid, and other requests.” 
The board has more than $1 million in re- 
quests from municipal departments for only 
600,000 in additional state aid. The 24-member 
legislative body has already approved $610,000 
for roof repairs of school buildings. 

Noting that the city’s fire insurance could be 
jeopardized if aldermen do not put smoke 
detectors in municipal buildings, a distressed 
Fraser said: ‘‘The city has lost money on 
every major fire we have had...We are damm 
lucky we haven’t lost any firefighters.”’ 

He added: ‘‘We know they (smoke detec- 
tors) work. They will give the Fire Depart- 
ment a very early and direct response that 
will keep losses to a minimum.” 

Reilly pointed out that if Meadowbrook 
School was equipped with smoke detectors, 
the fire would have been probably confined 
and the library, which was demolished, would 
have been saved. 

The $300,000 would cover the installation of 
smoke detectors in all municipal buildings in- 
cluding 20 schools, 15 Recreation Department 
buildings, eight fire stations, 10 libraries, and 
eight public works buildings. 

Aldermen voting to hold the request were: 
McGrath, Dominic Taglienti, Joseph DePas- 
quale, and Robert Katz. 

Absent were: Elaine Gentile, Matthew Jef- 
ferson, Paul Coletti, and Ernie Dietz.

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Fink will leave a different school system than he found

NEWTON — He came to this city 
as a ‘neophyte superintendent of 
schools,"’ during the summer of 

discontent, 1969. 

America, spearheaded by its 
youth, began to question the 
values and foundations of the 
society. Change, long overdue, 
was transforming the basic 
tenets of the land. 

One of the foundations, of 
course, was education. From the 
college campus to the elementary 
school classroom, the learning 
process was undergoing a 
metamorphosis toward a less 
structured, liberal mode of educa- 
tion — one that encouraged ques- 
tion and debate. 


Aaron Fink 


Aaron Fink, who suddenly an- 
nounced his resignation as the top 
man in the Newton School Depart- 
ment last week, was responsible 
for much of that change in the ci- 
ty’s classrooms. 

And his leaving (effective at the 
end of the 1981-82 school year), 
like his arrival, comes at a time 
when education is under fire. 

In Massachusetts, the 
challenge comes from the fiscal 
austerity imposed by Proposition 
2%2 (in which the school system 
lost its fiscal autonomy), an 
economic retraction that Fink 
himself calls a ‘‘discriminatory 
law against the young and the 
poor.” In the nation, the challenge 
is both fiscal — President 
Reagan’s budget cuts — and 
political in nature, most notably 


the attacks from the extreme 
right. 

In his airy office at the Newton 
Educational Center last Thurs- 
day, Fink, whose salary of $49,000 
is the highest of any city official, 
voiced his stern disapproval of 
the forces rebuking the educa- 
tional system and forewarned of 
the consequences. 

Fink, who looks younger than 
his 59 years, came to the Newton 
school system after an eight-year 
stint as principal of Scarsdale 
High School in New York. He was 
previously principal of Niskayuna 
High School in Schenectady, New 
York, for two years and at 
Stoughton High School in 
Massachusetts for six. 

On future plans, Fink said he 
was “considering several op- 
portunities in and out of educa- 
tion’’ but was ‘‘not free to talk” 
about them at the present time. 

“It’s not one particular issue or 
another,” said Fink of his deci- 
sion. “It is something I’ve 
thought about for several years.” 

“T’ve felt for a long period of 
time there are other things I’ve 
wanted to do,” Fink continued 
noting he has has spent 29 years 
administering schools. 

In his remarks at the opening 
faculty meeting of the Newton 
public schools on Sept. 8, Fink 
said an average student would 
pass through the system over a 
13-year-period and he as an 
average student ‘‘would do the 
same thing.” 

During his tenure, the attacks 
on education have come full cir- 
cle. Whereas Fink came to 
Newton when education was lean- 
ing away from structured cur- 
riculums, rigid discipline, and 
conservative teaching methods, 
his successor will encounter 
movements back in that direc- 
tion. 

In his speech to the Newton 
faculty, Fink told of the threat 
posed by the Moral Majority and 
its ‘insidious attacks on the basic 
freedoms of public education.” 

“T fear that we are moving into 
an era in which authoritarian 
behavior is not only tolerated, but 
approved and encouraged,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘Those who just know 
what is right and what is best for 
us insist that we make judgments 
and decisions with a degree of 
authority that squashes discus- 
sion and dissent.”

Nationally, there is a growing 
concern about the direction of 
public education and here in 
Newton, where the school system 
is a major source of pride, the 
concern mounts as well. 

“You can't attack all of society, 
but you can attack some of its in- 
stitutions,’’ said Fink of the 
criticism directed toward the 
school system. ‘‘Yet we have to 
be able to listen to criticism and 
to be able to separate voices.

“T react very strongly against 
generalizations,”” he asserted 
with an air of aplomb. ‘‘There are 
too many real live issues to deal 
with simplistic answers.” 

“Conditions have changed a 
great deal since the 1960’s,”’ noted 
Fink of the challenges facing his 
successor. In Newton, the school 
system has adapted to the 
changes — in particular declining 
enrollment and fiscal austerity — 
with on an ongoing consolidation 


of the city’s educational facilities. 

Last week less than 12,000 
Newton students returned to the 
classroom, off more than 6,000 
pupils from 1967 figures when 
enrollment peaked at 18,424. Since 
1976, when school enrollment was 
15,242, the city has closed six 
elementary schools and one 
junior high. 

None of the school closings 
have been, easy. Parochial and 
political interests have un- 
fortunately pitted one city 
neighborhood against another at 
the time of each consolidation. 
However, it has been a challenge 
that has been met head on since 
the school department released 
reports in 1971 and 1973 on declin- 
ing enrollment and projected con- 
tingencies for school consolida- 
tion. 

“We don’t go into this business 
to close schools,” said Fink. ‘But 


a lot of difficult decisions have 
been made.” 

Fink said in his speech that he 
was “most pleased” that the 
““nternal scapegoating and com- 
petition that had taken place in 
many of the neighboring com- 
munities in the wake of such deci- 
sions had for “the most part been 
avoided” in Newton. 

“Within the schools we can — 
and must — maintain a climate of 
civility and integrity if we are to 
survive," he added. 

“The management of a school 
system in an era of declining 
enrollment is a very challenging 
thing,” said Fink. “It is much 
easier to manage a school system 
during the time of an expanded 
economy.” 

“Bssentially,’’ Fink continued, 
“you have to ask how do you

the school system and even ex- 
tend it during a period of fiscal 
austerity?” 


In addition to the fiscal con- 
straints and the demographic 
pressures placed on a_ school 
system today, Fink noted there 
have been a growing number of 
mandates placed upon his ad- 
ministration since 1969, including 
special education programs, the 
METCO program, and the grow- 
ing diversity of the Newton com- 
munity. 


As far his role as superinten- 
dent, Fink said there ‘‘must be a 
healthy balance between some 
sort of central control and that

which must reside in the in- 
dividual schools." 


“The most important people in 
the school system are the in- 
dividual principals,’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘They control the par- 
ticular climate and focus on the 
particular needs of that communi- 
ty.” 


“We (the administration) can 
help them meet these needs,” 
said Fink. “We're always finding 
that balance between the continui- 
ty of exposure for those children 
going through the system and 
those things that must be left at 
the discretion of the individual 
schools.‘

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Pay raises for board, mayor denied

NEWTON — Mayoral and alder- 
manic salaries will remain as is 

for the next four years. 

Aldermen voted 12 to 9 last 
week to uphold a Citizen's Com- 
mittee report denying the office of 
mayor a pay hike. Afterwards, 
the board voted 17 to 4 against a 
$400 salary boost for each of the 24 
aldermen despite an advisory 
group recommendation for a 
raise. 

As a result, the mayoral salary 
remains at $37,500 and aldermen 
will continue to receive $1,800 an- 
nually. Under the city charter, 
both offices are unable to receive 
pay boosts until the next 
municipal election. 

Prior to the final vote, aldermen 
voted against a recommendation 
by Alderman Edward Richmond 
calling for a ‘‘token"’ yearly raise 
of $1,000 for the office of mayor 
over the next four years. 

Richmond had previously call- 
ed for an incremental raise of 6.5 
percent effective Jan. 1, 1982 
which would have raised the 
mayoral salary to $48,240 by 1986. 

The salary of the office of 
mayor was last raised in 1978 
from $27,500 to its present level. 
Aldermanic salary was also rais- 


ed four years ago from $1,200 to 
its present level of $1,800. 

“It is clear to me there is a 
block of 12 aldermen who are op- 
posed to any significant increase 
in the salary of the mayor,"’ said 
Richmond. ‘It is incomprehensi- 
ble to me that this board will not 
recommend that the position of 
mayor of this city deserves at 
least a token increase.” 

Aldermen delayed a final vote 
on the item at the Aug. 10 board 
meeting by employing a 
parliamentary procedure. 
However, the postponement of the 
item failed to change the board's 
vote because the citizen's com- 
mittee - whose recommendation 
many aldermen said they would 
sanction - again failed to support 
a mayoral pay raise. 

The advisory group, which was 
called together for a “special 
meeting” as a result of the alder- 
manic delay, voted 3 to 2 on Aug 
19. for a five percent step raise in 
mayoral salary effective Jan. 1, 
1983. 

However, because the seven- 
member committee did not pro- 
duce five votes on the prevailing 
side (as stipulated by a commit- 
tee vote), it failed to voice a 
recommendation. 

‘In the time of 242 we have to be 


tight but at the same time we 
have to ask that within an eight- 
year time frame what job hasn't 
received a raise?,’’ said Alder 
man Cynthia Creem. ‘‘We're all 
being very political rather than 
being realistic." 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael 
blamed the political atmosphere 
surrounding the debate on the 
citizen's committee failure to pro- 
duce a recommendation. 

“We're under constraints," 
commented Carmichael, ‘‘we ap- 
pointed a citizens committee to 
give us a recommendation and 
they didn’t." 

Alderman Robert Katz thought 
a raise for any official was inap- 
propriate at this time. ‘"You can’t 
justify under any circumstances 
giving raises to anybody for an 
elected office by using the money 
we're saving by cut’ ng other peo- 
ple.” 

Alderman Lisle Baker thought 
otherwise: “When you want good 
management you've got to pay for 
it,” said Baker. “‘You have to pay 
the office what's it worth.” 

Aldermen voting for a mayoral 
raise were: Baker; Barker; 
Bauckman; Budge; Creem; Rich- 
mond; Shea; Sheehan; and Ten- 
nant. 

Aldermen voting against a 


mayoral raise were: Carmichael; 
Coletti; Daley; DePasquale; 
Gaynor; Gentile; Katz; 
McGrath; Miller; Morris; Schur 
and White.

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Candidates 
Two challenge DePasquale in Ward 1 race

NEWTON — Alderman Joseph 
DePasquale, elected in 1978, is 
facing two opponents in the 
preliminary contest for his Ward 
1 seat. 

John McDermott, 21, a Boston 
College seniot majoring in 
political science, is contending 
that DePasquale has ‘‘not been 
accessible and responsive"’ to the 
needs of the ward. 

Gabriel Crognale, 27, an en- 
vironmental engineer at the 
Massachusetts Division of Water 
Pollution Control, is also attack- 
ing the incumbent. 

The two challengers, however, 
have their work cut out for them. 
DePasqule, who works at DePas- 
quale’s Grocery on Ad&ms St., 
has been in the forefront of many 
issues involving the community. 

DePasquale opposed the recent 
$38 million Druker plan _ to 
revitalize Newton Corner because 
of its overwhelming scope. In ad- 
dition, the 28-year-old 
businessman has been working 
on traffic improvements in the 
ward. 

The ward, composed of Newton 
Corner and Nonantum, has a 
large Italian population. The 
overwhelming traffic in the area 
and lack of parking appear to be 
the dominant concerns of many 
Ward 1 residents. In fact, all three 
candidates are promising to sup- 


port traffic and parking 
provements in the ward. 

DePasquale was also one of 
several aldermen in the forefront 
of a movement to prevent Chaulk 
Ambulance from taking over the 
emergency service operated by 
the Fire Department. 

DePasquale, who stresses that 
he is always available to the 
public, characterized the charges 
of his challengers as ‘mudsl- 
inging.” 

“There is no one on the board 
that is more accessible than I 
am," he explained. ‘‘I am always 
available at the store and willing 
to return calls.” DePasquale also 
pointed out that he has always 
returned constituent’s phone 
calls, 

Responding to McDermott’s 
charges that he has not attended 
half the special meetings called 
by the board and frequently miss- 
ed votes, DePasquale said: “I 
don’t have the exact figures, but I 
have attended 90 to 95 percent of 
all board meetings.” 

DePasquale said he will work 
for the completion of a redesign of 
the traffic channelization and loop 
in Newton Corner and state and 
federally funded improvements to 
the Adams and Washington Street 
intersection. 

“I have met the demands and 
needs of constituents on hundred 
of small items ranging from stop 
signs to improved sidewalks,”

NEWTON — Robert Katz, the 
freshman aldermen who was an 
underdog two years ago, is facing 
a strong challenge from two op- 
ponents in the Ward 8 alderman 
race. 

Marcy Richmond, an attorney 
for the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs, has 
garnered the support of many 
local public officials and already 
spent approximately $1,500 in the 
quest for the seat. 

Katz, who appears to be in the 
hottest preliminary contest, has: 
only spent $300 and is relying 
heavily on his record. Richmond, 
on the other hand, has taken to the 
streets and visited nearly 1,500 
homes. 

Deborah Rubin-Barnhart, a 
Boston attorney, is also taking a 
shot at Katz’s seat. Barnhart, 
who notes she is the only can- 
didate in the race that owns a 
home and has a child in the school 
system, is campaigning to im- 
prove public education. One of the 
three candidates will be 
eliminated in the Sept. 22 
preliminary election. Ward 8 is 
made up of Oak Hill and Newton 
Centre. 

Despite the power of money ina 
municipal campaign, Katz feels 
he can overcome the financial 
blitz by Richmond. 

“The voters in Ward 8 are too 
intelligent to let a candidate buy 


an election,” he said. ‘I’m one of 
those people who believe that if 
you return your phone calls and 
respond to people, the voters 
can’t be bought.”” 

Katz, the youngest alderman 
ever elected, is no stranger to a 
hot campaign. Two years ago, 
Katz upset favorite Alvin Mandell 
by a slim 87 votes. 

Katz, who claims to have the 
finest attendance record on the 
board, has emphasized that he 
has provided strong constituent 
assistance. 

“Alderman don’t move moun- 
tains,” he said. ‘‘But I’ve return- 
ed all phone. calls and worked 
hard for the community.” 

Katz, assistant production 
manager for a Boston firm, points 
out that he is also the author of a 
“tax-saving” staffing ordinance 
approved by the board. which: 
prevents “unwarranted expan- 
sion” by city departments. 

Katz said that his knowledge 
and experience will be invaluable 
in aiding revaluation in Oak Hill. 
“T will work to see that once and 
for all the tax structure is 
equitable,”’ he added. “‘I am tired 
of seeing people with bigger and 
newer homes unfairly taxed.” 


Richmond, who is spending more 
money than any other alderman 
candidate, has extensive govern- 
mental experience at the state 
and federal level. 

The 28 year-old Suffolk Univer-

DePasquale said. He also promis- 
ed to help improve parking in the 
area by “easing all-night parking 
restrictions” for certain areas of 
the ward. 

Crognale believes the incumbent 
has ignored the needs of the ward. 
“T decided to run to improve 
things in the area,” he said. “I 
saw that the only way to get them 
done is to get elected.” 

Crognale, who has lived in 
Newton for the last 15 years, has 
campaigned to improve traffic in

sity Law graduate is working 
hard to convince voters that she 
can “‘better represent” the ward. 

“I am ready to serve the 
residents of Ward 8,” said the Suf- 
folk University Law Graduate. “I 
am working hard now and if 
elected I will work even harder.” 

The former voluntary pro- 
secutor for Middlesex County 
District Attorney’s Office has 
received the endorsement of state 
Rep. Susan Schur (D-Newton), 
state Rep. David Cohen (D- 
Newton) and former Newton state 
Rep. Lois Pines. 

In addition, Congressman 
Barney Frank is attending a cof- 
fee for Richmond. Frank, 
however, said he was not ‘‘for- 
mally endorsing” the candidate. 

Richmond, former legislative 
assistant to Congressman 
Michael Harrington, has cam- 
paigned to help initiate a long 
range plan to development in the 
city. 

Noting that Ward 8 has the 
greatest amount of land that 
could be developed, she said: “I 
think we should take a long range 
approach to most issues...Usual- 
ly what happens is there is a reac- 
tive approach to land use.” 

Richmond, who is particularly 
interested in land use and public 
safety issues, has promised to 
help preserve ‘‘the character of 
the neighborhood and communi- 
ty’’ life in the ward and 
throughout Newton. She has also

the area. He has specifically pro- 
mised to install traffic signals in 
front of the Purity Supreme on 
Washington Street. 

A Northeastern University 
graduate, Crognale believes his 
engineering experience will be an 
asset to helping solve the many 
traffic problems plaguing the 
ward. 

He also feels the needs of the 
large Italian population in the 
ward are being “‘pushed aside.” 

If elected, Crognale said he 


would attempt to implement a bil- 
ingual program for young 
children to learn both Italian and 
English. He said the programs 
could be offered by expanding the 
local Multi-Service Center offer- 
ings along with aid from the 
Human Services Department. 

Furthermore, Crognale said he 
would support a limited ‘‘on- 
street” parking program for 
lightly traveled streets. ‘‘I think 
parking is a big problem,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘There are some streets 
in the area where we can imple- 
ment on street parking.” 


McDermott, who has strongly at- 

tacked DePasquale and may pose 
the greatest threat to the incum- 
bent, has taken his campaign to 
the streets. Unlike either DePas- 
quale or Crognale, he has been 
knocking on doors throughout the 
ward. 

The Newton North graduate, 
who works part-time at Edward’s 
Supermarket in Watertown, said 
he would be more ‘‘accessible and 
sensitive” to the needs of the 
ward, 

McDermott, who believes he 
can bring some vigor and fresh 
ideas to the board, says his young 
age is an asset. ‘‘A lot of people 
have said it is good to see so- 
meone so young in the race,”’ he 
explained. 

Although he is a newcomer to 
city politics, McDermott has been

campaigned to fully fund Police 
and Fire Departments. 

Richmond has criticized Katz 
for his lack of leadership. She has 
specifically, charged that Katz 
“took a walk’? during the recent 
vote on the $38 million Druker pro- 
posal to revitalize Newton Corner. 

“He (Katz) has not represented 
the people on some critical 
issues,’’ charged Richmond. Katz 
said he was absent for the Druker 
vote because of an “‘illness”’ in the 
family. ‘‘I resent those charges,” 
he added. 

Richmond also supports the or- 
dinance regulating condominium 
conversion recently approved by 
aldermen. ‘I think the con- 
dominium ordinance was a good 
thing in that it may help inhibit 
the depletion of rental housing in 
the city,”’ she said. 

The lifelong resident of Newton 
has also promised to challenge 
the prevailing pessimism 
resulting from Proposition, 2%. 
“Today, it is not a question of 
more government or less govern- 
ment, it is a question of improving 
the government we have.” 


Rubin-Barnhart is also 
dissatisfied with Katz’s record. 
The 30- year old Northeastern 
University graduate is the only 
candidate who has not spent any 
money in the contest. 

The Newton South High School 
graduate said she opted against 
raising funds so she would not 


feel obligated to any contributors. 
“‘T want to repay Newton for what 
it’s done for me,” she explained. 
“I'm not in this for future political 
gain or to look for more clients.”” 

She noted, ‘I am not a politi 
cian.” 

“I don’t look at what this job 
can do for me,”’ she continued. “I 
feel this is a civic duty. I don’t feel 
aldermen should be paid... the 
cutbacks from Proposition 2%, I 
think the money could be put to 
better use.” 

How does Richmond feel about 
running up against the strong 
financial campaign of Richmond? 

“Tf the yardstick of this cam- 
paign is the amount of money to 
be expended, then I've lost and I 
will accept it gracefully ,” she 
said,- “I am running on my 
record.” She added that the 
voters are “‘too intelligent” to be 
influenced dramatically by the 
money spent by candidate's in the 
Trace. 

The Boston attorney, who has 
an ll-year old daughter, Lisa, 
said improving public education 
is one of her prime objectives. 

“To me education is probably 
the most important issue,” she 
said. “Iam concerned about the 
loss of fiscal autonomy.” 

Rubin-Barnhart said aldermen 
should not review the budget line 
item by line item and search for 
dramatic cuts, but have more 
confidence in the School Commit- 
tee and educational experts 


Citywide race for Ward 4 nomine 


NEWTON — Incumbents 
Donald Budge and Richard 
McGrath are facing the largest 
field of all the preliminary races 
in the contest for their two 
citywide Ward 4 alderman-at- 
large seats. 

Both Budge and McGrath are 
veteran ‘aldermen and are 
favorites in the race. Lane Sof- 
man, Robert McMillen and Mark 
Golden are the challengers and it 
is expected that one of these three 
will be eliminated in Tuesday’s 
run-off, A 

Ward 4 is made up of Auburn- 
dale, a small part of West Newton 
hill and Lower Falls. 

Budge, seeking his fourth term, 
is standing on his record. The six- 
year veteran alderman, a 
member of the aldermanic 
finance committee, is quick to 
point out that he has repeatedly 
fought for tax-saving measures. 

A self-described fiscal conser- 
vative, Budge has continually 
questioned municipal department 
heads on a wide range of expen- 
ditures. ‘I try to work with and 
cooperate with department 
heads, but I don’t always agree 
with them,” he noted. 

“Tam running on my record,” 
he said. ‘I have been very faithful 
in attendance at board and com- 
mittee meetings...I've done a 
diligent job and tried to protect 
the taxpayers.”’ 

Budge, an attorney and cer- 
tified public accountant was one 
of many aldermen who supported 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s decision 
to allow a private firm to take 
over the emergency ambulance 
service. 

“All the feedback I have had on 
the ambulance is that it is work- 
ing very well and very smoothly,” 
he said of the move which saved a 


minimum of $320,000 for tax- 
payers, but came under heated 
criticism. He added: “It appears 
that we should be getting better 
coverage.” 

Budge, a graduate of Nor- 
theastern University and Suffolk 
Law School, also defended his 
“reluctant” vote for a sewer-user 
tax. ‘‘A lot of people are making a 
lot of noise on the sewer-user 
charge,” he explained. ‘That will 
pay for money previously col- 
lected by real estate taxes.’’ 

He emphasized that the tax will 
help shift the tax burden to many 
non-profit institutions, such as 
Boston College and Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, that were 
previously paying no taxes. As a 
result of the tax, the institutions 
will be forced to pick up some of 
the tax burden, 

Budge is also chairman of the 
aldermanic Data Processing Sub- 
Committee which has saved tax- 
payers by eliminating postions 
and offering greater efficiency. 

The local attorney also noted 
that he is for preserving the 
villages in the city. Budge defend- 
ed his recent vote on the $38 
million Druker revitalization pro- 
posal. He pointed out that the pro- 
ject would have provided badly 
needed rental housing. ‘‘The city 
as the whole was the real loser,” 
he noted. 

Budge, who has battled for 
many changes in committee, add- 
ed: ‘I don’t make a lot of noise. I 
do my work in committee where it 
should be done.”

McGrath, current chairman of 
the Public Facilities Committee 
and former state representative, 
has been on the board for eight 
years.

Like Budge, McGrath has been 
critical of department heads dur- 
ing budget time, scrutinizing of- 
ficials ‘that abuse the tax 
dollar.” He has also been critical 
of what he considers the ad- 
ministration’s hoarding of 
surplus money during non- 
election years. 

McGrath, 45, has also been 
skeptical of the revaluation pro- 
cess which he says will ‘‘come to 
a head” after the election. ‘All 
the flags tell me the job isn’t be- 
ing done properly,” says 
McGrath. “If not for aldermen, it 
would have delayed further. The 
board brought to light that 
revaluation was not being done by 
the assessing department.” 

“Tha administration was foot- 
dragging on it,’ he continued 
noting that revaluation has 
“always been treated as a 
political item.” 

McGrath, self-employed in an

irrigation systems business, 
noted that when he came to the 
board one of his goals was the 
revitilization of the Public Works 
Department, a job that he has 
helped to “achieve,” 

Recently, McGrath was in the 
forefront of the maintenance of an 
in-house ambulance service, a 
service which he feels could have 
been kept despite claims by the 
administration of a lack of 
money. ‘‘We were told that we 
didn’t have the $300,000 to run the 
ambulance service,’ he noted. 
“This was obviously erroneous if 
one looks at the $4 million surplus 
we had.” 

McGrath defended his opposi- 
tion to the $38 million Druker pro- 
Posal noting that the plan actually 
offered the city 15 fewer low ren- 
tal units than was already in the 
Gorin and Leeder building. “Once 
I found out that we were actually 
losing bedroom units, I couldn't 


support it,’ he said. 

In response to an accusation 
that he was anti-police, McGrath 
refuted the charge saying he 
“was not in awe of the badge” 
worn by Police Chief William 
Quinn but treated him in the same 
light as any other department 
head during budget time. “I don’t 
get elected to get along with 
department heads,’’ said 
McGrath, ‘My job is to review the 
budget in an open and objective 
manner.” 





Sofman, a dentist and graduate 
of Temple University, is making 
his first run for public office. 

“T'm concerned and upset with 
some of the things I've seen on the 
board,” said Sofman. “I feel that 
it is time to make my voice 
heard.” 

Sofman sees the problems 
brought upon the city by Proposi- 
tion 244. as the major issue con- 
fronting the city over the next two 
years particularly the effects on 
the educational system and the 
budgetary process. 

“I want to make sure that we 
preserve the quality of the educa- 
tional system that we have,” said 
Sofman. ‘'I feel that it’s in jeopar- 
dy right now and I feel that it’s 
necessary that we have people 
who see education as one of their 
top priorties."”” 

Sofman noted that he would not 
have approved the Marriott ex- 
pansion (recently denied by the 
board), but would have voted for: 
the Druker proposal for the 
Newton Corner area. 

“IT would have voted for Druker 
because it was not encroaching on 
open space and it would have pro- 
vided for much needed housing 





the most vocal critic of DePas- 
quale. He has specifically criticiz- 
ed the incumbent for not atten- 
ding meetings and voting against 
a proposal to put a question con- 
cerning nuclear proliferation on 
the ballot. 

“{ don’t think he’s (DePas- 
quale) done the job,"’ said McDer- 
mott. ‘I will be more responsive 
to the needs of the residents.” The 
challenger also criticized DePas- 
quale for voting against the re- 
cent condominium ordinance and 
for ignoring the city solicitor's ad- 
vice on the ambulance issue. 

DePasquale countered that the 
illegality of the ordinance was 
backed up by case law, including 
several rulings by the state’s At- 
torney General, whereas the state 
law used to challenge the am- 
bulance contract was unclear. 

McDermott said he would at- 
tempt to alleviate the tremendous 
parking problems in the ward by 
initiating parking permits for 
residents. 

“Parking conditions are hor- 
rendous,’”’ he said. ‘I would at- 
tempt to get parking permits to 
regulate the number of cars ona 
street.” 

In next Tuesday’s preliminary 
election, this contest will be on the 
ballot only in Ward 1. Of the three 
candidates, the two with the most 
votes will be nominated to run 
against each other in the 
November election.

Premarital 
counseling 


By Marvin Snider 


Our society is replete with contradictions. One of the most costly 
ones is the prevailing attitude toward preparation for marriage. 

We approach the most complex of experiences with the assump- 
tion that surviving from birth until the state of matrimony is suffi- 
cient preparation for wedded bliss. The fallacy of such an assump- 
tion is readily demonstrated by examination of divorce statistics. 
Attempts to promote premarital counseling are akin to selling ice to 
the Eskimos. What is the risk to an obvious need for education in a 
highly education-oriented society? 

We continue to be plagued by a double standard. In all other areas 
of human endeavor the absence of needed information or skills is 
corrected through participation, in one form or another, in an educa- 
tional program. However, in the areas related to mental health, 
within which I include premarital counseling, there is a different 
standard. 

It is commonly believed that exposure to life experience is suffi- 
cient preparation for the trials and tribulations of marriage and 
raising a family. This is expected to be true no matter what ex- 
perience an individual has growing up. It matters not whether a 
child grows up af orphan, in a family where chilcren are abused, in 
a family where one or both parents are alcoholic, where parents are 
in a state of perennial war, or are divorced. 

How prepared for marriage is the person who as a child grew up in 
affluence and whose every n2ed was met without having to learn 
responsibility or experience the feeling of being needed? It can also 
pertain to the child who grew up in an environment where the first, 
and sometimes the only, priority is the fulfillment of one’s own 
needs and desires. It is quite clear in our present culture that the 
years of childhood and adolescence do not adequately prepare an in- 
dividual for his place in society, let alone for marriage. 

Modest attempts have been made in our educational institutions 
to offer courses on marriage and family living on a high school level. 
Even when these offerings are of the highest quality, they generally 
miss the mark in their timing. 

Such courses are taught to high school upperclassmen, whose 
thoughts of marriage and family are likely to be envisioned in the 
“distant” future. These students are commonly more preoccupied 
with preparation for getting a job or going to college. They also are 
lacking the needed emotional maturity to appreciate and tackle the 
nuances and complexities that are involved in the development of a 


something different. Our current 
plan is to offer an in-depth visual 
arts program in our own facility.”’ 

One of the ways to develop com- 
munity support, reports Bob 
Teigs of the Lower Cape Arts and 
Humanities Council, is to find new 
sponsors for specific programs. 
“We started an ‘Art in the Bank’ 
program here some time ago. We 
set up the system for selecting 
artwork, and the banks provided 
exhibition space. Now two of the 
banks have taken over the selec- 
tion of artwork. We are no longer 
involved, but the art is still 
available to the public. I think 
that’s great. We got the idea roll- 
ing, and now it has a life of its 
own.”" 

No two arts councils are the 
same. The Lowell Arts Council, 
formed as an integral part of that 
city’s government, has used the 
short year and a half of its ex- 
istence to help fund a summer 
theatre, a foreign film festival, a 
design contest to find a product 
that could be manufactured by the 
handicapped, and then reached 
out to local businesses to secure 
wider support for the future. 

An equally wide range of ac- 
tivities has been sponsored by the 
Mayor’s Office of Community and 
Cultural Affairs (MOCCA) in Spr- 
ingfield — from the painting of 
murals to the publication of a 
book of poems by prison inmates. 
A four-day festival, held over the

After centuries of looking like something the 
cat dragged in, dogs are finally beginning to 
look sharp. 

Pet grooming salons have made it possible 
for even ugly dogs to enjoy good looks, but 
whether looking good makes a dog feel good, 
remains a mystery. 

Fuji, a black and white Lhapso Apso, will be 
four in March. ‘‘He’s a doll,” said Virginia 
Foerter of Dedham, who calls herself his 
mother. “I take my Fuji to be groomed 
whenever he starts to smell like a dog.”” 

Grooming salons are popping up like 
dandelions. There was a time when only ec- 
centrics had the dog shampooed, but now, giv- 
ing the dog a day of beauty is as common and 
understandable as being in love with Lassie. 

Most salons offer the basics: complete 
comb-outs and baths for dry or oily skin, blow- 
drying, ear cleaning and manicures. Some 
shops tie bows in doghair while others mist 
clients with cologne.

Joan Lawson of the K-9 Kastle in Norwood 
has been grooming dogs for eight years. Of 
her 300 customers, 85 percent are poodles. 

“Each breed needs a different amount of at- 
tention,” she said, ‘‘but, poodles and long- 
haired dogs require most care.” 

She said dogs usually need attention every 
five to eight weeks but it varies dog to dog. At 
most shops, prices range from $12 to $20. 

Dog groomers are not required to be licens- 
ed in this state the way hairdressers are or 
plumbers, but “it’s coming,’’ said Dick 
Marsh, president of the Massachusetts 
Association of Professional Dog Groomers. 
“We want a say, instead of having someone 
write up regulations that are asinine.” 

Marsh, 43, who owns The Doggarie in 
Roslindale, learned grooming in a West Rox- 
bury pet shop 30 years ago. The 90-member, 
five-year-old organization was formed, he 
said, to upgrade the grooming profession and 
to unite groomers to fight for cleaner shops 
and improved doghair styles. 

At Twickenton in Dedham, most clients are 
regulars. 

“I know the dogs by sight and by name,” 
said Christine DeFilippo who owns the salon.

“Sometimes I don’t remember the people’s 
names but I say, ‘Oh, there's Missy’s 
mother.’” 

The 35-year-old groomer, who met her hus- 
band at a dog salon six years ago when both 
brought in dogs to be brushed, said she spends 
a lot of time talking to dogs. 

“T like talking to dogs,” she said. ‘I talk to 
them all the time. It makes them feel loved, 
not like a piece of furniture being refinished.” 

Fuji, who is groomed at Twickenton, likes 
the salon, Mrs. Foerter said. ‘(He doesn’t 
mind it (being groomed) at all,” she said. 
“It’s because Christine loves him‘as much as 
I do. When I bring him in, she’ll say, ‘Hi 
Sweetheart. Hi Fuji.’” 

It takes about two years to become a profes- 
sional groomer and takes about one hour to 
groom one dog. But what it takes to become a 
dog grooming success is ‘‘2000 percent pa- 
tience,”’ Marsh said. 

Most shops require an appointment but 
some will accept walk-ins for just a manicure 
or straight shampoo. Some shops sell pet sup- 
plies and some have accommodations for 
overnight guests. 

Sue Maguire of Maguire Kennel in E. 


Walpole, which has been in business for 49 
years, grew up with dogs. Her mother is a 
groomer and her father was a veterinarian for 
61 years. 

“I know the dogs better than I know the peo- 
ple,” she said. ‘‘Dogs are better than people. 
They're loyal. They don’t care if you are in a 
good mood or bad mood and they don't care 
how you look. 

“When they love you,’’ she said, ‘‘they love 
you.”” 

Lucy Hauptman of Needham has had her 
black Peek-A-Poo, Cooky, professionally 
groomed for the past five years because she 
has had no choice. 

“Cooky has a very nasty disposition,” said 
Mrs. Hauptman. ‘‘She won't let me brush her 
and if I try, she bites me.” 

The dog, who spends eight hours at the salon 
every other month, comes home ‘‘cute,” with 
her hair parted down the middle and a pom- 
pom on her tail. 

“Fuji is my baby.’ Mrs. Foerter said. ‘‘He’s 
a spoiled brat but I spoiled him because I love 
him. When he comes home, he feels like silk. 

“T sit and rock him and sing, You Light Up 
My Life.”’

“Impossible Pie’ main-course 
casseroles are all the rage. One 
was even a $10,000 prizewinner 
last month at the annual Chicken 
Cooking Contest. 

What IS Impossible Pie? It’s an 
easy oven-baked casserole in 
which a wet biscuit batter is 
poured over the ingredients of 
your choice. Like magic, 30 
minutes later, this unlikely look- 
ing mixture emerges from the 
oven under a golden self-making 
biscuit crust. 

LOW-CALORIE CHICKEN PIE 

1 cup diced cooked white meat 
chicken 

half-cup shredded part-skim 
mozzarella cheese 

half-cup small curd low-fat cot- 
tage cheese 

6-ounce can tomato paste 

1 teaspoon dried oregano leaves 

half-teaspoon dried basil leaves 

optional: salt and pepper to 
taste 


1 cup skim milk 
2 large eggs 
two-thirds cup biscuit mix 


Combine first 6 ingredients and 
mix lightly. Spread in the bottom 
of a 9-inch nonstick cakepan. Add 
salt and pepper, if desired, to 
taste. Combine remaining ingre- 
dients in a bowl and beat 1 
minute. Pour over chicken mix- 
ture. Bake uncovered, in a 
preheated 350-degree oven 30 to 35 
minutes, until golden. Remove 
from oven and wait 5 minutes 
before cutting in 4 wedges to 
serve.

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Wellesley College researchers 
release U.S. child care report 


WELLESLEY — The inade- 
quacy of child care policies and 
programs is hampering the 
federal goal of equal opportunity 
for women in employment and 
education, according to Child 
Care and Equal Opportunity for 
Women, a report prepared for the 
U.S. Commission on Civil Rights 
by the Wellesley College Center 
for Research on Women. 

Since its release in August, over 
20,000 copies have been 
distributed to congressional 
representatives, federal agen- 
cies, state and local human rights 
commissions, and women’s 
organizations. 


According to James A. Levine, 
who coordinated a team of center 
researchers including Sharon 
Harlan, Michelle Seligson, Jsoeph 
Pleck, and Laura Lein, ‘‘This is 
the first systematic examination 
of the relationship between the 
federal government's child care 
policy and equal opportunity. 
Social scientists and 
policymakers have been far more 
concerned with the effects of 
maternal employment.and day 
care on children than they have 
been with the effects of the lack of 
child care—or of inadequate child 
care—on parents’ lives.”” 


Lack of child: care affects 
women particulatly minority 
women in many ways: It prevents 
them from participating in the 
labor force, reduces the amount 
of time they can devote to employ- 
ment or education; prevents them 
from participating in federally 
supported education and training. 
programs, makes them unable to 
take advantage of job promotions 
or training necessary for ad- 
vancement, and sometimes con- 
flicts with their ability:to perform 
their work. 


Because of the need for child 
care, women routinely drop out of 
school or the labor force or pass 
up opportunities . for advance- 
ment; poor women are kept poor; 
women are disenfranchised from 
job opportunities and benefits. 


Child Care and Equal Op- 
portunity for Women reviews 
three dimensions of: federal child 
care activity: programs and 
policies designed to assist 
families with child care (Title 
XX, AFDC, Head Start, Tax 
Credit); provisions for child care 
included in major federal employ- 
ment, training, and educational 
programs (CETA, WIN, Adult 
Education, Vocational Education, 
Higher Education); and provi- 
sions for child care made by the 
federal government in its equal 
opportunity laws and in its role as 
an employer. ’ 


Drawing for the most part on 
published journal articles and 
research reports, government 
documents, and interviews with 
government officals and other 
specialists, the report does not 
present extensive. new data. 
However, it organized existing in- 
formation into a framework that 
sheds new light on the limitations 
of government policies. 


Among the reports findings 
are: 


— Federal programs in direct 
support of child care—such as Ti- 
tle XX of the Social Security Act 
and Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children—remove incentives 
for women for progress at work 
by cutting off child care subsidies 
when their families reach 
marginal income levels; such 
programs undermine. equal op- 
portunity by linking eligibility to 
the maintenance of low income

rather than to maintenance of 
employment or the need to work. 
Federal child care pro- 
grams—and the provisions for 
child care within employment and 
job training progrms—favor the 
employment of male family heads 
and discourage the employment 
of women. 

— During the 1980's the need for 
child care will increase substan- 
tially. 

In effect, conclude the 
Wellesley researchers, ‘‘Our na- 
tional employment ‘and education 
policy carries a double message 
for women. On the one hand, the 
laws against sex discrimination... 
say that women have a legal right 
to equality of opportunity. On the 
other hand, the failure to use 
those laws to strike down prac- 
tices that are sex discriminatory 
because they interfere with rais- 
ing children places equality of op- 
portunity out of reach.’’ 

According to project director 
James A. Levine, ‘‘We finished 
this report well before the new ad- 
ministration took office. Things 
looked bad then, and they look 
worse now.” 


Specific policy recommenda- 
tions presented to the commis- 
sion by the Wellesley College 
Center for Research on Women 
were not included in the final 
published report. Among these 
are: 


Systematic and ongoing 
research by the federal govern- 
ment into how the lack of child 
care, or inadequate'child care, af- 
fects women’s educational and 
employment opportunities. The 
definition of opportunity should 
not be restricted to educational 
enrollment or labor force par- 
ticipation, but should include 
completion of education, continui- 




















ty on the job, and ability to take on 
advanced training or responsibili- 


ty. 

— Identifying and encouraging 
currently authorized federal pro- 
grams that are particularly effec- 
tive in advancing women’s educa- 
tional and employment op- 
portunities. 

— Legislation to protect and in- 
crease the current availability of 
child care—for instance, 
establishing a maintenance of ef- 
fort clause for Title XX and ap- 
propriating additional Title XX 
funds earmarked for day care. 

— Legislation to link eligibility 
to income-enabling employment, 
rather than to maintenance of low 
income, as is the case with most 
federally supported child care 
programs. 

— Elimination of measures that 
give preferencé to employment of 
male family heads in federal job 
training and employment pro- 
grams. 


— Making child care an af- 
firmative action issue in federal 
equal opportunity policy by, for 
example, elaborating the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission position on child care 
leave and giving it the status of a 
formal regulation.

Lice infestations 
acommon problem 
for school children 


hair you will be looking for either 
live lice or eggs (nits). The eggs 
are easier to see however and 
look like small white oval objects 
attached to the hair shaft. Usually 
they are found behind the ears 
and around the nape of the neck. 


Unlike dandruft, nits adhere 
tightly to the hair and cannot be 
moved. If your child has been ex- 
posed to someone with head lice 
and you are not confident in your 
ability to identify the lice or eggs 
the health department staff will 
answer any questions you have, 
and, will examine your child’s 
hair and show you exactly what 
the lice and eggs look like. This 
will avoid unnecessary treat- 
ment. 


During September, in those 
elementary schools where 
volunteer parent/guardian 


groups are organized, the health | 


department will be instituting a 
Program to examine every stu- 
dent for the presence of lice. If

Recreation Notes 


AUBURNDALE — The Newton Recreation 
Department offers varied programs at 
Newton North High School from Oct. 5 through 
May of next year. The programs are held after 
school hours, Monday through Friday, and 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

Programs offered include indoor tennis, jog- 
ging, co-ed volleyball, free swimming, swim- 
ming lessons, weightlifting, exercise classes 
and special events. 

Due to Proposition 2 %, this year a user fee 
has been instituted. The cost for the full 
season will be $35 for a family, $15 for an adult 
and $10 for children 6 to 18 years of age.

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Mazzola finds Tigers 
have same tradition

Emilio Mazzola is in his first 
year as head coach of soccer at 
Newton High School and he has 
spotted a few changes since he 
played for the Tigers 11 years 
ago, but he also noticed one thing 
hasn't changed — the winning 
tradition. 

Mazzola was a_ three-year 
starter for the Tigers at the 
halfback position playing on two 
state tourney teams. After he 
graduated in 1970 from North, he 
went on to play halfback for three 
years at Providence College. 

Mazzola was an assistant coach 
at Newton South in 1976 and 1977. 
The Watertown resident hasn’t 
coached since then and the 
Newton North job is his first head 
coaching assignment. 

“It was pleasant to hear the job 
was open,”’ said Mazzola, who 
plays soccer for the Newton Club 
in the Massachusetts United Soc- 
cer League. ‘‘Coaching at Newton 
North brings back a lot of 
memories. I feel like I’m back in 
high school playing with my old 
buddies. 

‘We made the state tournament 
each of the last two years (1969- 
1970) I played,’’ Mazzola added. 
“That is the one thing that hasn’t 
changed here is winning. The 
team has been strong ever year 
since I was here and we would 
_like to continue.” 

Mazzola, who is a teacher at 
F.A. Day Junior High School, was 
not too familiar with his 50 can- 
didates when he opened practice 
on Monday, Aug. 31, but he has 
got to know the players and is im- 
pressed by what he sees. 

“There definitely is a lot of 
talent on this team,” said Maz- 
zola. ‘‘We have a lot of players 
with skill and experience. The key 


to winning soccer is a simple 
passing game. I plan to stress 
eliminating as much dribbling as 
possible and make the ball do the 
work for us. 

“The game itself is basic,” 
Mazzola continued, ‘‘you have to 
be in excellent shape and your 
skills have to be above normal. 
Then you have to match the condi- 
tioning with the skill. We have a 
number of players that are 
ready.”’ 

The season started off on bit of 
a bad note for the Tigers. The 
team’s best goal-scoring pro- 
spect, Isaac Berg, went down 
with a freak injury when he tore a 
muscle on his pelvis bone. The 
senior could be out for a number 
of weeks. 

Joe Schleifer is back from last 
year and will be one of the team’s 
leaders from his midfielder posi- 
tion. Schleifer can control the ball 
and is a good playmaker. He 
should fit in well with Mazzola's 
constant passing game. 

John Stewart, also a returning 
senior, will be a midfielder and 
could pick up some of the scoring 
slack. Tim Feeney and Kar! Mini 
will also play up front and are ex- 
perienced players with a scoring 
touch. 

David Notter will also be a solid 
performer from his midfielder 
spot. 

Along the defensive backline, 
the Tigers look strong with three 
returners. Steve Yannoni is back 
and a solid defender. Robert 
Guillemin, J.B. Stern and Dan 
Schleifer are also working back 
there. Dan Hindman will see ac- 
tion along the defensive line. 

The goaltending situation is up 
for grabs and two seniors are do- 
ing the grabbing. Steve Locke and 
Henry Huntington both saw some 
action last year and are battling 


for the job. Mazzola is happy with 
their performance and will wait 
for scrimmages to decide. 

The Tigers first scrimmage is 
tomvrrow at Wellesley. Then they 
open the season with a tough 
game against Waltham on Tues- 
day, Sept. 15. 

“T’ll know a lot more about this 
team after the first scrimmage,”’ 
said Mazzola, ‘‘and I‘‘ll really 
know about them after we play 
Waltham. I know with the right 
mental attitude we can beat 
anybody. 

“I haven't been around the 
league (Suburban League) for 
awhile,’’ Mazzola added, ‘‘so I’m 
really not sure who the strong 
teams are this year. I will ap- 
proach every game with the same 
attitude. We can win.” 

Mazzola has had no problem ad- 
justing to coaching and the 
players have responded well. ‘‘I 
really don’t know about their 
characteristics off the field,” said 
Mazzola. ‘But, on the field, they 
carry themselves like a great 
bunch of kids and they respond to 
every kind of direction. I’m also 
learning from them.”

Conference to tackle school 
athletic funding problems 


In response to the problem 
resulting from cutbacks in school 
athletic budgets, a major New 
England conference to address 
the school sports funding crisis 
has been scheduled for Sunday, 
Sept. 20, at Brandeis University’s 
Spingold Theater. 

The conference, sponsored by 
the American Sports Education 
Institute, is designed to provide 
guidelines and assistance to New 
England school administrators, 
athletic directorsm coaches, 
booster club officials and others 
vitally concerned with the sur- 
vival of school sports. 

“Our goal,” says Richard W. 
Kazmaier Jr., former Heisman 
Trophy winner and chairman of 


the conference, ‘is to reach as . 


many people as we can to provide 
them with fund-raising informa- 
tion and organizational support so 
they can work effectively to main- 
tain school sports.”’ 

The conference will be compos- 
ed of two parts: a panel discus- 
sion on the funding process, and a 
discussion of proven methods of 
re-allocating present resources 
and funding alternatives. 

Speakers at the conference will 
include keynoter Howard Burns,

Kazmaier added, ‘“‘The major 
problem caused by the budget 
cuts is that fewer young people 
will be able to participate in 
organized sports at the secon- 
dary, middle or junior high school 
level. Fewer sports will be offered 
at these levels. The schools may 
be playing football, but there will 
be no junior varsity or freshman 
temas.”

NEWTON — School Committee 
candidate Leonard Gentile 
whalloped opponents Jonathan 
Brant and David Wilbourn in 
Tuesday’s Ward 1 preliminary by 
receiving about 46 percent of the 
vote. 

The north side of the city, which 
includes the Warren Junior High 
district and other areas affected 
by school consolidation decisions, 
was especially supportive with 
Gentile capturing a combined 
total of 2877 votes from Wards 1-4 
compared with 915 cast for Brant 
and 1178 for Wilbourn. 

Jonathan Brant came in second 
and will face Gentile Nov. 3 in one 
of the two contested School Com- 
mittee races. 

City-wide, Brant narrowly 
defeated Wilbourn by a margin of 
391 votes, with Brant getting 2,980 
votes and Wilbourn receiving 
steady support throughout the 
wards for a total of 2,589. Gen- 
tile’s stunning victory totaled 
4,648 votes. 

Brant picked up the extra votes 
to defeat Wilbourn on the south 
side of the city, especially in 
Wards 6-8. 

Although Brant’'s strongest sup- 
port was from the south side, 
Gentile controlled Ward 5 and 
made a strong showing in both 
Ward 6 and Ward 8. 

In Ward 6 Gentile won in 
precinct three with 164 votes com- 
pared with 159 for Brant and 116 
for Wilbourn. 

The totals for Ward 6 showed 
Brant with 500, Gentile a close 443 


and Wilbourn getting 383 votes. 

In Ward 8, Gentile won in 
precincts one, three and four. In 
precinct two, Brant received 221 
votes compared with 68 cast for 
Gentile. The totals for Ward 8 
showed Brant ahead with 624, 
Gentile with 535 and Wilbourn 
with 358. 

Wilbourn was the favorite by a 
fair margin in Ward 1, precinct 
two, and precincts two and four in 
Ward 2. Wilbourn also captured 
precinct two in Wards 3,6 and 7. 

Gentile’s only precinct losses 
on the north side were to 
Wilbourn. Gentile’s strongest 
showings were in Ward 1, which 
includes Nonantum, and Ward 3. 

At celebrations both at his 
home on Emerald Street and at 
the American Legion Post 440 on 
California St., Gentile expressed 
gratitude to his supporters which 
he said consisted largely of 
“family and friends." 

“I’m very, very pleased,’’ Gen- 
tile said of his strong victory. 
“‘We felt it was going to be a close 
three-way race." 

“The thing I enjoyed most 
about it was that there was no 
animosity among the can- 
didates,’’ Gentile, an ad- 
ministrative aide to Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci, continued. “We all 
worked pretty hard.”” 

“We won by a decent amount, 
but we’re going to have our hands 
full in November,” the Newton 
native added. 

Looking forward to continuing 
his campaign, Gentile said he felt 
the differences between Brant 
and himself were ‘much clearer” 
than between Wilbourn and Gen- 
tile. Of Wilbourn, Gentile said, "I 


have nothing but the utmost 
respect for him. I just know he’s 
extremely concerned about 
education in Newton.” 

“T hope that I can convince a lot 
of his (Wilbourn’s) strong sup- 
porters that I’m the right man for 
the job now because I do feel that 
we have a lot in common,” Gen- 
tile, a teacher for five years in 
Maine and the Newton schools, 
stressed. 

Jonathan Brant, reached at his 
home on Maple Lane after the 
results were final, was also elated 
to win a spot in the November 
face-off. 

“I look forward to the race 
ahead,” Brant, a Ward 1 resident 
for 8 years said. 

“We're going to run very hard 


city-wide,” he added. ‘‘We are 
now one-on-one and the issues 
between us will be more clearly 
focused and I think we can win.” 

When asked about the lackk of 
interest in the one preliminary 
School Committee race, Brant, a 
practicing attorney and associate 
professor of law at New England 
School of Law, commented, “It 
has been difficult to develop ex- 
posure for this race, but now that 
the preliminary is over and fall is 
here, people will concentrate on 
that race.” 


Wilbourn, co-president of the 
Cabot PTA this past year with his 
wife, Joyce, was disappointed by 
his defeat and said he was unsure 
if he would run again. 

However, Wilbourn stressed, ‘I 
really enjoyed it (the cam- 
paign).”

NEWTON — There was a red, 
white and blue cash barometer 
posted on the ballroom wall of the 
Nonantum Post 440 Tuesday night 
that read ‘‘Boost Bruce Marquis 
for Mayor of Newton.” 

Looking at yesterday’s 
preliminary election results, 
Marquis, who edged Mark White 
for the right to do battle with 
Mayor Theodore Mann, the 
Waban businessman will need 
quite a boost to oust the incum- 
bent. 

“Let our political future rest 
with the record,’’ said Mann at a 
subdued victory party at Sidney 
Hill Country Club. Those who 
have observed the 59-year-old 
Mann over his 20 years as a 
political fixture apparently felt 
the same. 

Mann upstaged the most op- 
timistic of predictions out of his 
camp by capturing an over- 


whelming 60 percent (7,323) of the - 


12,461 votes cast. A total of 25 per- 
cent of Newton voters cast 
ballots. The three-term mayor 
took 27 of the city’s 32 precincts 
While Marquis won four and tied a 
ifth. 


Marquis, finishing a distant se- 
cond, claimed 22 percent or 2,790 
votes while White polled 19 per- 
cent of the electorate with 2,346 
tallies. 

Collectively, the challengers 
still fell far short of Mann, total- 
ing just 41 percent of the elec- 
torate. 

“This administration has done 
well for the City of Newton and the 
voters said so,’’ said Mann. 
“They have to decide whether 
they want to entrust their 
finances and property values with 
an unproven quality.” 

“The important thing,”’ he add- 
ed, ‘is the support we received 
throughout the city today.” 

Yet, Marquis, who is no longer 
a political unknown in the city, is 
keeping his eyes focused on 
November with upset in mind. 
For the 37-year-old insurance 
salesman who is promoting a 
‘back to basics” campaign, there 
is a new battle to wage. 

Speaking at City Hall, Marquis 
said he believed two-thirds of the 
White vote would come over to his 
campaign in the final election. It 
is this anti-Mann faction, par-

Political neophyte bests 
DePasquale by 1 vote

NEWTON — John McDermott, 
a 21-year old Boston College stu- 
dent, edged incumbent Joseph 
DePasquale by one vote to top the 
ballot in the preliminary election 
for the ward 1 alderman seat 
Tuesday. 

Gabriel Crognale, an en- 
vironmental engineer for the 
state, was eliminated from the 
November election. Crognale 
received 102 votes- 448 behind 
McDermott. 


McDermott, who received 550 
votes, said he will continue to 
campaign hard in an attempt to 
also win the November contest 
against the incumbent. Both 
McDermott and DePasquale 
finished with 45 percent of the 
vote. 

McDermott, a political 
neophyte, was at City Hall when 
Election Commissioner Alan 
Licarie announced the final tally. 
“I feel great,” said the ecstatic 
student who works part-time at 
Edward's Supermarket in Water-

town. “I’m just going to keep 
plugging away; that is what got 
us this far.”” 

Flanked by a group of students 
who worked in his campaign, the 
Newton North graduate said the 
final tally was far better than he 
expected. If elected, McDermott 
would become the youngest per- 
son to be elected alderman in the 
city’s history. 

McDermott attacked DePas- 
quale consistently in the cam- 
paign. He charged that the incum- 
bent is ‘‘inaccessible and 
unresponsive.’ McDermott said 
the vote was message that a 
strong portion of the ward is 
dissatisfied with the incumbent. 

DePasquale, who admitted that 
he was “surprised” by McDer- 
mott’s impressive showing, said: 
“The key for him was that he got 
the votes he is going to get. The 
low turnout was to his ad- 
vantage.’”’ 

The incumbent, who works at 
DePasquale’s Grocery on Adams 
St., predicted that his supporters 
will be out in force for the final. 

‘‘A lot of my supporters just did 
not get out and vote,”’ said DePas- 
quale. ‘‘The higher turnout will 
definitely help me...He (McDer- 
mott) identified his vote, went 
after it, and took all he will take.” 

In his home precinct (1), 
McDermott defeated the incum- 
bent by 36 votes. In precinct two, 
DePasquale topped McDermott 
by 52 votes. 

In his home precinct, DePas- 
quale walloped McDermott by 100 
votes. In precinct three, McDer- 
mott nipped DePasquale by a 
slim 13 votes. 


Crognale said he has not decid- 
ed if he will endorse either can- 
didate. However, he noted: “I 
don’t think either of them (DePas- 
quale or McDermott) will do good 
for this community.” 

The 27-year old Northeastern 
University graduate vowed to run 
for the seat again in 1983.

He also maintained that, among 
all of the losses experienced by 
the newly blinded person, the 
most traumatic is the loss of self- 
esteem. 

Father Carroll died very sud- 
denly in 1971 at the height of his 
career, but not before he had 
made significant contributions to 
the field of blindness, one of which 
was to take the image of the. blind 
person from one of pity and 
custodial care to one of rehabilita- 
tion and independence. 

The Catholic Guild for the Blind 
developed a worldwide reputation 
as a leader in the field of blind- 
ness through the relentless ef- 
forts of Father Carroll. 

The guild in 1972 chose to 
change its name to the Carroll 
Center for the Blind in honor of 
the man who made his dream a 
reality, a reality in which many 
blind individuals have shared in 
becoming productive members of 
society. 


The Carroll Center today con- 
tinues to serve the blinded adult 
in developing independence 
through rehabilitation in the 
tradition of Father Carroll, and it 
is most fitting indeed that the 
center is opening its new training 
facility in commemoration of the 
10th anniversary of his death. 


The new facility evolved as a 
result of a need to consolidate the 
center’s programs into one 
building in order to curb inflating

barrier-free environment for the 
handicapped. 

Once an elegant 19th century 
style carriage house accented by 
polished brass, imported stone 
and artifacts of a bygone era, the 
character and charm have been 
preserved by architects, Graham 
Gund Associates. Originally a 
two-story building, the designers 
have installed a third floor for ad- 
ditional offices. The entire period 
of construction took approximate- 
ly one year. 

The sounds of horses and stable 
boys that once echoed here will 
now be replaced by the sounds of 
people learning and building a 
new way of life as a blind person. 
Sensory training, mobility and 
personal management are but a 
few of the adaptive skills that 
play a role in the personal adjust- 
ment to blindness. Daily ac- 
tivities, such as eating, grooming, 
traveling, etc. are done quite easi- 
ly with vision but are extremely 
difficult without it. 

The Carroll Center’s rehabilita- 
tion training program teaches 
methods and techniques for doing 
these everyday tasks with im- 
paired vision. By preparing the 
blind adult to achieve as much in- 
dependence as possible, the blind 
person will start to feel good 
about himself and his new-found 
abilities. Self-image and self- 
esteem will improve through 


achievement and soon the blind 
adult begins to take those impor- 
tant steps forward in par- 
ticipating in life, once again. 

Blindness affects people from 
all walks of life. The 21-year-old 
auto mechanic, the 40-year-old 
lawyer and the 60-year-old 
engineer who become blind must 
learn to adjust in their own per- 
sonal and individual ways to their 
vision loss, but they all must 
become actively involved in the 
rehabilitation process and thus in 
life itself. 

Rehabilitation training at the 
Carroll Center provides the basic 
tools for achievement for the 
blinded individual enabling each 
person to achieve his own level of 
independence. 

Independence is the principle 
upon which this country was built, 
but for the thousands of adults 
who become blind each year, in- 
dependence in their daily ac- 
tivities does not come easy. It re- 
quires a lot of hard work and the 
will to succeed. The Carroll 
Center is there to provide the 
tools necessary to achieve in- 
dependence for the newly blinded 
adult, and more than anything 
else, to help the newly blinded 
person to help themselves. 

The center’s philosophy of en- 
couraging independence in each 
blind individual can be summariz- 
ed by the statement: ‘‘Catch me a 
fish and I eat for a day. Teach me 
to fish and I eat for a lifetime.” 


Roof repair 
contract let

NEWTON — A Weymouth firm 
has been awarded a $742,000 con- 
tract to repair 13 school and 
municipal roofs. 

MacDonald Sprague Company 
won the contract with a bid that 
will allow the city to repair more 
city roofs than originally an- 
ticipated. Said Building Commis- 
sioner Allan Fraser: ‘‘Cor. sider- 
ing today’s market, the contract 
represents an excellent price for 
the work to be done and exceeded 
our expectations.” 

Bids from four other companies 
ranged from a Bay State offer of 
$842,000 upwards to $1,135,000 
from Morello Brothers. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said 
work is expected to begin within 
three weeks and should be com- 
pleted on the six schools before 
winter. Work on all the roofs 
should be completed in seven to 
nine months. 

The monies will be ap- 
propriated from nearly $4 million 
the city has in its coffer from 
combined surplus and additional 
local aid dollars. 

On July 13, aldermen 
unanimously approved an alloca- 
tion of $610,000 for the repair of 
the Meadowbrook (now the 
Charles Brown School), Bowen, 


Pierce, Newton North and City 
Hall roofs. More than $200,000 will 
be spent on Meadowbrook while 
repairs on Newton North will cost 
$137,000, Zervas, $74,000, and 
Peirce, $70,000. 

The repairs, which will provide 
for easier and better maintenance 
as well as additional insulation 
against heat loss, are based on an 
infra-red demography study con- 
ducted by the city. 

According to Assistant Building 
Commissioner James Cameron, 
the procedure will include stripp- 
ing all the old roofs down to their 
metal or concrete decks, adding 
additional insulation, placing a 
PVC membrane atop the insula- 
tion and finally a ballast (crushed 
rock) over the membrane to hold 
it in place. 

Mann initially planned to re- 
quest a $2 million bond authoriza- 
tion from aldermen for the roof 
repairs but instead targeted 
availahle cash for the im- 
provements rather than risk the 
AAA bond rating enjoyed by the 
city. 

Other buildings undergoing 
repairs are the Angier School, Ci- 
ty Hall, Crafts Street Garage,

Nuclear petitions 
at supermarkets 


NEWTON — Petitions to the 
Massachusetts Con _.gressional 
delegation, District 4, urging a 
halt to the nuclear weapons race 
will be available for signatures in 
public areas in Newton in the next 
few weeks, primarily at super- 
markets on Saturday, Sept. 26. 

The Newton Interfaith Peace 
Coalition, composed mainly of 
members of Newton religious 
congregations, will be sponsoring 
the signature drive. ‘ 

The petition, already endorsed 
by the Newton Board of 
Aldermen, urges a mutual 
nuclear weapons freeze upon the 
governments of the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 


The two nations are urged to 
adopt a mutual freeze on the 
testing, production and deploy- 
ment of nuclear weapons and of 
missiles and new aircraft design- 
ed primarily to deliver nuclear 
weapons. 

The Nuclear Weapons Freeze is 
part of a nationwide movement 
already active in 17 states. 
Eleven congressional represen- 
tatives have endorsed it and two 
senators, Mark Hatfield (R., 
Oregon) and Patrick Leahy (D., 
Vermont) have publicly sup- 
ported it. The Freeze Campaign is 
being coordinated locally by the 
Council for a Nuclear Weapons 
Freeze in Cambridge.

ment, however, has ordered the 
city to base this year’s tax levy on 
a total property value of $2.23 
billion. 

The city battled the state agen- 
cy all the way to the state 
Supreme Judicial Court to dispute 
the tax base, but lost. As a result, 
the city is short $11 million in 
funds already budgeted unless 
the accelerated revaluation is 
completed on time. 

Alderman approved $25,000 for 
the law suits and nearly $1 million 
to hire Finnegan to complete the 
accelerated revaluation. 

Under a bill approved by state 
lawmakers, the city has been 
given the green light to send out 
estimated tax bills. As a result, 
the first tax bill residents receive 
will be no more than last year’s. 

After revaluation is completed, 
however, many residents will see 
a sharp increase in their second 
tax bill which will not come out 
until after the November election. 

In fact, city assessors contend 
that the value on the average 
home will jump from 700 to 800 
percent. The skyrocket in proper- 
ty values will, however, be ac- 
companied by a drop in the tax 
rate. According to Chief Assessor 
Harold Brady the tax rate is ex- 
pected to drop from $171 (per 
$1,000 of assessed value) to bet- 
ween $20 - $30. 

The Revenue Department will 
review the city’s revaluation pro- 
gress beginning on Dec. 1. Fin- 
negan employees are presently 
keypuching the data collected. 
The data, which includes all sales 
in the last three years, will be us- 
ed to set the values of residential 
and commercial properties.

A statement by Alberts also ad- 
mits to breaking into the school 
and helping to set the fire.

Amberagne also testified that 
he found two separate fires in the 
science laboratory of the school. 
One had been set under a wood 
table and another was set ina cor- 
ner about 20 feet from the table. 


In addition, Ambergagne found 
a metal wastepaper basket, half 
full of paper, that was smolder- 
ing. 


“In the library,’’ said 
Amberagne, as he was cross- 
examined by Krasnigor’s at- 
torney Richard Steinburg,’'the 
damage was so extensive that the 
roof collapsed.” 


In the science office, file 
drawers from metal cabinets had 
been removed and the contents 
were set on fire, according to the 
detective. 


Photographs of the file drawers 
were presented and accepted by 
the court as evidence. Amberagne 
further stated that several more 
fires resulted from the fires in the 
file drawers. 


Alberts, when she was ques- 
tioned by police officers shortly 
after she made the phone call 
about the fire, said she was not in- 
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Leslie Alberts 


volved in the crime, according to 
police officer James Maguire, 
who was patroling the Newton 
Centre area when he received a 
call from dispatchers at the police 
station. 


After arriving on the scene and 
examining the building, he was 
ordered by a supervisor, John 
Norcross, to go to Alberts’ home 
to question her. Alberts told 
Maguire that she had been with 
three males earlier that night who 
had broken into the school with 
the intent to commit arson. She 
also told Maguire that she was not 
involved. 


However, Norcross and 
Maguire returned to Alberts’ 
home after Norcross realized 
there was a discrepancy as to 
whether there was a third male 
with them that night. Statements 
by Alberts and Masterson reveal- 
ed that there was not a fourth par- 
ticipant in the crime. 


Norcross identified Krasnigor 
and Masterson during the hearing 
as the two men who were returned 
to the scene of the fire, after the 
two were spotted by Norcross at 
the intersection of Route 9 and 
Parker Street in Newton Centre. 


According to testimony by both 
Narcross and police officer 
Joseph Doherty, wooden matches 
were found on both Krasnigor and 
Masterson. Masterson said in his 
statement that the matches were 
used to start the fire. 


Police officer David Dues 
testified that he found evidence in 
his partrol car, which took both 
Masterson and Krasnigor back to 
the police station and into 
custody. 


Dues testified that he regularly 
checks his vehicle before and 
after shifts. He stated that night 
he found a glass bottle under the 
seat where Krasnigor had been 
seated. 

Attorney Steinburg argued that, 
“There is no evidence in this case 
that Eric (Krasnigor) is a pro- 
bable cause.” He further stated 
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Eric Krasnigor 


that during the hearing, none of 
the witnesses gave testimony on 
the cuts that Masterson should 
have had on his hand as a result of 
breaking the window. ‘‘A box of 
matches on him is the only 
evidence.” 


Steinburg also noted that 
Krasnigor and Masterson were 
walking, not running, he stress- 
ed,when they were seen at the 
Parker Street and Route 9 in- 
tersection. “‘There is no evidence 
that Michael (Masterson) was 
sweaty or smelled of smoke.”' 

He also disputed evidence given 
by officer Maguire, who testified 
that when he was examining the 
school, he noticed a broken win- 
dow. Steinburg said Maguire did 
not know if the window was 
broken from the inside or outside, 
and that Maguire had not examin- 
ed the premises the day before 
the crime was commited. 


Alberts’ attorney, Richard 
Homans said that there was pro- 
bable cause for Alberts in the 
charge of breaking and entering, 
“by her own statement, but not 
arson.” 


Ester Stevens, representing 
Masterson, said that she did not 
think it was proven during the 
proceedings that Masterson did 
understand his rights. ‘‘There has 
to be something more than so- 
meone saying,’Yes, he 
understood his rights”’ 


Basbas found probable cause 
for all three suspects. The case 
will continue at Superior Court, 
pending an indictment by the 
Grand Jury.

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Hyde 
stays 
open

NEWTON Hyde School's 
future has been decided, at least 
for now. The School Committee 
this week unanimously voted 
against closing the school or 
redistricting Hyde students and 
instead voted to rebuild space lost 
in the April fire. 

With declining enrollment, 
Hyde’s principal, Arthur 
Laughland and school officials 
have determined that approx- 
imately 5100 square feet for three 
classrooms, a learning center, 
and art and music rooms need to 
be rebuilt cither through an addi- 
tion or repair of the burned 
building for the school to properly 
function in both the long and short 
term. 

The vote also appeared to be a 
decision not to close any other 
elementary schools in the near 
future. 

Emphasizing a position taken 
by several committee members, 
Susan Silbey said, “If we vote to 
rebuild, to my mind it is with the 
understanding that this is the end 
of school consolidation.” 

“To me it would be absolutely 
irresponsible to rebuild and then 
in two years close another 
school,” Silbey stressed. 

Although there was no vote on 
this position, Chairman Ann Ber- 
wick reiterated that the vote to 
rebuild was “pretty much a vote 
not to close other elementary 
schools in the future." 

“There is clearly not a crying, 
an obvious elementary school to 
close now, although I voted to 
close a second elementary school 
last year,” Berwick added. 

Referring to the disruption a 
Hyde closing would cause (10 of 
Newton’s 17 elementary schools 
would need to be redistricted in 
addition to Hyde) Berwick said, 
“Forget about the political im- 
plications, I just don’t think we 
could weather that storm.” 

Nancy Mann said she was 
“struggling greatly” with the 
question of rebuilding or reducing 
the Hyde district, an option which 
“appealed to me at first.”” 

“But, in fact, there isn’t that 
much room in the system 
anymore,’’ Mann commented. 
“The problem that haunts me and 
will continue to haunt me is that 
the Hyde building is not a good 
building from the point of ac- 
cessibility to the handicapped.”

Duke and Nixon 


That’s been a pretty good controversy at 
Duke University. 

The argument has been whether or not 
to locate former President Richard Nix- 
on’s presidential archives and library on 
land donated by the university and to some 
extent supervised by university person- 
nel. The proposal was made by Duke 
University President Terry Sanford, 
former North Carolina governor. The 
university trustee’s executive board has 
approved further negotiations on the pro- 
ject by a 9-2 vote. 

It would appear that making those 
presidential papers and other materials 
readily available to scholars at Duke 
would be desired. The fact that President 
Nixon resigned rather than face the 
possibility of impeachment and that to 
many people he disgraced the high office 
he held should have no bearing upon the 
need to safeguard the presidential papers. 
In fact the villains of history, from Car- 
dinal Richielieu through Hitler, often 
make the best subjects for study and their 
papers are invaluable. 

For instance, Duke University could do 
well to compare that alleged stack of tapes 
Nixon displayed on television in one of his 
last desperate attempts to justify 
everything to the American people with 
the tapes actually given to the public by 
the White House. 

The problem that apparently concerned 
Duke faculty, however, is that the Nixon 
Library would become some sort of monu- 
ment — as has happened in other cases. 

Currently there are seven presidential 
libraries containing many of the presiden- 
tial papers and other memorabilia of 
former Presidents Herbert Hoover, 
Franklin Roosevelt, Harry Truman, 
Dwight Eisenhower, John Kennedy, Lyn- 
don Johnson and Gerald Ford. Except for 
the last named chief executive, the 
libraries also carry highlights of the 
careers of the men they are in effect 
glamorizing. Conflicts and controversies 
in which the presidents did not come out as 
heroes are seldom mentioned and certain- 
ly not emphasized. The value to scholarly 
research is also in doubt. Last year almost 
two million people visited the presidential 
libraries; less than 2,000 were interested 
in research. The misinterpretation of 
history for the casual observers is all too 
obvious. 

The Duke proposal is that the $25 million 
building, to be run by the National Ar- 
chives and Records Service and owned by 
the U.S. government, will be paid for 
almost entirely by private donations. Like 
those which just remodeled the White 
House, they will be from friendly con- 
tributors. They are not likely to demand 
library sections spelling out in detail how 
it happened to be that Nixon became the 
first U. S. president in history to resign. 

Duke University has tried to ignore its 
ties with Nixon in the past, bearing out a 
complaint by Pulitzer Prize winning 
Novelist William Styron that ‘‘to establish 
any connection...with the works of a man 
who brought disgrace to his high office 
would be a smear on the image of the in- 
stitution.’’ It denied Nixon an honorary 
degree in 1954 and Nixon snubbed the 
honor in 1961. Nixon is not likely to offer ti- 
tle to his documents now owned (by act of 
Congress in 1974) by the U.S. government 
even if the needed other act of Congress 
gives them back to him.

BOSTON (UPI) — The battle of the budget is 
becoming a year-round war for Massachusetts 
lawmakers. 

Under ideal circumstances, the budget pro- 
cess should take less than six months. The pro- 
cess calls for the governor to file his annual 
spending recommendations late in January and 
for the Legislature to review and alter those 
recommendations and return its finished pro- 
duct to the governor's desk before July 1. 

This year, the circumstances were con- 
siderably less than ideal. 

Gov. Edward J. King initiated the process on 
time last January, when he made his budget ad- 
dress to the Massachusetts Legislature. 

The Massachusetts House Ways and Means 
Committee promptly began its deliberations. 


But then a change in the chairmanship of the 
committee and the fiscal pressures of Proposi- 
tion 2 %, the voter-mandated order to limit pro- 
perty taxes, moved in to complicate the situa- 
tion. 


Revisions of the budget, extended debate and 
conflicts between the House and Senate Ways 
and Means Committees left the state without a 
budget from June 30, when the past fiscal year 
ended, until July 21, three weeks after the start 
of the new fiscal year. 


Normally, once the budget has been signed in- 
to law by the governor, all controversy surroun- 
ding the spending plan fades into the past. 


But not this year. 


The controversy continues in both the 
Legislature and the courts. It centers on King’s 
budget vetoes and his somewhat unusual action 
in altering the Legislature’s wording of six 
budget items — an action that made substantial 
changes in policy set by the lawmakers. 


The Legislature has yet to act on nearly 70 in- 
dividual budget items vetoed by King. 


The House had questioned whether King even 
had the authority to order those vetoes — all of 
which involved so-called ‘‘outside sections’’ of

Newton is an interesting place to cover 
because of its diversity, its level of intelligence 
and education and its willingness to pioneer. The 
only drawback I’ve ever seen to Newton is its 
lack of a sense of “community.” 

I sometimes think it’s a shame people can’t 
generate the feelings they hold for Newton 
Highlands, or Waban, or West Newton, or 
Nonantum, for the city as a whole. 

A city that can get an 80-90 percent turnout for 
a presidential election can barely muster half its 
registered voters for a city election. Preliminary 
turnout is so dismal I hate to even think about it. 

I wonder if some of the people we have in office 
now would be there if more people took the time 
to study the actions of our ‘‘city fathers.” 

All in all, it has been a pleasure. I'll be seeing 
you.

High cost of Pentagon dining

WASHINGTON (NEA) — If President Reagan 
is willing to supplant his symbolic gestures 
toward reducing wasteful military spending 
with a serious budget-cutting campaign, he’ll 
discover hundreds of opportunities to save 
money. 

Even the Republican chairman of the Senate 
Budget Committee, Sen. Pete V. Domenici of 
New Mexico, has rejected as inadequate the 
president's virtually meaningless initial pro- 
posal to trim $13 billion from the Defense 
Department budget during the next three fiscal 
years, 

Reagan's own Office of Management and 
Budget, the Congressional Budget Office, the 
General Accounting Office, scores of members 
of Congress and a host of other authorities can 
identify for the president areas where countless 
billions of dollars’ worth of additional reductions 
can be made. 

From the airport at Keflavik, Iceland, to the 
Pentagon's executive dining room, the Defense 
Department's far-flung operations are replete 
with examples of ill-conceived, ineffective, over- 
priced and unjustified programs. 

One of this city’s most outspoken proponents 
of a strong military establishment, Benjamin F. 
Schemmer, editor of the Armed Forces Journal, 
recounts the sorry story of the Icelandic airport 
in a recent issue of that magazine. 

Shortly after Jimmy Carter was sworn in as 


president, he rejected a Defense Department re- 
quest to build, at a cost of $6.5 million, a new 
civilian air terminal at Keflavik so Icelandic 
Airlines’ passengers would no longer have to use 
the U.S. Navy’s small and somewhat dingy ter- 
minal building.

If Iceland wanted a new terminal for its 
airline, Carter reasoned, that country was cer- 
tainly free to construct such a facility. If not, 
what was good enough for the U.S. Navy ought to 
be good enough for the airline's passengers. 

Less than a year later, Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown renewed the request — but the 
cost had almost doubled, to $11.5 million. Again, 
Carter turned down the proposal. 

A third request, carrying a price tag of $23 
million, also was rejected by the White House. 
But in the final months of his presidency, Carter 
succumbed to Pentagon harassment and ap- 
proved the scheme — at a price of almost $40 
million. 

The cost of operating the Pentagon's dining 
room represents a very trivial portion of the 
Defense Department’s budget — but it typifies 
the military establishment's penchant for ex- 
travagant spending.

This year, one of the changes prescribed 
through outside sections — but vetoed by King — 
called for a revamping of the state’s budgetary 
process. 


Last year, another outside section — this one 
signed into law by the governor — reorganized 
the state’s public higher education system by 
abolishing the Cabinet-level Office of Education 
and replacing it with the new Board of Regents. 


Normally, such changes would be subject to 
separate legislative hearings and extensive 
-debate. But because they were included in the 
budget, they zipped through the Legislature 
without the scrutiny they otherwise would have 
received. 


Under the McGee-Bulger proposal, no outside 
section could be attached to the budget unless it 
had a definite link to a specific budgetary ap- 
propriation. 


Used properly, the proposed legislation would 
turn the budget back into what it is intended to 
be: an annual spending plan for the state — not a 
coutal to force basic changes in government 
policy. 


And the year-round public budget war might 
shrink back into a simple six-month battle.

The department's various components have 
compiled more than 30,000 pages of procurement 
regulations that, according to the Congressional 
Budget Office, ‘‘add 20 percent to 100 percent to 
the cost of goods for little or no gain in effec- 
tiveness,”” ‘ 

Major weapons systems continue to produce 
massive cost overruns, The General Accounting 
Office notes, for example, that the Army’s M-1 
tank was estimated to cost slightly more than 
$500,000 in 1972 but now is priced at §2.8 million, 

Although those serving on active duty in the 
armed forces remain generally underpaid 
military pension programs have become a na- 
tional scandal. The 1.2 million men and women 
who retired after serving at least 20 years on ae- 
tive duty will receive about $13 billion worth of 
pensions this year. 

Reagan could perform 4 major public service 
by applying to the military budget the same 
standards of ruthless economizing he displayed 
when dealing with domestic social programs — 
but he apparently is unwilling to do so.

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Tax bill questions 


To the Editor: 

Judging from the letters and 
phone calls we receive, there is a 
great deal of confusion about the 
fall property tax bills—a confu- 
sion we expect to increase 

ramatically when those bills are 
lactually mailed. 


This is an explanation of how 
Proposition Proposition 2 % and 
revaluation are meant to work 
together. I realize it is a com- 
‘plicated explanation, but there is 
no more concise analysis 
available, or, I suspect, possible. 


Last year, property taxes in 
Massachusetts averaged 3.5 per- 
cent of full and fair cash value. 
Proposition 2 % cuts this to 2.5 
percent. 


Proposition 2 % was drafted in 
response to a 1974 court decision 
that all property must be taxed at 


its full cash value, ideally 
estimated at the amount it would 
sell for on the market. 


Communities were given time 
to revalue, but eventually, every 
home and business was to be tax- 
ed at a percentage of what it was 
actually worth, that percentage 
being the real local tax rate. 


Again, the average tax rate 
after revaluation would have been 
3,5 percent; the average in the 
rest of country is 1.9 percent. 


With Proposition 2 %, we in- 
tended that the Massachusetts 
rate drop to 2.5 percent by cuts of 
15 percent per year. 


After a community is at 2.5 per- 
cent, it can raise taxes no more 
that 2.5 percent per year, 
regardless of the increase in pro- 
perty values, unless the local 
voters choose to raise the limit. 


. Most communities are already 
at 2.5 percent, based upon recent 
revaluation, so the property tax- 
payers in those communities 
could see an increase in their

taxes of 2.5 percent over last 
year. It is important to compare 
this increase with what could be 
expected if Prop. 2 % had not 
passed (overall, property taxes in 
the state increased 11 percent in 
thep this past year). 


In a community which has just 
revalued, all individuals’ taxes 
could go up more that than 2.5 per- 
cent this first year, as the levy 
limit adjusts to the new, more ac- 
curate property values. 


Some homeowners who have 
been underassessed will receive 
increases, and others who have 
been overassessed could get a 
reduction, but the total communi- 
ty tax levy cannot increase more 
than 2.5 percent over last year's 
levy. 


An example: Mike Taxpayer, 
whose home is worth $50,000 but 
has been assessed at 25 percent of 
its value, or $12,500, and his 
neighbor Joe Voter, in a newer but 
smaller home assessed at 75 per- 
cent of its value of $50,000, or 
$37,500. The tax rate in their city 
is 50 per $1000 of assessed value. 


Mike Taxpayer has been paying 
$625 per year in taxes and Joe 
Voter has paid $1875. This was not 
fair. 


With revaluation, the tax rate 
drops to $25 per $1000 of assessed 
valuation, and because their 
houses are of equal value, both 
will pay taxes of $1250. 


Proposition 2 % is a neat little 
package that makes sense; but 
we had to set it down in the midst 
of revaluation, which has been 
chaotic since 1974. This makes 
Prop. 2 % look as if it is causing 
the problem, when it is, in fact, 
the solution.

She decided 
to use her abilities where she 
could help the greatest number of 
people by becoming an elected 
public official. cPD First, she 
became an alderman in Newton 
and then went on to the become a 
state representative. She initiated 
many outstanding bills in the 
legislature. 

I moved to Florida last year and 
know from first-hand experience 
about the type of government that 
exists here— apathetic for one 
thing. I had cause to write my 
congressman and senator and I 
have not received answers mon- 
ths later. 

No one cares, for instance, 
about the dangers of over- 
crowding here on school buses. 
My son got off the bus and walked 
home a few hours distance 
because he refused to ride a bus 
that had four kids to a seat in- 
stead of two and aisles jammed 
with kids. 

When he arrived home, he said, 
“We should have Lois Pines here 
to get a law passed on school bus 
safety.” When I called the 
superintendent’s office about 
this, they said that probably a bus 
didn’t show up and so the children 
got on the bus that was available. 

One big thing I’ve noticed here 
is that there is really no com- 
munity spirit such as you have in 
Newton, and the elected officials 
take the same attitude. 

Lois Pines was involved in most 
of the consumer issues while she 
was a state representative, which 
benefitted our children and our 
senior citizens. Because of her 
determination she accomplished 
a lot. Whatever her task, she per- 
formed it with great zeal, right 
down to her last position as head 
of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 

Mrs. Pines has decided to run 
for the position of lieutenant 
governor, and you who live in 
Newton are lucky, because with 
Lois in office, the interests of 
Newton will always be upper- 
most. 

Lois Pines can use your support 
in this bid. I hope you will all do 
what you can to help her in this 
undertaking because if she wins, 
you all win.

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Balance

Many people face the problem of getting too 
involved in certain activities, and paying too 
little attention to others. 

This may get expressed in excessive eating, 
drinking, drug taking or working, while too lit- 
tle attention is paid to health, family or setting 
life goals. As a result, there is an increase in 
physical and emotional problems stemming 
from an imbalance in lifestyle. 

The concept of balance implies that we are 
clear about various things that need to be 
balanced. Among the major dimensions to be 
considered are diet, exercise, work, play, 
family, concern for self, concern for others, 
past, present, future, thinking, feeling, and be- 
ing. Space does not permit a detailed discus- 
sion of each of these items, but I will illustrate 
the principle and leave the reader to fill in the 
specifics as they apply. 

The challenge that we face is to find the 
combination of each of the above dimensions 
that fits our reality and that of the people with 
whom we live. In order to do this, we make 
choices and decisions, and ultimately, set 
priorities. This happens whether we do it by 
choice or by accident. Complicating this pro- 
cess is the lack of guidelines in these areas as 
to how much is enough; there is no “‘right’’ 
answer. The solution is unique to each in- 
dividual and to be determined by him, with or 
without adequate information. 

The challenge in diet is to become educated 
to your nutritional needs. It is important to be 
aware of excesses that can be troublesome, 
such as too much sugar and fat. It is impor- 
tant to not use food as an outlet for dealing 
with problems in other areas, such as eating 
because of frustration. 

Regular exercise appropriate to your 
physical health is hardly a new idea. What is 
commonly lacking is the discipline needed to 
make this an integral part of daily routine. 

Work and play go together; both are 
necessary. Play is not a frivolous activity. It 
is important in helping to discharge tension 
and to recharge one’s emotional batteries. A 
person who develops a good balance between 
these two activities is likely to be more profi- 
cient in his work and to enjoy it more. 

There is an irony in the parents who work 
hard to provide properly for their family, and 
who, in so doing, lose sight of giving the emo- 
tional energy and time that a family needs to 
be healthy. The adage, ‘Man cannot live by 
bread alone,” is important to remember. 

Balance is also important between the con- 
cern an individual gives to his own needs and 
the concern he has for others, be it spouse, 
family or community. Either extreme will be a 
problem. 

Time orientation can be a critical factor. 
Focusing on the past is useful only if it helps in 
relating to the present and the future. 

One definition of maturity is the ability to 
define each of these dimensions for oneself 
and to integrate them with the kind of balance 
that leads to emotional and physical health.

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Pomroy condo unit to be dedicated

NEWTON CORNER—In Newton Corner, a 
historic Grecian style home, once an exclusive 
mens’ club, and most recently, a day care 
center, is being transformed into a 5-unit con- 
dominium complex. 

With the help of the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association; architect Charles 
Nelson and developer Mel Lipson have turned 
the 3-story Pomroy House, on the corner of 
Eldridge and Church Streets, into a complex 
with modern living facilities, while maintain- 
ing the structures’ historic value and elegant 
beauty more/ 

According to Lipson, the units will be ready 
for occupancy between Oct. 15 and Nov. 15. 
However major portions of the renovations 
have been completed, including one unit which 
is being offered to the City of Newton as elder- 
ly housing. That unit is scheduled to be 
dedicated this Saturday by Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

Built in 1898 by Freelan and Francis Stanley, 
inventors of the Stanley Steamer, the house 
was used by the Hunnewell Club, a mens’ club 
linited to men living in Newton Corner. 
Members used the house to read, playcards, 
billiards or bow! and other recreation events. 
Freelan Stanley sold the property to the Hun- 
newell Club in 1929, when membership was 
high, and Stanley himself was an active 
member. 

However when the Depression set in, the 
club lost its original popularity and member- 
ship declined. Much of the spacious structure 
ceased to be used. As World War II began, 
older members had died, and younger 
members were not as interested in the club. 
When cost of maintaining the building became 
too high, members were forced to put the 
building up for sale. 

In 1954, the Eliot Church burned down, and 
the congregation took over the Pomroy House 
mortgage. Until 1959, it was a tenporary home 
for the church, as well as a bowling alley for 
remaining members of the Hunnewell Club. 

The Eliot Church moved out in 1959, and the 
club again resumed the mortage. But when 
membership continued to decline, the club 
was again forced to sell the property. 

It was sold to the Pomroy Foundation in 
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1967, which merged with the Newton Com- 
munity Service Centers in 1968. Since then, the 
Ponroy House has been used as a day care 
center and community recreational facility. 

This year, the City of Newton made the 
Davis Schoo] in West Newton available to the 
service center, so again the structure went on 
the market. 

According to Lipson, a Weston resident who 
was raised in Newton, the house was a tax 
burden, so the NCSC stipulated in the sale that 
the Pomroy House be sold as taxable proper- 
ty. Thus the house could not be sold to a non- 
profit organization. 

In addition, area residents were concerned 
that the house retain its historic value and 
beauty; as well as keeping the surrounding 
landscape open. 

In April, the NCSC accepted Lipson's and 
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Nelson's bid, whose plans included restora- 
tion of the outside portion, as well as the addi- 
tion of five units and one caretaker unit 
located in the basement. Some 97 residents, 
calling themselves ‘‘Fr8iends of Pomroy,” 
favored the plans and signed petitions to be 
presented to the Board of Aldermen, who ap- 
proved the plan. 

One unit, located on the third floor, features 
two master bedrooms, each with private baths 
and showers, walk-in closets, two skylighted 
sleeping lofts, a third bath, livingroom, din- 
ingroom with a fireplace and a roof deck, ap- 
proximately 4600 square feet of living space. 

Although the project is not yet completed, 
the public will be able to view the renovations 
that are now underway. Nelson, a Newton Cor- 
ner resident who designed the complex, will 
provide tours.

torney for the state Department 
of Elder Affairs, said she will con- 
tinue to stress her experience in 
federal and state government in 
the campaign. 

Jerry Wise, Richmond’s cam- 
paign manager and former can- 
didate for alderman, said: “I 
would say that one reason the 
numbers were so successful for 
us is because we took the time to 
talk to voters and communicate in 
the best way we know how.” 

Katz said he was “not surpris- 
ed’? by Richmond’s showing. 
“She got everybody out,” he 
noted. “I didn’t.” Katz, who spent 
$300 in the preliminary race, 
claimed the difference was the 
money spent by Richmond. 

Katz said that he will attempt to 
raise more money and campaign 
extensively to overcome the Rich- 
mond margin in the next six 
weeks. ‘‘I’ll be damned if I am go- 


ing to let this election be bought,’’ 
he snapped. ‘‘People have got to 
realize they are electing an alder- 
man, not a person in a beauty con- 
test.” 

Katz added: ‘It is far from 
over...far from over.” 

Richmond, former legislative 
assistant to Congressman 
Michael Harrington, had the sup- 
port of Rep. Susan Schur (D- 
Newton), Rep. David Cohen (D- 
Newton) and former Newton state 
Rep. Lois Pines. 

Richmond defeated Katz in all 
four precincts, including Katz's 
home precinct (4) by 137 votes. In 
her home precinct (3), Richmond 
lashed Katz by 123 votes. 

Rubin-Barnhart, who raised no 
funds for the campaign, said she 
expected to finish third. She said 
she has not made a decision on 
whether to endorse either of her 
opponents. She noted, however, 
that she will probably remain 
“neutral’’ and not endorse.

ticularly in the North side of the 
city (which Mann also won), and 
the additional 10-12,000 voters that 
will turn-out in November that 
Marquis will gear his effort 
towards. 

However, Mann’s base of sup- 
port on the south side of the city 
by witness of yesterday’s tabula- 
tions is solid. The mayor 
registered 4,714 votes here com- 
pared to 2,136 for Marquis and 
White. On the north side of 
Newton, Mann again won big with 
2,609 votes. Yet Marquis with 
1,781 votes treaded above water 
here and White, with just 1,219 
supporters, fell out of the picture. 

There are some political 
observers that say Marquis - in 
several precincts - rode in on the 
coattails of School Committee 
candidate Leonard Gentile. Gen- 
tile, who was a clear winner in his 
race for the vacancy left by 
Howard Spergel, has received the 
enthusiastic endorsement of State 
Rep. Joseph DeNucci. 

Although DeNucci did not 
publically support any of the 
three mayoral candidates, the 
representative, who has a strong 
backing in the Italian community, 
had a_ well-publicized flare-up 
with White in the spring. A closer 
look at the four precincts which 
Gentile won big (Ward 1, 
precincts 1 and 4 and Ward 3, 
precincts 1 and 4) indicates that 
Marquis took.three of his four 
precinct victories here. 

Marquis, who was raised on the 
north side of the city and whose 
wife is Italian, said his emphasis 
on “more traditional values ap- 
peals to the people of these com- 
munities,’’ when asked why he 
fared well in Wards 1 and 3. 

“Now people Know my name, I 
have to inform therg what I stand 
for,’’ continued Marquis, noting 
that his campaign will be geared 
toward presenting ‘himself as a 
viable candidate rather than at- 
tacking the incumbent. He added 
that the cornerstones of his plat- 
form will be limited taxation, the 
maintenance of village life and a 
quality school system and 
disclosure of personal finances. 

“Taxes have to be limited,” 
stressed Marquis. ‘This ad- 
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ministration has acted as though 
Proposition 2% never came into 
being - specifically with the im- 
plementation of user fees and a 
sewer use charge.”’ 

White said he would not 
publically support either Mann or 
Marquis at this time although 
both candidates acknowledged 
they would graciously accept an 
endorsement. Marquis, who did 
not have the public support of any 
incumbent aldermen, said 
several board members would en- 
dorse him over the next few days. 

“Of course it’s a victory,” said 
Marquis downplaying his oppo- 


nent’s resounding triumph. ‘‘No, 


one had ever heard of me before 
March 16.” 

Marquis, however, took care of 
the problem by blitzing the city 
with more than $15,000 worth of 
promotional work. Comparative- 
ly, Mann spent $10,225 as of Sept. 
4 and White just $4,589. 

Mann, by virtue of his 10-year 
hold on office and his high 
recognition factor did not need to 
match Marquis’ spending. White, 
who thought he enjoyed wider 
visibility than shown in the elec- 
tion because of his eight-year 
tenure on the board, targeted 
votes over the phone rather than 
go the costly route that Marquis 
chose. * 

White, appearing at a rather 
somber campaign party at Capuc- 
cino’s Restaurant, called ‘‘apathy 
the big winner” of the contest 
noting that his ‘“‘votes stayed 
home.” 

“It was a combination of 
things,’’ said White, 32, of his poor 
showing, particularly on the south 
side of the city. ‘People said Ted- 
dy is unbeatable and that I would 
make it through the primary.” 

What neither White, nor anyone 
else could explain was the terrible 
showing he had in Ward 7 which 
he represents as an alderman-at- 
large. 

Mann outpolled the four-term 
alderman 1,037 to 298 with Mar- 
quis picking up 186 votes. 

“TI got caught in the cross-fire,”” 
added White. ‘‘The people in the 
south side like me but feel the 
mayor is doing his job while the 
people on the north side went for 
the more conservative DeNucci 
type candidate.”

Robert McMillen, a local businessman, was 
eliminated from the final after finishing a slim 
71 votes behind Golden and 192 votes behind 
Sofman. 

McGrath, who did little campaigning and 
spent literaly no money, received .5,109 votes 
or an impressive 30 percent of the vote. 

Budge, who could have trouble in the final, 
received 3,278 votes or 19 percent of the vote - 
only 306 votes ahead of Sofman. 

In his first run for public office, Sofman, a 
dentist, received 2,972 votes or 17 percent. 
Golden, a member of the Newton Auxillary 
Fire Department, captured 2,851 votes or 16 
percent. 

McGrath, who was concerned about the out- 
come because of his lack of campaigning, said 
he was “happily surprised’ by his showing. “I 
cut across all kinds of lines to get that vote,” 
noted the eight year veteran alderman. 

A former state representative, McGrath ad- 
ded: ‘‘With the margin of victory here, ‘I 
should be safe.’’ McGrath swept every ward, 


Nuke group wants weapons freeze 


NEEDHAM — There is no compromise 
when it comes to nuclear weapons. 

The only solution to the proliferation pro- 
blem is a joint treaty between the United 
States and Soviet Union to ban the develop- 
ment, testing and deployment of nuclear 
arms.

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ORIENTAL RUGS 
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Hospice proposed for Claflin

NEWTON — A last-minute pro- 
posal by a local hospice group to 
use the former Claflin Elemen- 
tary School has sent the Joint 
Planning Advisory Group back to 

the drawing board. 

The group recommended to the 
aldermanic Administration and 
Planning Committee last week 
four proposals for the possible re- 
use of the 30-year-old school. 

However, because the hospice 
plan was just unveiled shortly 
before the meeting, Advisory 
Group Chairman Laura Salwen 
asked the committee to hold the 
item so that the group could meet 
with representatives of the 
Hospice of the Good Shepherd. 
The committee in turn voted 
unanimously to hold the item until 
the next meeting of Administra- 
tion and Planning. 

The 10-member advisory group, 
jointly appointed by the mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen, is 
responsible, under city or- 
dinance, for identifying and 
recommending alternatives for 
the future use of the surplus pro- 
perty. 

“We're going to review our

basic priorities and see if there is 
a match and at the same time in- 
vite any new hunches,” said 
Salwen of the hospice proposal. 
“We're going to have to see if it in- 
corporates two of the alter- 
natives.” 

The recommendations in order 
of preference were a conversion 
to no more than 25 market’ value 
residential condominums with 10 
percent of the dwelling units 
reserved for low income occupan- 
cy; a private school; subsidized 
elderly housing; and a nursing 
home. 

The Planning and Development 
recommended that the school be 
adapted for the condominium pro- 
posal. 

Advisory Group member Tom 
Reynolds was not as optimistic as 
Salwen on the intrusion of the 
hospice proposal on the list of 
priorities. ‘‘Too much time and ef- 
fort (the group met four times) 
has been put in it,” said Reynolds 
of the group’s report. “I don’t 
foresee a change in the 
priorities.” 

As explained by Executive 
Director Linda Kilburn, the three- 
year-old Hospice of Good 
Shepherd is a comprehensive non- 


profit home care program serving 
residents of Newton and 
Wellesley. It has recently formed 
a coalition with six of the west 
suburban hospice home care rro- 
grams encompasing a 26-town 
area. 

Kilburn said the plan would in- 
corporate the creation of a 15-bed 
hospice inpatient unit; the hous- 
ing of a 12-person hospice home 
care team; the housing of a 
hospice community education and 
training program; and 10-15 
cooperative elderly housing units. 

Ward Alderman Elaine Gentile, 
who liked the idea, said, “If we 
can work out all the funding and 
details, I feel it is something that 
can go through the board very 
quickly.” Yet she cautioned: “If 
we get involved in this, we have to 
be assured the funding is going to 
be there.” 


The Claflin School, located on 
Lowell Avenue, was closed at the 
end of the 1980-81 school year due 
to declining enrollment. Situated 
on five acres, the school contains 
a total building area of 31,424 
sqaure feet including 14 
classrooms, gymnasium, and 300 
seat auditorium.

Are microwaves 
a health hazard? 


(UPI) The New York State Worker’s Compen- 
sation Board ruled this year that Samuel Yan- 
non died seven years ago from a disease caus- 
ed by chronic exposure to- microwave 
transmissions from atop the Empire State 
Building. 

It is the first documented case of a man Kill- 
ed by microwave radiation, a form of non- 
ionizing radiation. 

Everyone is exposed to some degree of non- 
ionizing radiation, much of it generated 
naturally by the sun. But some people are ex- 
posed to greater levels than others — especial- 
ly with the increase of manmade sources 
since the invention of radio and the recent pro- 
liferation of microwave communications. 

People who work on radar and communica- 
tions transmitters, live near transmitters, 
operate citizens band radios, use microwave 
ovens and operate radio frequency heat 
sealers — devices used in plywood and 
plastics manufacturing — all are exposed to 
higher degrees of non-ionizing radiation than 
the general population. 

Recent research indicates non-ionizing 
radiation levels lower than 10 milliwatts per 
Square centimeter — the voluntary exposure 
limit suggested by the American National 
Standards Institute — have biological effects. 

But the unanswered question is: Are these 
effects health hazards?

WEST NEW.0N The year 
was 1781, The date was Oct. 21. 
The 12 patriots who gathered to 
formally covenant and establish 
Second Church in Newton did not 
know that, just two days before, 
Lord Cornwallis had surrendered 
to General Washington at 
Yorktown. 

These men had begun the 
gathering and built the 
Mmeetinghouse as subject of a 
king. They began the Second 
Church of Newton as free 
Americans. Their pledge said, in 
part: “Every person making a 
public confession of religion and 
dedication to God...may com- 
e...without making any other pro- 
fession of his faith and belief.” 


Now the year is 1981, With the 
coming of October, members of 
Second Church in Newton will 
gather for a month-long celebra- 
tion: honoring the past, rejoicing 
in the present, looking to the 
future.

Big-play offense 
carries Tiger rally

It was hardly a vintage victory, 
considering the fact that it came 
against a club which has 
mustered only one small win in 
the last two years. But thanks to 
three very big plays, Newton 
North, expected to be one of the 
powers this year in the Suburban 
League, was able to avoid a 
disastrous opening day upset 
Saturday as the Tigers slipped 
past surprisingly strong Fram- 
ingham North, 23-14, at Bowditch 
Field, Framingham. 

Coach Norm Walker spoke op- 
timistically moments after the 
Tiger escape, but in truth he had 
to be wondering why Fram- 
ingham was able to dominate his 
club, especially the right side of 
the defensive line, for nearly 
three quarters. 

“Something was definitely 
wrong there,”’ admitted Walker. 
“ll have to look at the films 
before I can figure why they were 
able to run so often in the same 
spot with so much success. But 
hey, this was a strong football 
team we played. You shouldn’t be 
deceived by their previous record. 
They scored 10 touchdowns in two 
scrimmages against some tough 
teams. Anyone who does that 
must have something.”” 

Newton North can thank one 
Mike Abbruzzesse, who’s name is 
a sportswriter’s nightmare. After 
Saturday’s effort, the opposition 
may begin to feel the same way. 
Abbruzzesse rushed for 90 yards 
in 16 carries including a 95-yard 


kickoff return starting the second 
half and a 59-yard burst off-tackle 
which sealed the victory in the 
fourth. 

Al Fortune, a workhorse 
throughout, also picked up 63 
crucial yards in 15 carries as 
Newton rallied from a 14-7 
halftime deficit. 

Framingham North, working 
under new coach Owen Kilcoyne, 
dominated the contest early. The 
Spartans are much-improved 
behind Kilcoyne this year and 
they proved it immediately, tak- 
ing the opening kickoff and driv- 
ing from their 20 to the Newton 40. 
The Tigers stopped them their, 
but then, gambling on fourth and 
one, fumbled the ball away on a 
messed-up snap to give Fram- 
ingham the ball at the 39, 

This time the Spartans took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. Marc 
Carey (117 yards in 22 carries) 
gained two yards and quarter- 
back Bob Wilson hit Chris 
Kilbridge for three to set up a 
third and five. Wilson then made 
the big play, finding Billy Brooks 
cutting across the middle for a 33- 
yard reception which placed the 
ball at the one. Carey went over 
three plays later and Fram- 
ingham was ahead, 7-0. 

The Tigers finally responded 
late in the second quarter, putting 
together an eight-play, 63-yard 
drive in the final two and a half 
minutes. 

Walker had been shuffling 
quarterbacks all game long, alter- 
nating between Rich Marchioni, 
Fred Dalicandro and Tim Bran- 


don, but it was Brandon who final- 
ly settled into the position and led 
the drive. ‘“‘We were just looking 
for the right combination,” said 
Norm later. “It certainly wasn’t 
by design.” 


For now, Brandon seems to 
have won the job. He provided the 
big play in the march with a 15- 
yard strike to Billy Drew. Another 
15 yards was tacked onto the play 
for a late hit so Newton had the 
ball at the five. Abbruzzesse 
finished it off with a scamper 
around left end. 


But the Tigers scored a little too 
quickly. They left 1:13 on the 
clock and that was all Fram- 
ingham needed to take a 14-7 edge 
into halftime. The Spartans took 
the ball over at the 35, and after a 
roughing penalty against Newton, 
a 13-yard pass to Jim Sullivan, 
and a nine-yarder to Brooks, they 
found themselves with the ball at 
the Newton 25 and just two 
seconds left on the clock. 

Inexplicably, the Tigers didn’t 
lay back and protect the end zone 
and Wilson hit Brooks past the 
defense in the right corner for a 
score. 


Such a play might have com- 
pletely deflated most teams, but 
Newton responded in spectacular 
fashion as Abbruzzesse grabbed 
the opening kickoff of the second 
half, darted straight through the 
middle and cut to the outside at 
the 50 for a 95-yard TD. The extra- 
point was missed so the Tigers 
still trailed, 14-13. 


Newton North stickmen 
learn under new coach 


The Newton North field hockey 
team learned some lessons last 
year and first-year Coach Celeste 
Meyers believes those lessons 
will add up to victories this 
season. 

Meyers is the new coach, but a 


. familiar face to the Tigers’ 


players. She was assistant coach 
last season and is a graduate of 
Boston University where she 
played club field hockey. Meyers 
also played field hockey at her 
high school in White Plains, New 
York. 

The Tigers are a good bet to im- 
prove on last year’s 1-12 record 
and Meyers will be the first to tell 
you so.

TIVERTON, R.I. (UPI) The 
incongruity didn't escape Chris 
McDonald, son of an accountant, 
product of a rural Rhode Island 


town and promising young 
heavyweight. 
“I know, I know what's a 


white, middle class kid doing in 
boxing instead of being a lawyer 
or a doctor?” McDonald said. 
“Blacks are in the sport because 
it’s one of their few escapes. I 
have a God-given talent, and 
besides, it’s something I like to 
do.” 

McDonald, 20, does it quite well, 
too. In his young pro career, the 
hard-punching heavyweight from 
Tiverton is 8-0-1. 

All the wins were knockouts of 
five rounds or less. The draw 
came Aug. 23 in San Antonio, 
Texas, against Lou Benson. Not 
surprisingly, trainer Goody 
Petronelli thought his fighter, 
McDonald, took the bout. 

Petronelli said, ‘‘We thought he 
won, so did Dr. Ferdie Pacheco." 
Pacheco is Muhammad Ali’s 
former ring doctor and now a 
television color man. 

“One thing we don’t want to do 
is make excuses, but Chris had a 
respiratory problem a_ week 
before the fight,’’ Petronelli said. 
“He just wasn’t putting his pun- 
ches together. He didn’t perform 
like I wanted him to.”” 

McDonald and Petronelli are 
looking forward to a rematch. 

Petronelli, who added 
McDonald to his Brockton, Mass., 
stable this year, calls him a 
“potential world champion. He’s 
a bona fide white hope. The kid 
can box — and he can think. He 
can hit and he can put ‘em 
together. Give him another year, 


18 months, and he'll be fighting 
those guys in the Top 10."’ 

“Seasoning,” Petronelli said, is 
what McDonald lacks now. 

Anything else? 

“7 don’t think he has any 
weaknesses — besides, I wouldn’t 
tell you anyway,” the trainer 
said. 

Petronelli also likes what he 
sees within McDonald’s rugged 6- 
foot-2 %4-inch, 220-pound frame. 

“He’s thinking big — he’s think- 
ing championship,’’ said 
Petronelli, who manages one 
world titleholder, middleweight 
Marvin Hagler. ‘“McDonald’s not 
from the ghetto but he’s a hungry 
fighter."” 

Like manyy in the current crop 
of rising young heavyweights, 
McDonald got hooked on boxing 
while watching the U.S. Olympic 
team. For him, inspiration was 
the 1972 squad with heavyweight 
Duane Bobbick and middleweight 
Sugar Ray Seales. 

Two years later, his father, 
William, took his 178-pound, 12- 
year-old son to the gym to shed 
some of that weight. 

‘When I went down there, they 
thought I was pretty good,” 
recalled McDonald, one of five 
children. 

His amateur record lived up to 
those early observations. In 
several weight divisions, 
McDonald compiled an amateur 
record of 78-3, all the losses on 
controversial decisions, he said. 
Two of those were to rising 
heavyweights James Broad and 
Marvis Frazier, the son of former 
champ Joe Frazier. 

“IT beat Broad,” McDonald in- 
sists. He offered the same verdict 
on the close decision to Frazier, 


but conceded, ‘‘He’s just a well- 
conditioned athlete, but I guess 


anyone would be if they had Joe 
Frazier for a father.”’ 

McDonald attacks his op- 
ponents from a crouch, so he ap- 
pears shorter and stockier than 
he really is. The stance makes 
him a tougher target for op- 
ponents, and may explain why 
he's never been knocked out. 

“T don’t take that many pun- 
ches,” he said. “I like to consider 
myself a boxer-puncher. My idol 
was Joe Louis, and I'd like to be 
like him.” 

McDonald said since he joined 
the Petronelli Brothers’ Gym this 
year, he’s slowly gained the con- 
fidence a fighter needs just as 
dearly as a good combination of 
punches. 

“Right now, I’m just trying to 
get ringwise, trying to build up ex- 
perience so I can go the longer 
distances.”’ With the exception of 
Benson, most of his opponents 
won't hang around for the end of 
class. 

McDonald said he realizes one 
punch can turn a_ promising 
fighter into a has been, so he’s go- 
ing to junior college and studying 
engineering technology. 

“The heavyweight division is a 
dangerous division. John Tate 
learned that. You have to have 
something to fall back on.”” 

Meanwhile, Petronelli is look- 
ing forward to his dream card 
Oct. 3 in Chicago. 

His “pride and joy,” Hagler, 
defends his title against Mustafa 
Hamsho, and McDonald is on the 
same card, probably in a rematch 
with Benson. 

“Won't that be beautiful,’ 
Petronelli sighed.

Professionals 
out of work

Listen to this: ‘‘At one suburban Mass. Dept. of Employment 
Security office in June 1975, the machine that punched out the 
checks broke down. The staff went into a frenzy. A scruffy looking, 
middle-aged man in work clothes stepped out of line and asked 
whether he could help. He politely identified himself as a 
mechanical engineer... ‘The machine,’ he said, ‘probably just blew a 
fuse.’ He ran to his car and returned. In a few minutes he replaced 
the old fuse and the machine began printing again. The clerk then 
curtly told the engineer to go to the end of the line because he had 
moved out of place. ‘Okay,’ said the engineer, ‘but give me back my 
fuse.’ The clerk then allowed the engineer his former place. The in- 
cident was not even shocking to the others in line...’’ 

Sound familiar? Certainly does, especially the part about the 
checkprinter breaking down. Although this scene dates from the 
seventies, when defense spending cutbacks forced manys the in- 
dustry along Route 128 either to shrink or to close entirely, it has a 
melancholy resonance today, as does much of Paula Leventman’s 
material in her book, ‘‘Professionals Out of Work.” 

Anyone whose life is affected by tax dollars, that is to say every 
one of us, is experiencing still another recession as the result of 
Prop. 2 2 and like legislation. A book that began 10 years ago as a 
thesis addressing ‘‘downward social mobility” grew into an intense 
and deeply felt five-year study of what happened to a selection of 
people with splendid qualifications who were squeezed out of work. 

A Newton resident since 1968, Mrs. Leventman, currently visiting 
professor and director of urban studies and Wellesley College, 
manages to use the arsenal available to a sociologist to place her 
participants in their proper strata, to compare them with each other 
and with the rest of us, without for a moment letting us forget the 
human beings involved by means of that best of all instruments, the 


interview. 


She gives us excerpts from conversations she held with these peo- 
ple, who were born in the thirties, who remember the Great Depres- 
sion, who strove for the education, the degrees that should have en- 
sured secure professional lives, and who then lost their jobs. As 
they undergo rage, frustration, depression, apathy, we feel with 
them a range of emotions as searing as they are predictable; and 
think either, there but for the grace of God, gol, or there gol. 

Mrs. Leventman does what she can to avoid sociologese, a 
language that looks a lot more like our mother tongue than it is, ac- 
tually, without diminishing the scientific value of her text. I think 
she manages well and found myself racing through on a first 
reading to see what happened next as if I were reading a novel. High 
marks for a textbook indeed.

Newton’s Mann remains formidable

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann was again behind his City Hall 
desk following last week’s preliminary election while mayoral hopeful 
Bruce Marquis began the groundwork for his second campaign. 

As Mann tended to the business of the city - a job 60 percent of the 
electorate told him he was doing solidly - Marquis thanked his sup- 
porters and started soliciting additional endorsements. 

What Marquis admitted may be a tougher search is the one for an up- 
front issue. ‘‘For me to win the final election, either an issue has to 
come about that gets people so upset that they come out to the polls 
and/or we have to come up with a creative way to get people out to 


vote,” he said. 


For the 37-year-old insurance salesman and father of two, six weeks 
remain to build what he hopes will be a competitive coalition. 

In Mann, however, Marquis faces a political fixture that has spent 
more than 20 years, including 10 as mayor, in constructing one of the 
most powerful city coalitions statewide. 

Although Marquis was competitive on the city’s north side in the 
preliminary, he got soaked on the south side where Mann registered 
4,714 votes compared to 2,136 for White and himself.

Elderly women terrorized

NEWTON — A brutal robbery 
in which two elderly women were 
terrorized, drugged and handcuff- 
ed has residents of a plush 20-unit 
condominium complex on Com- 
monwealth Ave. in shock.

“Eliminating riflery and sailing 
did not have a disastrous effect on 
the Suburban League because not 
everyone offered these pro- 
grams.”

White was also disappointed 
with what he perceived as an un- 
fair shake on the city’s north side, 
particularly the union vote that 
went to Marquis.

looks young,"’ said McGrath.

Although DeNucci did not 
publically endorse any mayoral 
candidate, a well publicized flare- 
up’ between White and the 
representative in the spring cost 
White votes in the Italian sections 
of the city.

However, Shen tried to find any 
family members who might still 
be alive, as he returned to China 
last summer. 

“My mother gave me a list of 
relatives from two hometowns,”’ 
Shen remarked. 

But when Shen gave the list toa

Purchasing agents in cities and towns 
throughout the state are concerned that a new 
state law designed to prevent corruption in the 
awarding of contracts may discourage com- 
petition and force smaller companies out of 
the bidding process. 


The law, chapter 579, was the result of the 
Ward Commission’s recommendations. The 
commission studied corruption in the awar- 
ding of state building contracts. 


Newton Purchasing Agent Blair Kanbar 
said that the New England Purchasing Agents 
Association has formed a sub-committee in an 
attempt to amend some of the stringent re- 
quirements of the law. 


The statute requires that bidders go through 
an extensive pre-bid procedure and 
demonstrate bonding capacity. The law also 
requires that companies file a certified finan- 
cial statement. 


Kanbar said the law creates ‘‘red-tape’”’ and 


causes bidders ‘‘undue hardships.” He said 
purchasing agents are not interested in 
“watering down the law,” but making it more 
“workable.”” 

He noted, 
realistic.” 

‘‘We just want to encourage more competi- 
tion,’’ explained Kanbar. ‘We feel this will 
discourage competition in smaller bids and 
create higher pricing that will be passed on to 
cities and towns. I don’t think that was the in- 
tent of the law.” 


Kanbar said the law was ‘‘well intentioned,” 
but ‘drafted in some haste.” He also noted 
that few towns are complying fully with the 
law and the state does not have the personnel 
to police cities and towns.

He stress- 
ed that the law requires bidders to file an over- 
whelming amount of paperwork. 

Kanbar recently met with aldermen and 
State Rep.

Though they 
urged Shen to join them, he ad- 
mits to worrying that he would not 
enjoy as comfortable a living in 
the United States, as he enjoyed 
in Taiwan.

Voter approval 
for incumbents 


Two conclusions can be perceived about 
Proposition 22. The property tax restraint 
measure is being implemented without all 
the disastrous consequences predicted by 
some, with real estate levies taking a 


pleasing dip, for one thing. 


Moreover, mayors who were being hit 
hard away back as messengers bearing 
the bad tidings aren’t suffering reprisals 


at the polls. 


This week’s Newton election was a good 
example. Incumbent Ted Mann, who has 
had his troubles with working revaluation 
into the new order of things, gained a 
handsome salute from the voters with 61 
percent of the total in a three-man field 


and his largest winning margin. 


Bruce Marquis, a political unknown un- 
til only a few months, ago, achieved a 
modest surprise by taking second place 
and the right to face Mann in the runoff. He 
edged Alderman Mark White despite the 
latter’s greater political exposure over a 


long period as a liberal activist. 


Apart from acceptance of the Proposi- 
tion 2% aftermath, some Newton and 
Waltham parallels could be discerned. 
Like Mann, Waltham’s Arthur Clark has 
had a long stretch in the chief executive 
role. Although his margin was by no 
means as great, nor his percentage of the 
vote in a four-man field, Clark had con- 
tinued broad support through most of the 


city’s precincts. 


Even as frontrunners, the two mayors

Waltham is a focal point as the 
site of the University of Massachusetts 
Field Station and there are numerous area

Agriculture should be sustained, not fur- 
ther choked off by imprudent cutbacks.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — The redrawing of 
congressional districts has become the major 
political battle of 1981 in state legislatures from 
coast to coast. 

House seats are reapportioned among the 
states every 10 years based on the results of the 
latest census. The states then have to redesign 
their congressional districts so that all of them 
are roughly equal in population. 

The 1980 census has forced states in the Nor- 
theast and the Midwest to give up 17 House seats 
to states in the South and the West. 

The Republicans are waging a well-financed 
campaign to insure that most of those seats 
move from Democratic to Republican hands. 

This effort centers on a Washington computer 
bank that provides Republican state legislators 
with redistricting plans favorable to their party. 
The GOP strategy seems to emphasize adding 
even more Democratic voters to districts that 
are already solidly Democratic, thus making 
neighboring districts more vulnerable to 
Republican takeovers. 

As expected, the Republicans have scored 
some gains in the 15 states that have already 
adopted redistricting plans. But it appears that 
they will fall short of their goal of shifting a 
dozen seats to the GOP column next year 
through reapportioning and redistricting. 

Twenty-nine states have not yet adopted 
redistricting plans. (Six states do not have to do 
so because they have only one representative in 
Congress.) Democrats will probably lose seats 
in Illinois, Michigan, New York, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. 

They may lose another in Massachusetts, 
where Democratic Rep. Barney Frank may be 
placed in the same district with Republican Rep. 
Margaret Heckler. It’s certain that some big 
battles lie ahead. 

Frank was elected to Congress last after 
besting Waltham Mayor Arthur J. Clark in a 
hard-fought primary. Frank replaced Rev. 
Robert Drinan, who was forced to cancel re- 
election plans on orders from the Vatican. 

The Republicans’ greatest victories so far 
have come in Indiana and Texas. 

In the Hoosier State, where the GOP controls 
the governorship and both chambers of the state 
legislature, the Republicans rammed through a 
plan that is likely to change the composition of 
the state’s congressional delegation from six 
Democrats and five Republicans to three 
Democrats and seven Republicans. (The state 
will lose one House seat. ) 

Texas, which is currently represented in the 
House by 19 Democrats and five Republicans, 
will gain another three congressional seats. A 
coalition of Republicans and conservative

Now that Tip O'Neill has been ground into 
mincemeat on the floor of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, President Reagan has painted 
up a new bullseye — and the intended targets 
have reason to be concerned. 

The reference is to local and state govern- 
ments, politicians who for years have complain- 
ed that Washington controls the purse strings 
and that controls from the nation’s capital were 
hampering local and state lawmakers, Sure, 
there was great glee in accepting huge federal 
projects and grants but the complaint was that 
“the feds’’ told them exactly how to spend every 
last cent. Mandates and guidelines strangled 
them, they complained. 

Now President Reagan is kayoing those man- 
dates and guidelines, cutting them free of 
restrictive strings and giving local governors 
and officials the money to spend — with no str- 
ings involved. Under Reaganomics, local 
authorities have the responsibility of spreading 
the largess — putting them in an exposed and 
politically threatening position. 

Predictably, the moans and wails proclaim 
that the “truly poor’ will suffer. However, 
despite cuts made in virtually all programs, the 
actual reduction in available funds will not be 
nearly as large as is feared by some. Through 
the ‘block grant” principle, different levels of 
administrative costs which ate up a big slice of 
the appropriations are being stripped away. 

The problem for the state governors and local 
officials is if the President’s promised ‘‘safety 
net” fails to appear, the anger may not be 
directed at Mr. Reagan but at the local politi- 
cians now spending the money. Whether talking 
about rent subsidies, medical programs or other 
forms of social services, if they are reduced or 
abolished all Reagan has to do is point out the 
money was given to the local boys, and say ‘‘Ask 
them what they did with it.” 

What this does is to provide a handy and 
available new bullseye when frustrated reci-

Democrats pushed through a redistricting plan 
that may well enable the GOP to pick up at least 
six seats. Observers predict that all three of the 
new seats will go Republican in 1982 and that 
three moderate Democrats — Jim Mattox, 
William Patman and Martin Frost — will be in 
jeopardy because their districts that have been 
made more conservative. 


California has been the only bright spot for the 
Democrats in the redistricting battle. 
Democrats currently hold 22 seats in the state’s 
congressional delegation to the Republicans’ 21. 
The redistricting plan enacted by the 
Democratic-controlled state legislature could 
add as many as seven Democrats to the delega- 
tion in 1982. 


The Democrats are likely to win the state’s 
two new House seats in 1982. Moreover, the 
redistricting plan threatens five Republican 
representatives while protecting all 22 
Democratic incumbents. 


For instance, the Democratic registration in 
the district of Rep. Robert Dornan, a conser- 
vative Republican, will increase at least 10 per- 
cent from its current 56 percent. Republican in- 
cumbents John Rousselot and Carlos Moorhead 
have been placed in the same district, and 
Republican Bobbi Fiedler will have to run for re- 
election in a far more liberal district. 

Furious California Republicans say they will 
either challenge the plan in court or try to force a 
state referendum on the subject. Party officials 
say they will gather 350,000 signatures on peti- 
tions within the next 90 days to force an election.

The Democrat 
Speaker of the New Mexico House of 
Representatives actually asked me why our 
limitation figure was so high. He correctly 
pointed out that our choice of a property tax 
equal to 2% percent of fair market value still 
left us well above the national average and 
still among the highest taxed people in the 
United States. 


I met and talked with many legislators from 
all parts of our nation. To say that I was im- 
pressed with their sincerity, intelligence, 
commitment, and quality would be an 
understatement. In fact, their contrast with 
the average Massachusetts legislator was 
both stark and disturbing. 


One question kept bothering me. Why? Why, 
did other states elect top-notch represen- 
tatives and senators while Massachusetts 
gets stuck with economic illiterates whose on- 
ly regular productivity is corruption, crime 


commission reports, taxes, and indictments? * 


Why? 


I asked questions. And I think I may have 
the answer. 


Other states have part-time legislators. 
Some are unpaid, many have small and in- 
significant salaries; most have limited ses- 
sions. For example, New Mexico has a 3- 
month limit to complete all legislative 
business. 


What do these part-time, low-pay legislators 
do for the rest of the year? They go out into the 
real world and earn a living. They are 
farmers, ranchers, lawyers, doctors, 
business owners, sales agents, housewives, 
etc. And their contact with the working world 
keeps them in touch with economic reality. 


I’ve heard people running for office on the 
promise of being a “full-time representative.” 
After my Colorado eye-opening, all I can say 
to that is “Heaven spare us.””

There is also a sense of com- 
munity among the storeowners, 
many of whom who are from 
Newton, that strengthens the 
area. ‘‘Absentee ownership,” a 
disease that effects many subur- 
ban shopping areas, has slid by 
Newton Centre. 

“Basically we're a solid com- 
munity based commercial area 
and for the most part we service 
our own,"’ said Heidgard. ‘I'm in- 
clined to say that whatever one is 
offering, they should make sure it 
is good and competitive with 
prices.”’ 

And despite the proximity of the 
Chestnut Hill Mall, the Newton 
Centre district has not been 
hampered. “If anything,” said 
Hale, ‘‘the area has been helped 
by the advent of the mall.” 

Hale, in noting the differences 
between the shopping areas, said 
the mall serves a more regional 
clientele while the Centre ser- 
vices the shoppers of the im- 
mediate communities. “A lot of 
people would rather shop in 
Newton Centre,’ added Hale, 
alluding to the impersonal 


vastness of Chestnut Hill. “Also, 
the two areas provide different 
types of services for the most 
part.”” 

“Essentially, the mall is 
meeting part of that demand and 
Newton Centre is meeting the 
other demand of the market,” he 
added. 

Heidgard, also president of the 
Newton Centre Association for 
Commerce, noted that with 
growth and the added influx of 
people, the parking problem in 
Newton Centre has become acute. 

“My customers will often say 
they drove around the block three 
times to get to me,’ said 
Heidgard. ‘You know you lose 
business because of that.”” 

The problem with parking is 
one most proprietors feel will not 
go away. It can, however, be 
alleviated with the aid of the 
business community. 

“Business people have to be 
responsible and park as far away 
from the area as possible,” said 
Louis Songer of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce. 
“Also, people who take the MBTA 
must be detered from parking in 
the Centre for the day.””

Old Almanac predicting snowy winter

CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) — The 190th Old 
Farmer's Almanac is predicting a snowy but 
warmer than usual winter for much of the 
country. A 

And for those who come down with the snif- 
fles despite the mild winter, the almanac ad- 
vises chicken soup is among the best of home 
remedies. ; 

Abe Weatherwise, the almanac’s fictional 
forecaster, claims he has been 80 percent ac- 
curate since his yellow-jacketed almanac was 
first printed in 1792. , 

Unlike the forecasts of colonial days, this 
data is now put into a computer along with 
“Time honored weather trend observations.” 
Weatherwise takes that information and con- 
verts it into the time-honored verse that 
makes up his long-range forecasts. 

The almanac predicts a major cold wave

and snowstorm will move into the East and ex- 
tend into the Southern states during late 
December and early January. Above-average 
snowfalls are predicted for parts of New 
England, the Midwest, the Ohio Valley and the 
northern Rocky Mountain region during the 
1981-82 winter. 

Milder-than-normal temperatures will oc- 
cur throughout most of the country during the 
winter. The Western and Great Plains states 
will enjoy a warmer and drier winter despite a 
wet February and March east of the Rockies. 

Spring will be colder than normal and sum- 
mer and early fall will be dry, Weatherwise 
says. 

Along with keeping Weatherwise alive, the 
almanac maintains other traditions. A small 
hole is still punched in the upper left corner so 
farmers can put it on a hook next to the stove 
or in the bathroom for reading on cold winter’s 
nights. The usual charts on the stars, the tides 


and the gestation table for animals are also in- 
cluded.

NEWTON CORNER — Mayor 
Theodore Mann designated Saturday, 
Sept. 26 as ‘‘Helen Sandstrom Day”’ in 
the City of Newton, as Sandstrom, a 
long-time Newton Corner resident, was 
honored at the historic Pomroy House, 
where an elderly apartment was 
dedicated in her name. 

Sandstrom, who for 30 years was 
director of the Pomroy House, located 
at Church and Eldridge Streets, 
Newton Corner, was the guest of honor 
at an open house of the Pomroy home, 
where many area residents were given 
tours of the three-story structure. 

The 84-year-old Grecian style home 
will soon be a luxury condominium 
complex, featuring a caretakers apart- 
ment and four condominiums, in addi- 
tion to the elderly unit which will be 
leased by the owners to the City of 
Newton under the rental assistance 
program. 

Mayor Mann, who presented Sand- 
strom with a framed certificate, prais- 
ed her for ‘distinguishing years of ser- 
vice’’ when she directed various ac- 
tivities at the Pomroy House and for 
her involvement at the Grace Church on 
Eldridge Street. 

He also pointed to Sandstrom’s pre- 
sent involvement in other programs, 
such as teaching a crafts course at the 
Carroll Center for the Blind on Centre 
Street, Newton Corner. In addition, 
Sandstrom, who is now retired, created 
a newsletter for elderly people in nurs- 
ing homes and continues to be active in 
programs at the Grace Church. 

“The government is a composite of so 
many things,” Mayor Mann said to 
Sandstrom and a crowd of about 75 peo- 
ple, ‘‘particularly people like you.” 

Sandstrom, who briefly addressed 
the group of familiar faces, said, ‘‘All of 
you helped make the Pomroy House. 
You’ve all worked together in a loving 
way. Thank you for the honor that has 
come to me.” 

A brass plaque on a wall of the elder- 
ly unit identifies the apartment as the 
Helen Sandstrom Suite. 

The street level apartment features a 
large combination living room and din- 
ing room, a bedroom, breakfastroom, 
kitchen, a full bathroom that has been 
modified for elderly use, and a 
fireplace. There is approximately 1100 
square feet of room. 

According to Mel Lipson, who 
developed the complex with Charles 
Nelson, an architect from Newton Cor- 
ner, the complex will be completed in 
30-45 days. 

“Some fine finish work needs to be 
done. That’s much more painstaking,” 
Lipson said. 

He estimated that it would cost $800 
to $900 to run the apartment, however 
no more than $400 is paid to the owners, 
he said. Under the rental assistance 
program, the City of Newton deter- 
mines how much the occupant pays the 
city. 

Many of the Newton Corner residents 
who attended the event were pleased 
with the renovation of the home, which 
for the last 15 years belonged to the 
Pomroy Foundation and the Newton 
Community Service Centers (NCSC). 
The NCSC sold the house after the 
Davis School in West Newton was made 
available to the organization. One of the 
stipulations of the sale was that it 
become taxable property, so it could 
not be sold to a non-profit agency. In ad- 
dition, Newton Corner residents urged 
that the historic value be preserved. 

Inrenovating the Pomroy House, Lip- 
son and Nelson were able to maintain 
the structure’s historic quality, such as 
the detailed woodwork, and restore the 
outside. : 

Built by Freelan and Francis Stanley, 
inventors of the Stanley Steamer for the 
exclusive Hunnewell Club for men, it 
was sold to the NCSS when the Hun- 
newell Club could no longer afford to 
maintain the house. 

The largest unit, on the third floor, 
features detailed archways, matching 
steercases leading to a spacious loft, 
Palladian windows and skylights. A 
winding steercase leading to a 200 
sqaure foot square foot sun deck. It also 
features a pedastil sink, installed by 
the Stanley brothers, and a Ludwig

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Cafeterias survive despite fast-food craze

It was a simpler time, a more in- 
nocent time, a time when small 
luxuries provided big occasions. 
It was 40 years ago, when kids 
whose parents had scratched 
through the Depression had little 
experience eating out. 

To ride the streetcar 
downtown, to attend a movie in a 
gilded palace like the ‘RKO Orf- 
yum” and then to have dinner at a 
real cafeteria, a wondrous place 
of gleaming chrome and exotic 
aromas where a person had a 
choice of what seemed to be a 
thousand things to eat — in the 
years that straddled World War 
TI, THAT was an event. 

The chicken pot pies, their 
steamy, creamy insides waiting 
for a fork; the Salisbury steak 
(what an elegant name for ham- 
burger!) with a snowy mashed 
potato volcano complete with 
crater of brimming brown gravy; 
the quivering ranks of red and 
yellow Jello wearing identical 
dollops of whipped cream; peach 
and cherry pies teasingly reveal- 
ing their rich and gooey fillings 
through lattice-work crusts — 
those were some of the delec- 
tables that gave reality to the 
parental injunction, “Your eyes 
are bigger than your stomach.”

Is all this now gone with the 
wind? Has the styrofoam-boxed 
hamburger, the cardboard barrel 
of fried chicken and the soybean 
“milkshake’’ captured the na- 
tion’s stomach? Has fast food 
murdered the great cafeterias of 
America? 

Answer: Not quite, not yet. 

The oldtime cafeterias, at least 
some of them, live on in places 
like Peoria, Dallas, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Omaha, St. 
Petersburg and Washington. 
There is even a real Automat, the 
fast track version of the middle 
American cafeteria, left in mid- 
town New York. 


The heyday of the full service 
cafeteria was 1925-1950. There 
have been a number of cafeterias 
built and opened in the last 30 
years, but the evidence points to 
World War II as the cause of the 
cafeteria’s decline in this coun- 
try. 
“After World War II, people 
just stopped eating in cafeterias 
as much,” says Teddi Op- 
penheim, an aide to Kansas City 
cafeteria operator Justus W. 
Putsch. 

“T think so many men came 
home from the war tired of stan- 
ding in lines. They had the at- 
titude they weren’t going to stand 
in lines anymore for anything.” 


There are several oldtime 
cafeterias where you still can find 
lines every day. 

Not far from downtown Dallas 
is the Highland Park Cafeteria, a 
56-year-old local establishment 
which is regarded with some of 
the same possessive fondness as 
the city’s football team and has 
gained some of the same broad 
fame. 

“You can just say its the 
greatest cafeteria in the world 
and that would be enough,” 
Mildred Foster told the New York 
Times in a recent long story on 
the Highland Park establishment. 

The Dallas cafeteria, which is 
reported to be a personal favorite 
of pianist Van Cliburn and mer- 
chant Stanley Marcus, has a 
toney clientele drawn from near- 
by wealthy suburbs. But owner 
Ed Yates, son-in-law of the 
founders, says Highland Park is 
for ‘“‘the little old lady down the 
street on Social Security” as well 
as for the rich and famous. 

Yates, who has just opened two 
new suburban cafeterias, is not 
worried about fast food competi- 
tion: “I have a feeling that fast 
food places are not affecting us. 
They've got their own markets. 
People get tired of french fries.” 

The Highland Park also is said 
to be popular with the Hunt family

of oil and silver fame, and that is 
a link with another famous 
cafeteria, Sholl’s, in the national 
capital. 

Sholl’s was the favorite 
Washington eating place of the 
founder of the Texas family, the 
late H.L. Hunt, who was said to be 
partial to the rhubarb pie and the 
low prices — both still available. 
There was a report that humorist 
Art Buchwald briefly tried Sholl’s 
after a falling out with his regular 
haute cuisine French restaurant. 

Sholl’s has several downtown 
branches, the latest in one of 
those massive center city shopp- 
ing complexes called Esplanade 
Mall. A branch that opened 25 
years ago and still flourishes is 
called Sholl’s ‘New Cafeteria.” 

The business was started by 
Evan A. Sholl in 1928 and at 81 he 
still checks out the premises 
every day. With Sholl’s cheap 
good food — meat loaf was 75 
cents and liver and onions 95 
cents in the spring of 1981 — 
customers get cards with prayers 
of thanksgiving for Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews at each table. 

Bromley said the choice in- 
cludes seven to nine different 
meat dishes, 10 to 12 vegetables 
and 15 to 20 deserts daily. The 
average check is $2.70 and a meal 
that included the most expensive

Take out calories 
from Chinese food

When someone suggests 
“Chinese take-out” why not think 
of ways to ‘take out” the calories 
... by making the food yourself at 
home? While popular ‘‘Chinese 
food” menu items may not be as 
fattening as some other fast food 
or take-out choices, some dishes 
can be deceptively high in fats or 
sugars (or both! ) 

Today, we pick three popular 
items from ‘‘Column A,” all extra 
easy to do at home. You can make 
these in less time than it takes to 
drive to the restaurant, and save 
calories as well as gas. 

Our “‘fried rice” isn’t fried at 
all, and contains no fat or oil. 
What it does contain is extra 
vegetables. This makes a good 
side dish to serve with a simple 
main course like broiled chicken, 
lean hamburgers or fish, basted 
with a little soy sauce. A salad, 
and some melon for dessert com- 
plete a nutritious family meal. 

‘FRIED' RICE WITH ORIEN- 
TAL VEGETABLES 

10-ounce package Oriental 
vegetables 

1 cup fat-skimmed chicken or 
beef broth (or water) 

1 cup instant rice 

optional: pinch of ground ginger 

1 egg plus 2 egg whites (or 2 
whole eggs, or equivalent no- 
cholesterol egg substitute) 

half-cup finely minced onion 

3 tablespoons soy sauce 

Combine vegetables and broth 
in a saucepan, Cover and simmer 
until vegetables are just 
defrosted. Stir in rice and ginger, 
if desired; heat until broth or 
water returns to boiling point. 
Remove from heat and cover 
tightly. Set aside for 10 or 15 
minutes. - 

Meanwhile, beat egg with 1

Beer battle 


MILWAUKEE (UPI) — The G. 
Heileman Brewing Co. may be 
reaching for a roundhouse punch 
in what its brochures once called 
the ‘‘Mississippi roadhouse 
brawl’’ between the nation’s beer 
barons. 

The one-time industry ban- 
tamweight (45th in 1960) is trying 
to buy the ailing Jos. Schlitz 
Brewing Co. of Milwaukee in a 
$494 million deal that would make 
it a strong No. 3 in the nation. 

The move could open a new 
front in the beer wars that have 
closed hundreds of small 
breweries and changed the in- 
dustry that made Milwaukee 
famous. 

The famed old-line Milwaukee 
breweries have not fared well. 

Schlitz, once the industry 
leader, is being sold, it’s 
Milwaukee plant. shuttered for 
good although the corporate head- 
quarters will remain in the city. 
The Pabst Brewing Co. is strugg]l- 
ing with management problems, 
red ink and sales as flat as a day- 
old glass of beer. The Blatz Brew- 
ing Co. exists only as a label in the 
Heileman line. 

The Miller Brewing Co. is a sub- 
sidary of Philip Morris, Inc., the 
huge tobacco conglomerate. 
While it is No. 2 in the industry, it 
is stalled — at least for the time 
being — in its bid to supplant 
Anheuser-Busch Inc., of St. Louis. 

Amerger would pit the 1980 No. 
4 brewery (Schlitz) and the No. 6 
brewery (Heileman) against 
Anheuser-Busch and Miller. 

“T think this is important to the 
survival of Hefileman and 
Schlitz,”’ said Heileman president 
Russell G. Cleary. ‘‘We’re 
fighting two very large com- 
panies in the industry and it’s im- 
portant we be a survivor.” 

There has been, he said, an 
‘dnevitable trend (in the brewing 
industry) that you had to be big- 
ger to survive. You had to go for- 
ward or move backward. We saw 
an opportunity to build a bigger 
and better company.”’ 

The deal still has to be approv- 
ed by the directors and 
shareholders of both firms as well 
as by the Justice Department's 
antitrust division. 

A combined Heileman-Schlitz 


variety is mind-boggling: 18 
meats, 35 salads and 24 
vegetables a day. A full dinner 
was estimated in the Times story 
to cost around $5. 

A number of the cafeterias also 
have specialties that regulars 
rave about. At Putsch’s, it is the 
spinach salad; at Robertson’s a 
Huguenot torte, the recipe for 
which the proprietor says was 
given to him by his daughter one 
day 25 years ago when she return- 
ed from spending a day at a fami- 
ly friend’s home. 

As might be expected, a hot 
jalapeno macaroni is a speciality 
at the Highland Park. So is a 
desert made of pineapple, nuts 
and whipped cream, called 
“millionaire pie."”

would have total beer sales of 28.3 
million barrels and a brewing 
capacity of 40 million barrels. 

A-B was the far away leader in 
1980 when it shipped 50.2 million 
barrels, followed by Miller at 37.3 
million; Pabst, 15.1 million; 
Schlitz, 15 million; Coors, 13.8 
million, and Heileman, 13.3 
million. 

Miller — fueled by strong sales 
of Miller Lite, a low calorie beer 
introduced nationally in 1975 amid 
a classic advertising campaign — 
made most of the industry’s 
headlines in the 1970s. 

The executives Philip Morris 
sent to Miller were market- 
oriented and honed by the 
cigarette wars. They emphasized 
advertising and packaging and 
had a keen understanding of a 
segmented market. 

For a time, it appeared Miller 
might be able to challenge 
Anheuser-Busch, but sales level- 
ed out the past few years, leaving 
the St. Louis brewer in firm con- 
trol of the No. 1 spot. 

Located at La Crosse on the 
Mississippi River in what ad 
writers like to call ‘‘God’s coun- 
try,’”’ Heileman — established in 
1853 by Gottlieb Heileman — 
ranked as the 45th largest brewer 
in the country in 1960 with sales of 
385,000 barrels. 

In 1971, Cleary took over as 
chairman and president after the 
death of his father-in-law, Roy 
Kumm, and pushed an acquisition 
program in which Heileman ac- 
quired several regional 
breweries. 

The pattern was basically the 
same. Heileman would take over 
the acquired brewery’s wholesal- 
ing operation, improve it and then 
introduce its top selling brands — 
Old Style, Special Export and 
Blatz — into the system. 

Already strong in the Midwest 
and on the West Coast, the acquis- 
tion of Schlitz will give Heileman 
strength in the southeast, three 
modern Schlitz breweries at 
Memphis, Tenn., Longview, 
Texas, and Winston-Salem, N.C., 
a strong wholesale network and 
six additional national brands — 
Schlitz, Schlitz Light, Erlanger, 
Old Milwaukee, Old Milwaukee 
Light and Schlitz Malt Liquor.

A ‘sandwich’ and salad 
dinner Mexican-style

When reliable standbys begin 

to lose their appeal at family 
meals, we can look to other 
countries for new twists on old 
favorites. For example, Mex- 
ico’s answer to a grilled cheese 
sandwich is called a quesadilla. 
While quesadillas come in 
many shapes and sizes, one of 
the most popular versions 
features Monterey Jack cheese 
and chili peppers wrapped in 
flour tortillas. When quickly 
fried to a golden brown, the tor- 
tillas are transformed into 
crisp, flaky pastry rolls — a 
marvelous contrast in texture 
to the creamy melted cheese 
within. 

Homemade chile salsa is the 
traditional accompaniment to 
quesadillas. This spicy, color- 
ful sauce, made of fresh 
tomatoes, onions and chili pep- 
pers, is as popular on Mexican 
tables as ketchup is in our own 
country. Starting with the basic 
recipe below, you can adjust 
the degree of hotness to suit 
your own tastes by adding the 
firey hot jalapeno peppers with 
caution. 


Quesadillas can be served for 
lunch, as a snack or a dinner 
time entree. Team them with 
refried beans on the side to 
enhance the protein content of 
the meal, along with a salad of 
mixed greens, tomatoes, red 
onions and black olives. To add 
a spicy Mexican accent to the 


salad bowl, toss the greens with 
guacamole dressing, an in- 
novative role for that popular 
avocado dip. ; 


QUESADILLAS (Serves 6) 

1 pound Monterey Jack 
cheese 

17-ounce can mild green chili 
Peppers ' 

12 flour tortillas (7 inches in 
diameter) 

oil for frying 


Cut cheese into 12 strips, 
each 6 inches long. Remove 
seeds from chili peppers, then 
cut into thin strips. Place a 
strip of cheese slightly off 
center along one side of each 
tortilla. Place chili peppers on 
top of cheese. Roll tortilla over 
cheese and chilies. Cover 
prepared tortillas with a slight- 
ly damp paper towel to prevent 
them from drying out. 


Ina large skillet, heat half an 
inch of oil until sizzling. Place 
three or four tortillas in skillet, 
seam sides down. Cook over 
medium high heat, turning 
several times, until golden 
brown on ali sides. Drain well 
on paper towels. Place cooked 
quesadillas in a warm oven 
while cooling remaining tor- 
tillas. Serve with chile salsa 
and, if desired, various gar- 
nishes such as shredded let- 
tuce, grated radishes, chopped 
scallions, chopped tomatoes 
and guacamole. If using these 
garnishes, you will not need a 
separate salad, 


CHILE SALSA (Makes ap- 
proximately 3 cups) 

6 medium-sized tomatoes 

17-ounce can mild green chili 
peppers, finely chopped 

one-third cup scallions, finely 
minced 

sea salt and freshly ground 
pepper 

canned jalapeno peppers, 
finely minced (optional) 


Finely chop tomatoes. Com- 
bine with chili peppers and 
scallions. Season to taste with 
sea salt and pepper. Add 
jalapeno peppers to taste. Store 
in a tightly capped jar in the 
refrigerator. 


GUACAMOLE SALAD 
DRESSING 


1 large ripe avocado 

2 tablespoons minced onion 

1 teaspoon lemon. or lime 
juice 

sea salt to taste 

dash of Tabasco 

oil and vinegar dressing 


Remove skin and pit from 
avocado. Mash with a fork until 
fairly smooth. Stir in onion, 
lemon or lime juice, sea salt 
and Tabasco. Blend in enough 
oil and vinegar dressing to 
achieve a smooth, creamy tex- 
ture. Pour dressing over mixed 
greens, tomato wedges, red 
onion rings and black olives. 


Toss well and serve at once. If 
desired, garnish with a handful 
of alfalfa sprouts.

principal search begins

NEWTON CENTRE Wanted: principal 
for school adjusting to $2 million August fire 
and first year of grade reorganization. Must 
be “‘somebody who likes children’ of junior 
high age. 

A tall order to fill, especially the require- 
ment that the applicant like junior high-aged 
children, Superintendent Aaron Fink joked 
with Charles E. Brown parents in an open 
meeting Thursday night at the school. 

Fink met with about 40 parents to discuss 
criteria for the parent/faculty screening com- 
mittee who will conduct the search for a new 
principal for Brown. The process for selecting 
the final candidates will start as soon as possi- 
ble, Fink emphasized, since the School Com- 
mittee has asked that the position be filled, if 
feasible, in January. 

The job will be advertised, Fink said, both 
locally and nationally with an application 
deadline of Oct. 19. The ad seeks someone for 
‘January or as soon thereafter as possible.” 

A few parents were concerned by the em- 
phasis on filling the position in January. 

Noting that the school is already coping this 
year with the transition from a three-year 
junior high to only 7th and 8th graders as well 
as the recent fire, one parent said, ‘‘Frankly, 
it seems to me that it would be more logical to 
have one year with an acting principal rather 
than another transition."’ 

Others were skeptical of the type of can- 
didates who would be available in January, 
especially if they had left their own schools in 
the middle of the year. 

Fink assured them that there would be no 
favoritism in judging the candidates based on 
whether they would be available in January or 
next September. 

Currently, the school is under the leadership 
of acting principal, William Jesdale. Jesdale 
served as assistant principal until former 
principal, Irwin Freedman, announced late 
this spring that he was resigning for a prin- 
cipalship on Martha’s Vineyard. 

Fink told parents that the screening com- 
mittee will be balanced with faculty and 
parent representation. He added that both the 
PTA and the faculty would be responsible for 
naming their own six or seven represen- 
tatives. 

The purpose of Thursday’s meeting, Fink 


Most of the responses were general con- 
cerns about discipline, educational excellence 
and upgrading continuity between elemen- 
tary, junior high and high school education. 

One parent said wanted the academic option 
continued and another sought a person who 
would ‘‘visibly and demonstrably support his 
teachers’ best efforts.” 

Other criteria mentioned were ‘‘a clear 
sense of management”’ and a “principal who 
can help teachers to grow” in a period where 
there is little mobility for teachers. 

But, there was also some frustration and 
anger which surfaced as some parents 
described what they see as problems and fail- 
ings of the school for anumber of years. 

“T’d like to know who sets up the philosophy 
of the school,’’ one angry woman asked Fink. 
“Ts it the principal, the parents, the PTA, the 
School Committee?” 

“Tf it's the principal, then are we going to be 
stuck with his philosophy like we were stuck 
with Dr. Freedman’s philosophy. If that’s the 
way it is, then what are you asking us for 
anyway,"’ she charged. 

“T have three kids — two who went to 
Meadowbrook (renamed Charles Brown). 
When people would ask my kids where they 
went to school, they used to say, ‘I don’t go to 
school. I go to Meadowbrook,’”’ she concluded. 

As a partial response, Fink said a principal 
needs to have ‘freedom to respond to dif- 
ferences in kids and faculty” at his school. 

Another parent asked that the new principal 
have a desire to upgrade all programs ‘‘so 
some kids aren’t hit with a ton of bricks at 
South (High) like I've heard.” 

Other parents pressed for greater emphasis 
on discipline because they see problems with 
vandalism , ‘cleanliness,’ modes of dress,

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Tiger defense turns back Med

The season is only two weeks 
old, but already the Newton North 
Tigers have had enough big plays 
to last until November. Last week 
it was the offense which brought 
them back from the dead. This 
Saturday the defense took over, 
picking off three passes and 
recovering a fumble as the Tigers 
slipped past stubborn Medford, 
15-8, at Dickinson Stadium. 

Both Tiger touchdowns were 
direct results of turnovers. Al 
Fortune scored on a four-yard run 
in the first quarter after a Med- 
ford fumble and Rich Marchioni 
swept left end for three yards in 
the third stanza following a Dave 
Rowland interception which had 
placed the ball at the Medford 
five. 

And for the Tigers, that was it 
offensively. The final stats lead 
one to wonder how Medford ever 
lost. The Mustangs had more first 
downs (nine to eight) and 
outrushed Newton by a 2-to-1 
margin (172 to 85), but they also 
committed those four costly tur- 
novers as well as picking up 50 
yards in penalties. Those kind of 
numbers tend to stop any offense. 

“The difference in the end was 
that we outconditioned them,” 
said Tiger Coach Norm Walker. 
“They had eight guys going both 
ways and it began to show.” 

It certainly did. Both Mike 
Todisco (97 yards in 17 carries) 
and Chuck Veneziano (74 in 18) 
tired in the fourth quarter. They 
were the heart of the Mustang of- 
fense — handling all but one run 
from scrimmage — but Todisco 
was forced out of the game three 
times in the second half with leg 


cramps and Veneziano lost some 
of his spark. 

Thus the Tigers took ad- 
vantage. The offense put together 
only one long drive all afternoon 
(a 77-yarder near the end of the 
first half which came up short), 
but then, when your defense is 
giving you the ball at the four and 
five-yard lines, you don’t need too 
much of an attack. 

The Tigers took the lead with 
just such a ‘drive’. They had ad- 
vanced the ball on their second 
possession of the game and 
driven to the Medford 41 before 
being stopped. A super punt by 
Bill Zeiner pinned the Mustangs 
to the 10, however, and after a mo- 
tion call pushed them back to the 
five, Bill Drew pounced on a Vene- 
ziano fumble to set the Tigers up. 

After gaining nothing up the 
middle, Fortune (45 yards in 13 
rushes) burst through a huge hole 
off left tackle for the score. Peter 
Munsat’s PAT made it 7-0. 

The Mustangs’ response was a 
10-play, 69-yard drive in which 
they simply blew away Newton's 
defensive front for the only time 
all day. Todisco opened it with a 
17-yard gallop right up the mid- 
dle. After an incomplete pass, 
Todisco ripped off consecutive 
first down runs of 16 and 18 yards 
to bring the ball to the Newton 20. 

Veneziano then took command, 
going off-tackle for two yards and 
sweeping left end for 15 more, giv- 
ing Medford a first and goal at the 
three. The Tiger defense stiffen- 
ed, holding Veneziano to two 
yards in three straight rushes, 
but quarterback Warren Olsen 
snuck it over from the one on 
fourth down for the score. Med- 
ford then took the lead, 8-7, by

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Rosh Hashana 
has its own 
symbolic foods

The shofar has sounded and marked the 
start of the Jewish New Year with the obser- 
vance of Rosh Hashana. The 10-day period, 
known as the High Holy Days, will end with 
Yom Kippur, the day of atonement. 

Rosh Hashana has its own special symbolic 
foods. Honey and sweet dishes, for example, 
symbolize the hope that the days ahead will be 
sweet and happy. 

Sweeten your new year with a holiday 
orange sponge cake and a traditional honey 
cake. 

HOLIDAY ORANGE SPONGE CAKE 
1'4 cups sifted cake flour 

1% teaspoons baking powder 

M% teaspoon salt 

6 eggs, Separated 

lcup sugar 

1 tablespoon grated orange rind 

1 cup orange juice 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1orange, sliced 

Confectioners’ sugar 

Sift together flour, baking powder and salt. 
In a large mixing bowl, beat egg yolks until 
light. Gradually add sugar; beat until thick 
and light-colored, about 5 minutes. Stir in 
orange rind. Blend in dry ingredients alter- 
nately with orange juice. Beat egg whites with 
cream of tartar until stiff but not dry; fold into 
batter. 

Pour batter into ungreased 10-inch tube pan. 
Bake in 325-degree oven 50 to 60 minutes or un- 
til cake tester comes out clean. Invert pan 
over neck of bottle; let cake cool completely 
before removing from pan. Before serving, 
sprinkle with confectioners’ sugar and gar- 


nish with orange slices cut in half. This 
kitchen-tested recipe makes one 10-inch cake, 
about 12 servings. 

HONEY CAKE 
3% cups sifted all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

% teaspoon ground ginger 

1 teaspoon ground allspice 

46 teaspoon salt 

1 cup honey 

1 can (6 ounces )frozen concentrated 

orange juice,thawed, undiluted 

% cup vegetable oil 

/ cup brewed coffee 

4eges 

% cup sugar 

1 cup chopped nuts 

Grease and line two 9-by-5-by-3-inch loaf 
pans with waxed paper. Set aside. Sift 
together flour, baking powder, baking soda, 
cinnamon, ginger, allspice and salt. In asmall 
bowl, combine honey, orange juice concen- 
trate, oil and coffee. In the large bow] of an 
electric mixer, beat eggs; add sugar, continue 
beating until light and fluffy. Blend in dry in- 
gredients alternately with orange juice mix- 
ture. Fold in nuts. 

Pour batter into prepared pans. Bake in 350- 
degree oven 15 minutes; reduce heat to 325 
degrees. Continue baking 45 minutes longer or 
until cake tests done when cake tester is in- 
serted in center. Remove loaves from pans. 
Cool completely. Remove waxed paper before 
serving. This kitchen-tested recipe makes two 
9-inch loaves. 


Needham selling tax exempt bonds

NEEDHAM — More than $310,000 in tax- 
exempt municipal bonds will be on sale at the 
Needham Treasurer’s Office next week and 
local officials, anticipating soaring sales, are 
confident the bonds will be off the market 
quickly. 

“I think most of (the bonds) wil! be sold 
within the first two days,”’ predicted Town 
Treasurer Julio Farulla, noting that interest 
in the town’s tax-exempt bonds has been 
“tremendous.” 

Sale of the bonds was unanimously approv- 
ed last night after selectmen, at the recom- 
mendation of officials from the Shawmut 
Bank, set interest rates ranging from 8.5 per- 
cent for bonds redeemed in 1982 to 9.5 percent 
for those cashed in 1986. 

“The market is so starved in Massachusetts 
for tax exempt, high yielding bonds,” explain- 
ed James Botelho, Shawmut's vice president 
of municipal finance. He noted that since Pro- 
position 2% passed, only three municipalities 
have floated bonds. Botelho added,

more appealing to prospective buyers. 

The bonds, available in $1,000 and $5,000 
denominations, will be available from Oct. 5 
through Oct. 9 and will be payable in one to 
five years. 

According to a timetable set up by select- 
men last night, $81,000 in bonds will be payable 
on Oct. 15, 1982 at an interest rate of 8.5 per- 
cent. Three individual $70,000 bonds will 
mature in 1983, 1984 and 1985, with rates set at 
8.75 percent, 9 percent and 9.25 percent respec- 
tively. A $25,000 bond with a maturity date of 
1986 will yield 9.5 percent. 

Although the bonds and the accompanying 
semiannual interest coupons may not be 
redeemed before maturity, they are payable 
to the bearer and therefore may be sold on the 
open bond market. However investors who 
redeem the bonds prematurely will face a 
penalty. 

Money from the bonds will offset short-term 
loans which had been used to pay for fluoride 
storage facilities, handicapped access ramps 
to Rosemary Pool, the Foster land purchase 
and water piping in the town. Sale of the bonds 
was approved by Town Meeting last May.

BOSTON — The Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority 
Board of Directors Tuesday ap- 
proved a proposed 1982 budget of 
$380 million about 8 percent 
more than the transit line will 
spend this year, 

The unanimous vote followed 
Transportation Secretary James 
Carlin’s pledge that the recom- 
mended budget would result in as 
small a budgetary increase as 
possible for the 79 communities 
served by the transit line, 

“We're dealing with four 
sources of funding, all of which 
are saying we can't pay any 
more,” Carlin told the board, 

He referred to the MBTA 
member municipalities, which in- 
clude Newton, the state, the 
federal government and the 
passengers. 

He added that about two-thirds 
of the requested increase will be 
used to pay off interest on past 
debts. 

MBTA General Manager James 
F. O'Leary said the proposed 
spending increase would require 
only about a 1 percent increase in 
MBTA assessments for the cities 
and towns in the system’s 
district. 

He said that may be dependent 
on the MBTA keeping recently im-

MBTA Advisory Board Ex- 
ecutive Director Philip Shapiro 
said the budget recommendation 
would be a “major surprise” to 
cities and towns, especially since 
Gov. Edward J. King recently 
said there would be level funding 
of state budgets. 

The state splits the cost of the 
MBTA deficit with cities and 
towns almost equally, except for 
a special $40 million bail out pass- 
ed late last year when the system 
shut down briefly late in the fall. 

“I don’t know how they're going 
to take it at all,” Shapiro said. 
“But I think they thought he 
would come in with a budget that 
would be much less than the one 
he is proposing.”” 

O'Leary said $21 million of the 
increase would offset fixed cost 
increases and the rest would go 
toward improving the buses and 
subways, increase cutback ser- 
vice, and provide better security.
